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Lamont advisers say tax 
rise would hit recoveiy

NORMAN Lamont was 
warned by his panel of inde¬ 
pendent economic gurus yes¬ 
terday not to raise taxes this 
year, for fear of snuffing out 
any recovery. 

The first report from the 
"seven wise men" advises the 
Chancellor to go for growth 
rather than worry about infla¬ 
tion, and urges bun not to take 
any action that would risk, 
continued recessiorL Six of the 
seven oppose tax increases, 
adding that even in future 
years, taxes should be raised 
only if there fe dear evidence of 

. healthy recovery, 

* While only Professor Tim 
Congdon dissented on tax¬ 
ation, the panel differed on 
whether interest rates should 
be cut and in their predictions 
on flie prospects for growth. 
But, in a sombre report, all but 
one agreed that unemploy^ 
ment would rise this year arid 
still be above three mflUon at 
the end of next. Thty condud- 
ed: “Given foe length and j 
depth of the recession, another 
year of flat or declining output 
would be extremely damaging 
to the UK economy." 

The Chancellor has made 
dear that he is under no 
obligation to follow the panel’s 
advice, but members were 
confident yesterday that it 
would be hard for him to 
ignore them. Andrew Sen- 
tance of the Confederation of 
British Industry said: “The 
Chancellor would have to set 
out very dearfy his arguments 
for going against the indepen¬ 
dent panel" Andrew Britton, 
director of the National Insti¬ 
tute of Economic and Social 
Research, said: “With this 
report coming out so soon 
before die Budget, we do have 

the opportunity to exert a bit of 

influence. 1 hope he wall take 
our advice."

•" Lamont. Conservative MPS 
are also confident that income 
tax and value-added tax rates 
will not rise in next month's 
Budget, although a limited 
extension of VAT to food, 
children’s dothing and news¬ 
papers has not been ruled out. 
Some backbenchers also 
believe Mr Lamont is consid¬ 
ering a “green" package, in¬ 
cluding an energy tax and

One senior backbencher 
said yesterday: “We have

None opposed further rate 
cuts if needed to secure a 
healthy recovery, but five of the 
seven expected increases next 
year, predicting rates of be¬ 
tween 5 and 9 per cent by the 
end of 1994. All seven agreed 
that foe government should 
not contemplate an early re¬ 
turn to the European ex¬ 
change-rate mechanism. 

The report also agreed with 
foe government's view on 
inflation, forecasting that the 
underlying rate would hover 
within foe official target range 
of 1 to 4 per cent ova 1 the next 
two years. Growth forecasts 
varied widely, with two panel 
members predicting only an 
anaemic recoveiy this year 


and one expecting 2 percent 
growth this year, but all 
agreed that public borrowing 
must fall substantially in the 
medium term. 

Gordon Brown, the shadow 
Chancellor said the report was 
a damning indictment of gow 
emment policies because it 
showed faattheywould lead to 
further rises in 

unemployment 

Alan Beith. the liberal 
Democrat Treasury spokes¬ 
man described the report as 
glasnost without the peres¬ 
troika. “It is good that some of 
the advice foe Chancellor is 
getting has been published, 
but it fc unlikety to make any 
real difference to foe way 
economic policy gets decided."

Great War soldiers fail to 
win posthumous pardons

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THE prime minister has re¬ 
jected an appeal for posthu¬ 
mous pardons to be granted to 

307 soldiers executed for cow¬ 
ardice and desertion during 
floe first world war.' 

In a letter to an MP who 
asked him to re-examine foe 
files, Mr Major said: “I have 
reflected long and hard but I 
have reached foe conclusion 
that we cannot rewrite history 
by substituting our latter-day 
judgment for that of contem¬ 
poraries, whatever we think." 

Yesterday Janet Booth, 
granddaughter of Private 
Harry Fair, executed on Octo¬ 
ber 18.1916 at foe age of 26 
for owMJdice. urged John 
Major to change his mind. 

Mis Booth, from Fambam 
in Surrey, said her grand¬ 
mother. now aged 98. had not 
told the rest of the family until 
recently that her grandfather 
was executed for 

cowardice. Mrs Booth said: 
“She has Kved with the shame 


and humiliation all these 
years. A panion would mean 
foe could rest in perns- The 
whole family is angry." 

Pte Farr, whose ramify cante 
from Kensington in west 
London, was serving in the 1st 

Battalion West Yorkshire Reg¬ 
iment. He was charged under 
section four of foe Army Act 
with “misbehaving before foe 
enemy in such a manner as to 
show cowardice'’- He pleaded 
not guilty at his court martial 
in Vul&sur Anae. 

A War Office file says that 
on September 17, 1916, Pte 
Farr was ordered to go to foe 
trenches but he kept saying - . “I 
cannot stand it” Finally he 
was escorted towards foe 
trenches “screaming and 
struggling”, but broke away 
and ran back “to the 1st line 
Transport”.

Russia may 
join Nato 
peace force 
in Bosnia

A JOINT Balkans peacekeep¬ 
ing force of at least 40,000 
Nato and Russian troops is 
being planned for a long-term 
deployment once the three 
warring factions stop fi g hti ng 
in Bosnia. Sweden is also to 
be asked to join. 

The United States is now 
considering sending up to 
20,000, and as tin; largest 
contributor, would expect to 
be in overall command under 
a United Nations remit 
Washington and London 
agreed that countries contrib¬ 
uting troops must not be 
restricted to members of Nato 
and have been anxious far 
Russia to play a key role. 
Britain, Frame ami other 
nations with troops already in 
Bosnia woafo afl participate. 

In a crucial development 
Moscow has now indicated it 
is prepared to send troops.

Sir Ranulph 
says he was 
seven days 
from death

ONLY prompt action saved 
the life of British explorer Dr 
Michael Stroud when bone- 
chilling cold caused him 
raemoiy loss and he drifted 
towards hypothermia during 
his record-breaking unsup¬ 
ported crossing of Antarctica 
with Sir Ranulph Fiennes. 

Sir Ranulph yesterday re¬ 
called foe day when Dr 
Stroud, whose fingers were so 
raw from frostbite that he 
could barely get bis gloves on, 
suddenly “started making no 
sense". Realising that he was 
suffering from hypothermia. 
Sir Ranulph put up the tent 
and got Dr Stroud into his 
deeping bag to warm him up, 
preventing almost certain 
death. 

Talking yesterday, both 
men admitted the long walk 
had been a horrible experi¬ 
ence, “certainly the nastiest 
expedition I've ever been on in 
29 years”. Sir Ranulph said. 
“I hope I remember how bad 
it was and never do it again," 
Dr Stroud said. 

With blistered feet, suppu¬ 
rating sores on their hands 
and ups. growing sun-blind¬ 
ness and increasing bad tem¬ 
per, the two men straggled on 
for 95 days, covering 1,345 
miles across a largely feature¬ 
less terrain. They fell down 
crevasses, lost two of the four 
ski poles, broke one of their 
sledges within four days of 
setting off. and daily fecal the 
tedium of back-breaking effort 
with little chance of conversa¬ 
tion and few interesting views 
to divert them. 

“The mental side of it is the 
worst,” Sir Ranulph said. "1ft 
a ten-hour day. you are in pain 
for much of it and there’s not

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Boys aged ten 
held by police 
over murder of 
James Bulger

TWO families from Walton, 
Liverpool were under police 
protection last night after 
Merseyside police arrested 
two boys aged ten in connec¬ 
tion with the abduction and 
murder of twoyear-old 
James Bulger a week ago. 

The arrests were made in 
simultaneous raids on two 
bouses at 8am on Thursday 
by officers of the Mersey¬ 
side Serious Crimes Squad 
and operational support di¬ 
vision. Magistrates last 
night granted police a fur¬ 
ther 36 hours to question 
the boys. 

Protection was extended 
to the famili es of the two 
boys to avoid a repeat of the 
public disorder that fol¬ 
lowed the arrest of a boy 
aged 12 in Kirkdale earlier 
this week. The boy, one of a 
number arrested for ques¬ 
tioning was later eliminated 
from police enquiries and 
released, but public hostility 
was so great the local au¬ 
thority was obliged to re¬ 
house his family. 

The two ten-year-old boys 
— one of whom comes from 
a large single-parent family, 
the other is living with his 
separated mother and 
brother and sister — were 
-already -being, ^questioned. 
before the Crimewalch UK 
programme an BBC tele¬ 
vision was broadcast on 
Thursday evening featuring 
the murder. 

Merseyside police said 
yesterday that the response 
to the pro g ramm e had been 
overwhelming. It showed 
computer-enhanced video 
pictures taken from security 
cameras of two boys leading 
James from the Strand 
shopping centre in Bootle. 
His body was found by 
children on a railway em¬ 
bankment in Walton on 


Sunday. Public revulsion at 
the murder brought a strong 
response to calls for Infor¬ 
mation by police and a wave 
of sympathy for James's 
family. 

Lines to the incident room 
at Bootle police station were 
jammed, and detectives said 
yesterday that the Crime- 
watch programme had add¬ 
ed more important 
information. A complete pic¬ 
ture of James's movements 
after he was taken from the

shopping centre had now 
been compiled. 

Detective Superintendent 
Albert Kirigy. leading the 
investigation, said yester¬ 
day: “It is stressed that the 
boys are currently being 
interviewed in relation to 
these matters. At this stage 
it is not known if charges 
will follow, as this will 
depend upon the results far 
enquiries” 

A memorial service for the 
murdered boy was held last 
night at Sf Mazy’s Roman 
Catholic Church in Kirkby. 
A memorial walk is planned 
for next week.

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A veiy British meeting agrees to disagree over the economy

THERE was intense negotiation, 
much impassioned disagreement 
but no smoke-filled room: none of 
the Seven Wise Men indulge. In 
truth, the first formal meetings of 
the Treasury's new forecasting 
panel seem to have been a very 
British affair polite and rather 
earnest, egos restrained for the 
greater good of “useful public 
debate" 

The seven members of the 
panel, representing the middle 
ground and both extremes of 
economic ideology, were united in 
a dutiful sense of trying to do the 
best job they could and fulfil the 
brief given to them by the Trea¬ 
sury. Alan Budd. chief economic 
adviser to the Treasury, was there 


to “shut people up if they were 
going on" but for anyone expect¬ 
ing fireworks, resignations and 
seedling discontent It has all been 
a bit of a disappointment 

Far from exposing their differ¬ 
ences. the formation of the fore¬ 
casting panel has probably drawn 
the men closer together. They do 
not agree with each other any 
more than they ever did, but they 
are certainly seeing a lot more of 
each other than before, not least 
because they are becoming ever 
more frequent visitors to television 
and radio studios. 

Andrew Britton, a tail, slim and 
rather serious-looking man, coyly 
admitted yesterday that he had 
been on BBC radio at lunchtime— 
with his fellow panel member Tim 
Congdon — and was off to the 
Newsnight studies for the evening. 


The Seven Wise Men are becom¬ 
ing the economic media stars of 
the 1990s, leaving the teenage 
scribblers and soundrbiffi experts 
of the last decade to get on with 
their work in the City. 

The two men who symbolise the 
opposite ends of the economic 
spectrum and probably have the 
most potential for a dust-up are 
Wynne Godley. the veteran 
Keynaan from Cambridge, so 
disapproved off by Mis Thatcher 
that she cut off his group's research 
funding, and Patrick Minford, the 
arch free-marketeer from the 
University of Liverpool whose 
views always found a sympathetic 
ear in the Conservative party of the 
1980s. But all was sweetness and 
light 

“He's a veiydever man," Profes¬ 
sor Godley said of Professor 


Minford. “We look at the worid 
through spectacles of a completely 
different tint, but neither of us is 
insane. We are both looking at the 
same blade hole in the British 
economy." 

Both are markedly more pessi¬ 
mistic about prospects for the 
economy this year titan their 
colleagues. Professor Godley pre¬ 
dicts growth of only 0.5 parent¬ 
age points and Professor Minford 
forecasts almost no recovery at all 
with growth of 0.2 of a percentage 
point Thereafter, their views could 
not be more different 

The outspoken Liverpool mone¬ 
tarist trusts to Mrs Thatcher's 
supply-side improvements and the 
natural forces of the free market 
and believes that the economy will 
grow by three percentage points 
next year. Professor Godley is 


going for only 1.4 percentage 
points’ growth in 1994 and re¬ 
mains true to his catastrophic 
vision of a Britain which no longer 
manufacturers enough to pay its 
own way in the world. 

' Without a large change in the 
trend of export shares and import 
penetration, “the nation wifi be 
condemned to endemic recession: 
an expansion of output fast 

enough to reduce unemployment 

would cause the deficit in rise far 
beyond what can be financed by 
foreign direct investment (or in 
any other way), with a danger of 
ever-rising foreign debt." says 
paragraph 19 of the report, one of 
several written by Professor 
Godley and which was, ax his 
insistence, included in the final 
report 

It was the redoubtable professor 


from Cambridge who provided 
some much-needed exaKinent 
admitting that he reacted violentiy 
when he saw the first draft of foe 
report This was written by Trea¬ 
sury officials after the panel's mam

It attempted to puu together 
foe disparate views discussed and 
give an average forecast, quite 
unacceptable to Professor Godley. 
who foxed through an alternative 
version of foe draft, highlighting 
much more extensively 
different panel members differed 
and why.

Major accused of 
Maastricht contempt

OPPOSITION leaders yester¬ 
day accused the prime minis¬ 
ter of contempt of Parliament 
for foiling to publish the 
government’s legal advice on 
the Maastricht Treaty. 

Ministers, meanwhile, un¬ 
derlined the government's 
nervousness about the bill by 
mounting a concerted defence 
of the treaty, which is expected 
to continue throughout the 
weekend. Tristan Garel-Jones, 
the European affairs minister, 
issued a warning of the “body 
blow” on jobs and investment 
if Britain failed to sign the 
treaty. “The cost of non- 
Maastricht would be lost 
jobs." he said. 

Today Douglas Hurd will 
outline foe long-term conse¬ 
quences of isolation if Britain 
does not go ahead with the 11 
other EC countries. He will 
emphasise the influence Brit¬ 
ain has had in shaping the 
treaty, such as resisting 
centralisation, and on other 
Community issues, including 
policies towards central ana 
eastern Europe. 

Speaking at the Conserva¬ 
tive Political Centre European 
Conference in Oxfordshire, 
the foreign secretary will warn 
of foe dire consequences of 
being sidelined and of adopt¬ 
ing foe social chapter. 

Sir Leon Brittan, foe EC's 
foreign trade commssioner. 
delivered a similar message in 
Liverpool yesterday, emphasi¬ 
sing the benefits of signing foe 
treaty. 

The clear message that the 
government is still vulnerable 
over Maastricht came as John 
Smith and Paddy Ashdown 
said foal they would continue 
to press for the detailed legal 
opinion given % foe law 
officers and the Foreign Office 
on foe social chapter 
amendment 

Mr Smith argued that foe 
prime minister's refusal to 
reveal why foe law officers had 
overturned advice from For¬ 


eign Office lawyers over 
amendment 27 was totally 
inconsistent with his drive for 
open government 

On Monday Labour will 
call for a second debate on 
amendment 27, which seeks 
to end Britain's opt-out from 
the social chapter, in the light 
of the new legal advice. If 
accepted, that will further 
delay the committee stage of 
foe bill. 

In a letter sent to Mr Smith 
on Thursday night Mr Mrgor 
insisted that Mr Hurd had set 
out the legal opinion in foe 
Commons earlier this week. 
“If the House of Commons 
wishes to have further advice 
on foe meaningand effect of 
foe bilL law officers will be 
present when the committee 
stage of the bill resumes." 

Mr Smith said that Mr 
Major had given no good 
reason for faffing to publish 
the advice. “Your altitude is all 
too typical of the secretive 
nature of British government, 
which cries out for reform," he 
wrote in a letter to the prime 
minister. 

Mr Ashdown, foe liberal 
Democrat leader, said he now 
had foe legal opinion of one of 
Britain’s foremost European 
and constitutional lawyers. 
Anthony Lester QC, which 
flatly contradicted foe govern¬ 
ment’s views. 

“The government has 
shown a disgraceful contempt 
for Parliament, for the open 
government it claims to es¬ 
pouse and for foe democratic 
process itself by refusing to 
make public their legal ad¬ 
vice,” Mr Ashdown said. By 
refusing to publish its reply in 
full, or even providing reasons 
to support it the government 
was asking Parliament to ac¬ 
cept its advice on trust he ar¬ 
gued. “As far as the govern¬ 
ment is concerned the right at¬ 
titude of Parliament should be 
guilty until proven innocent" 

Mr GareWones earlier in¬ 


sisted that 500 MPs of all 
parties supported its ratifica¬ 
tion and that the rebels had 
failed to come up with any al¬ 
ternative. “A small minority of 
members of parliament after 
these weeks and months of 
debate have still been unable 
to tell us what they want" he 
said in a statement. 

Every political party except 
foe Ulster Unionists thought 
the treaty should be ratified, 
he added. “Maastricht is also 
about jobs, investment and 
money” he said "Nobody 
should underestimate the 
body blow ft would be for 
Britain if we were to take up a 
semi-detached position as far 
as Europe is concerned.” 

Sir Leon told the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce that 
Britain’s foreign policy objec¬ 
tives would be enhanced 
under the treaty and there 
would be dose justice and 
home affairs cooperation to 
control illegal immigration 
and international crime to 
fight drugs and terrorism. 

“To reject the treaty would 
do enormous damage to our 
standing in Europe and 
would cause substantial eco¬ 
nomic harm because of the 
immense disruption it would 
bring about all over Europe. 7 

Last night Mr Major sent a 
second letter to Mr Smith 
offering him a Privy Council 
briefing. “You have in recent 
weeks publicly questioned foe 
government's regard for the 
impartiality of foe rivfl service. 
Your care for foe impartiality 
of the dvfl service seems to 
disappear when you think 
there might be political advan¬ 
tage to be had," Mr Major 
said. “If you, as Leader of foe 
Opposition, wish to be briefed 
about the advice of tire For¬ 
eign Office lawyers, I am 
happy to arrange that on privy 
counsellor terms. But it would 
damage the impartiality of foe 
Civil Service if their advice 
were made public."

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Climber discovered 
starving after week 
lost on mountain

A LONE climber was found 
starving and incoherent after 
surviving for a week on a 
Scottish mountain without 
food and water. Chris 
W NichoUs, 30. an 1C1 telecom 
network designer from War¬ 
rington. Cheshire, was dose to

Donald. the farmer who dis¬ 
covered him on Thursday. 

In a separate incident, the 
body of a missing climber was 

found in the Caurgorms by a 
helicopter rescue team. The 
search is continuing for two 
other mountaineers. 

Mr MacDonald, who has 
experience of mountain res¬ 
cue. was feeding sheep on his 
farm near Kinlochewc. Ross, 
when he sported Mr NichoUs 
on his hands and knees in a 
nearby field.

Nurses claim Allitt 
showed no emotion 
over child deaths

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BEVERLEY• ADitt the nurse 
charged with the minder of 
four children, bad allegedly 
shown no emotion where col¬ 
leagues spoke to her about foe 
mysterious collapse of patients 
on her ward. 

A jury . at Nottingham 
Crown Court was told yester¬ 
day that Amanda Poole, 
another nurse at Grantham 
and Kesteven Hospital Lin¬ 
colnshire, had talked to the 
defendant after children had 
died and others suffered 
inexplicable heart and respira¬ 
tory attacks. 

“There’d been another [car¬ 
diac! arrest, another of sev¬ 
eral" said Ms Poole in a 
statement read to the jury. "I 
said to Bev something like: 
‘God, not another one. Are 
you all right?* Bev said 
something like: ‘Oh, I'm aO 
right*, ana shrugged the inci¬ 
dent off. She never showed 
any emotion to me at all." 

Another nurse, Valerie Rop¬ 
er. said she had spoken to the 
defendant during a coffee 
break after the first two or 
three arrests. “Bev didn’t say 
anything at all in relation to 
what I said, and in fact 
showed no emotion.” 

Miss Allitt. 24, from Corby 
Glen, near Grantham, denies 
murdering four children in 
her care in 1991 and attempt¬ 
ing to murder nine other 
young patients, the 15-year- 
ofd brother of her fiat-mate, 
and a 73-year-old woman. 
She also denies 11 alternative 
charges of causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent 

The court was told about the 
collapse of 14-month-old 
Kayiey Desmond, who was 
revived and transferred to an 
intensive care unit in Notting¬ 
ham. She had been admitted 
suffering from a chest infec¬ 
tion. An X-ray taken after her 
first collapse showed a pocket 


of air under her right armpit 
indicating an unorthodox in¬ 
jection. The prosecution 
dawns Miss Allitt deliberately 
injected Kayiey with. air. or 
with something else while air 
was in foe syringe. 

Margaret Desmond, who 
had been staying in Kayle/s 
room, described in a state¬ 
ment how she had watched 
her daughter collapse. Doc¬ 
tors bad previously told her 
Kayiey was getting better. 

Linda Vowles. foe nurse in 
charge of the children's ward 
that night managed to get 
Kayiey breathing fairly soon 
and she was transferred to an 
intensive care unit at Notting¬ 
ham. where she recovered.

Cell death 
convict 
wins retrial

A MAN who claims that 
police framed him for the 
murder of a fellow prisoner in 
a police cell to cover their own 
guilt was granted a retrial by 
the Court of Appeal yesterday. 

Malcolm Kennedy, 46, of 
Stoke Newington, northeast 
London, was convicted at the 
Old Bailey in September 1991 
of killing Patrick Quinn, 55. 
in a ceil at Hammeremith 
police station on Christmas 
Eve 1990. Kennedy was ac¬ 
cused of kicking Mr Quinn lo 
death while foe two men, who 
did not know each other, were 
being held for drunkenness. 

Yesterday the Lord Chief 
Justice. Lord Taylor of 
Gosforth, said the whole of the 
evidence, including informa¬ 
tion from two new women 
witnesses, merited consider¬ 
ation by another jury. “In our 
judgment, onerous though it 
will be for all concerned, this is 
a case in which the interests of 
justice require that we order a 
retriaL" 

He said foe decision should 
not be seen as having reached 
any conclusion about suggest¬ 
ed malpractice by the police. 

Kennedy remains in custo¬ 
dy pending the new trial, 
flfoioi foe jiudges said should 
be as soon as passable.

A PAINTING by the French 
artist James Tfesot damned 
as “meaningless” by The 
Times when first exhibited in 
1879. has sold for £2 million 
($2.97 minion) in New York. 

A London dealer made the 
winning bid for L'Orpheline 
at Christie’s on Thursday, 
beating the price set earlier 
in the week when 1m 
M ondaine by the same artist 
fetched £137 million ($1.98 
minion) at Sotheby's. 

L'Orpheline shows the 
French-bom artist's Irish 
mistress. Kathleen Newton, 
leading a lost child (in reality 
her niece) through a boggy 
marsh. According to the dis¬ 
missive review in The Times, 
the exaggerated nature of foe 
venue implied “nothing short 
of suicide and by the muddi¬ 
est of deaths”. 

Such critical attacks were 
directed at the artist’s moral¬ 
ity rather than his painting 
skills: Mrs Newton had 
scandalised Victorian society 
by giving birth to two illegiti¬ 
mate babies, one of which 
was believed to be Tissofs. 
She died of consumption in 
1882 at the age of 28. 

Maurice FurneH of the 
MacConnaFMason gallery in 
London’s West End said- “It 
is a beautiful important 
painting and nice to know it 
is coming back to London.” 
He said that it was being 
flown over last night for 
exhibition in the gaDeiy. 

The surprisingly high price 
has prompted speculation 
that the world art market 
may be recovering from a 
depression which has slashed 
prices for 19 th century paint¬ 


ings. Tissot (1836-1902) was 
a highly fashionable painter 
in his time, but for many 
years his reputation was in 
steep decline. When 
L’Orpheline last passed 
through Christie’s in 1955 it 
fetched £399. 

Tissot exhibited this monu¬ 
mental painting under the 
title Orphans at the Grosve- 
nor Gallery in IS79 along 
with seven other paintings, 
most of which featured Mrs 
Newton. Judging from the 
atmosphere of the paintings, 
from this period, his time 
with her was idyllic and 
joyful The art historian 
Michael Wentworth said 
they depicted “Tissofs earth¬ 
ly paradise at its most ravish¬ 
ing summer afternoons of 
lazy tranquility and warm 
sunshine.” 

Along with Manet and 
Whistler, Tissot was one of 
the first Western artists to 
become interested in Japa¬ 
nese art and LOrphetine 
reflects this in the blazing 
gold of the chestnut leaves 
accentuating the bold silhou¬ 
ette of Mrs Newton. 

The painting which set the 
first record, on Wednesday 
night, is an entirely different 
subject La Mondaine, or 
The Woman of Fashion, was 
painted when the artist re¬ 
turned, stricken with grief, to 
his native city of Paris after 
the death of Mrs Newton.

College students 
fail in the basics

ABOUT 40 per cent of stu¬ 
dents at further education 
colleges lads basic literacy and 
numeracy skills, according to 
a survey published yesterday. 

The survey, by the Adult 
Literacy and Basic Skills Unit, 
was based on the results of a 
20-minute test sat by more 
than 10.000 students at 12 
colleges. The students, most 
aged 16-19 or older, were 
studying for A-levels. GCSEs 
and vocational qualifications. 
Researchers excluded weaker 
students already taking 
courses in basic Uteracy and 
numeracy skills, and English 
as a second language. 

The literary test required 
students to read a straightfor¬ 
ward passage and fill in the 
blanks with suitable words. 
One in 20 students was 
judged to require “veiy consid¬ 
erable" help after falling short 
of the standard expected of a 
typical 11-year-old. Thirty- 
seven per cent had reading 
skills below those of 14-year- 
olds. 

Students frequently could 
not spell words such as 


“through", “accidents" and 
“from" Instead they produced 
alternatives including 
“though", “threw", “true", 
■'thought”. “therug”, 

“akadents” and “fom” 

The results of the numeracy 
test were worse, with one in 
seven having serious difficulty 
with basic maths and another 
47 per cent below the level 
expected of a 14-year-old. 

Test questions included ask¬ 
ing students what time they 
would set their video to start 
recording at 6.15pm and end 
at 7.30pm using a 24-hour 
dock, and how long the pro¬ 
gramme was. Students strug¬ 
gled most with questions 
testing their ability to work out 
sums they might face when 
shopping, such as calculating 
a ten per cent discount 

John Patten, the education 
secretary, said the figures 
showed unacceptable levels of 
illiteracy among young people 
leaving school. 

Alan Wells, director of the 
unit said die survey disdosed 
a larger than expected group 
of people whose skills were 
insufficient to meet the de¬ 
mands of the workplace.

Castle man meets 
wall of resistance

A SUFFOLK businessman 
who contravened ancient 
monument regulations by 
lowering a garden wall at a 
medieval rain was fined 
£3,000 at Biny St Edmunds 
Crown Court yesterday. 

Anthony Jackson, 38. 
reduced the modern bride 
and flint wall by Iff 9in 
near his home at 
Mettingham Castle near 
Bungay, Suffolk. The castle, 
which was originally a forti¬ 
fied manor house, dates 
from the 13 th century. 

Jackson, who lives in a 
house in the grounds, 
denied executing work re¬ 
sulting in damage to a 
scheduled ancient monu¬ 
ment. contrary to Section 2 
of Hie Ancient Monuments 
and Archaeological Areas 
.Act 1979. 

The wail ran alongside a 


drive on which two other 
residents had right of way. 
Andrew Howarth. for the 
prosecution, said that, al¬ 
though the wall was of little 
historical value, having 
been buflt in the 1930s. it 
was protected along with 
foe monument 
Jackson said in evidence 
that the wall interfered 
with the view from his 
house and he wanted to 
lower it by two courses for 
40ft “so that we could see 
our garden”. He described 
foe wall as rather unattrac¬ 
tive. capped with concrete 
and set with flints. He did 
not intend to demolish it 
He dairoed that to sug¬ 
gest it was part of an 
ancient monument was 
“plainly ludicrous" He was 
ordered to pay costs of 
ES96. 


GMTV drafts on board the man with the miracle rat 



GREG Dyke, widely credited 
with helping in transform the 
ailing TV-am into the world's 
most profitable television 
company, was yesterday ap¬ 
pointed chairman of its suc¬ 
cessor, GMTV. less than two 
months into its franchise. 

The bhmt-speaking chief 
executive of London Weekend 
Television, one of GMTVs 
five shareholders, will succeed 
Harry Roche, chief executive 
of The Guardian & Man¬ 
chester Evening News, as 
chairman of the new holder 
of the breakfast-time 
franchise. 

It was Mr Dyke who. as 
director of programmes at 
TV-am in the early 1980s. 
masterminded the “snap, 
crackle and pap" fare and the 
children’s puppet Roland 
Rax. which were to become 
the station’s hallmarks. 

During his two-year tenure, 
audiences rose from 200,000 
to 1.5 million. Roland Rat. 
who personified the station’s 
plunge downmarket, became 
known in television lore as 
the only rat who ever saved a 
sinking ship. 

Mr Dyke was quick u> 
reject comparisons .yesterday 
between GMTV. which took 
over the breakfast franchise 
on January 1. and the TV-am 


of the early 1980s. “When I 
joined TV-am ten years ago. 
there were only two advertis¬ 
ers." he said. 

“Half the staff were crying 
in my office. We couldn't pay 
the bills and we had a pile of 


writs. That was a crisis; this 
isn’t" 

Mr Dyke admitted that 
GMTVs viewing figures to 
date had been “rather more 
disappointing than we 
hoped", but added; “There is 


no evidence yet that this thing 
is not a viable business. This is 
not a crisis, this is a change." 

GMTV went on the air 
knowing that it had to achieve 
at least the viewing figures of 
its predecessor if it was to 


break into profit after paying 
the £34.6 million It had bid to 
win the franchise. However, 
ratings have fallen to less 
than 1.7 million — 15 per 
cent below target—partly due 
to the unexpected success of 


Channel 4’s The Big Break¬ 
fast. Presenters have been 
reshuffled and the pro¬ 
gramme's formal retouched. 

Mr Dyke would not be 
drawn on whar specific 
changes his non-executive 
chairmanship might bring, 
but said that GMTV needed 
“more popular journalism" 
and “to feel more confident". 
“There have been too many 
interviews with stare on 
couches and nor enough good 
topical stories." he said. 

Mr Dyke also said that he 
would be seeking to change 
the station's much talked 
about “F" factor — now 
standing for “feninability" — 
to mean “family appeal". He 
did nor rule out the return of 
Roland Rax, although he 
doubted that it would 
happen. 

Mr Dyke and Christopher 
Stoddart, GMTV’s manag¬ 
ing director, refused to com¬ 
ment on possible staff 
changes resulting from his 
appointment Mr Dyke insist¬ 
ed that he would be offering 
only advice and ideas and 
would not be involved in 
running programming; 
“Television is about ideas. 
Great presenters cannot do 
anything if the programme 
isn’t right"

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Society tempers justice with mercy in dealing with juvenile killers 

Police adopt gentle touch with children 


■ Juveniles convicted of murder are held 
in secure units offering stability and 
discipline few have experienced at home

EVERY year about 20 child¬ 
ren aged between ten and 16 
are convicted of murder or 
manslaughter in England and 
Wales. They have included an 
11-year-old girl who battered 
and suffocated an 18-month- 
old baby to death and a 16- 
year-old who burned alive an 
elderly man. 

Sucn brutal deaths generate 
nationwide revulsion and 
have fuelled public and parlia¬ 
mentary concern about vio¬ 
lence and crime at a time 
when demands were already 
being made to give magis¬ 
trates additional powers to 
deal with persistent offenders. 

While most young offenders 
are dealt with through com¬ 
munity-based punishment in¬ 
tended to tackle offending 
behaviour those convicted of 
murder and manslaughter are 
likely to join other disturbed 
children in 45 local-authority 
secure units, containing 270 
places, and two youth treat¬ 
ment centres. G/enthome in 
Birmingham and St Charles 
in Brentwood, Essex, which 
have a further 70 places. 

Ten is the youngest age at 
which a child can be charged 
with any crime in England 
and Wales. Below that, the law 
considers that they are not 
aware of the consequences of 
their actions. A child under 
ten who admitted killiiig 
someone would, in most cases, 
be taken into local authority 
care or secure acc¬ 
ommodation. 

Between ten and 14 a child 
is presumed not to know the 
difference between right and 
wrong and is therefore incapa¬ 
ble of committing an offence. 
If a child is to be tried between 
those ages, the prosecution 
must prove that he or she 
knew that what they were 
doing was seriously wrong. 

Any child under 17 taken 
into custody about the killing 
of two-year-old James Bulger 
in Liverpool must have an 
adult with them when they are 
questioned. The adult is there 
to look after the child's emo¬ 
tional and physical welfare 
and musi counter-sign any 
statements of interviews. The 
child has the right to legal aid. 
Detective Superintendent 


Albert Kirby, head,of the 
serious crime squad in Mer¬ 
seyside, described the inter¬ 
viewing techniques used in 
questioning a ten-year-old sus¬ 
pect. “It’s similar to when you 
are interviewing your own 
child. You have to be very 
gentle and veiy soft with them 
and you have to remember 
that they are ten years of age. 
It's just going to be a very long 
and very slow interview,” he 
told BBCI's One O'Clock 
News. 

Children over the age of ten 
charged with murder or man¬ 
slaughter would be tried at a 
crown court but their identity 
would not be disclosed unless 
the judge ordered it. Those 
convicted of very serious 
crimes such as murder and 
manslaughter are dealt with 
under section 53 of the Child¬ 
ren and Young Persons Act 
1933 and face indeterminate 
sentences, detained “at Her 
Majesty’s pleasure”- 
Once found guilty of mur¬ 
der or manslaughter, as 14 ten 
to 16-year-olds were in 1991, 
the youngster would probably 
be put into local authority care 
while the Home Office and 
health department studied all 
the case papers and decided 
whether to send them to a 
secure unit or youth treatment 
centre. Virginia Bottomley. 
the health secretary, must give 
her consent to any child under 
the age of 13 being put into 
this accommodation. 

On arrival at St Charles 
youth treatment centre at 
Brentwood a convicted juven¬ 
ile would be assessed for three 
months by educationalists, 
psychologists, psychiatrists, so¬ 
cial workers and care staff 
The centre, surrounded by a 
secure perimeter fence, pro¬ 
vides each child with a room of 
his or her own with secure, 
unbreakable windows but no 
bars. A daily regime starts at 
7.30am and ends around 
9pm when juveniles are 
locked into their rooms for the 
night. 

They undergo up to five 
hours education a day plus 
psychological treatment to as¬ 
sist them to come to terms with 
what they have done and 
confront offending behaviour.

A CHILD who has committed 
murder in Scotland will not 
automatically go before a 
court Any case involving a 
child under 12 has to have the 
personal approval of the Lord 
Advocate before going before 
a court For children over that 
age approval must come from 
Crown counsel 
Whenever possible cases go 
before a children's hearing. 
Even though the age of crimi¬ 
nal responsibility in Scotland 
is eight two years younger 
than the rest of Britain, Scot¬ 
tish law emphasises the need 


to decriminalise children and 
i them out of court 
If a child is found guilty of 
culpable homicide in the Scot¬ 
tish courts, the sentence is 
likely to be detention in secure

There is no life sentence for 
children in Scotland and there 
is no automatic right to parole 
after a set number of years.

A child can be detained in a 
place of safety, anything from 
a foster home to a secure 
remand centre, for up to 21 
days pending a decision by the 
chfldren’s hearing. The chil¬ 
dren’s hearing system deals 
with more than 90 per cent of 
cases involving youngsters 
and is unique to Scotland. 

The grounds on which a 
child can be brought before a

Smoothing the 
roads that 
lead to Rome

B etween bishops of the 
Church of England 
and groups of dergy 
opposed to women’s ordina¬ 
tion there has been a deal of 
p lain speaking over the past 
two months. Bishops have 
pleaded or blustered: dergy, 
somewhere between grief 
and wrath, have responded 
with a forthrightness not 
common in clerical circles. 

Now, at the height of the 
feud, word comes from 
Westminster that the Cardi¬ 
nal is working to offer some 
sort of help and hospitality. 
Cathohc-minded Anglicans, 
betrayed as they undoubt¬ 
edly feel by the church they 
have sened, and in the 
absence of firm leadership 
from even the bishops who 
voted with them, will look at 
the proposals from Rome 
with eager expectation. 

What sort of package 
could the Roman Curia pro¬ 
duce which would respect 
the integrity of both English 
Roman Catholics and Cath¬ 
olic Anglicans? An outline is 
beginning to emerge. 

In the first place, the 
package would need to re¬ 
spect the sensibilities of 
An gHcans about the validity 
of their orders. Bishop Gra¬ 
ham Leonard, for example, 
who has taken a leading role 
in negotiations thus for. is 
unlikely to find attractive a 
formula which obliges him 
to deny, pub tidy and art- 
equivocally, all the confirma¬ 
tions, ordinations and 
celebrations which have 
marked a tong and distin¬ 
guished ministry. 

There would also need to 
be some sort of acknow¬ 
ledgement of the particular 
problems of lay people, for 
whom individual submis¬ 
sion and absorption into a 
community very different in 
ethos from the average An¬ 
glican parish would be diffi¬ 
cult if not impossible. The 
transition would need to be 
made in groups which could 
be mutually supportive and 
which could retain that sup¬ 
portive identity within the 
Roman fellowship for as 
long as it was required. 

A liturgy Much was 
recognisabiy Anglican 
would be important to some, 
and a relaxation of the rules 
on clerical celibacy would 
need to operate, at least for a 
generation. 

None of these is an insu¬ 
perable problem for the 
Roman authorities; but each 
one might create total tur¬ 
bulence in a c hurch which 
has its own tensions about 
liturgy and celibacy, winch 


once spoke with crushing 
clarity about the invalidity 
of Anglican ordinations, and 
where, in any case, there is a 
growing body of opinion 
which favours the ordina¬ 
tion of women. 

Anglicans who crossed the 
Tiber would need to do so 
with other things dear in 
their minds. They would 
need to accept that they 
were, in the Cardinal’s own 
words, “submitting to the 
authority of the Holy 
Father”. There has been 
much talk in the past few 
years of “Alternative Episco¬ 
pal Oversight” — a solution 
to the dissidents’ problems 
just feasible in the rather 
louche world of Anglican 
ecdesiology. 

They would be wise not to 
regard the so-called Roman 
Option as a variation on the 
same thane. Throughout 
Anglican history there has 
been a tendency to separate 
matters of faith and morals 
from matters of church 
order. That curious disjunc¬ 
tion lies at the heart of their 
current problems; in Rome 
they would need to turn 
their backs on iL 

T hey would also need to 
be dear that the con¬ 
cessions made them 
were only temporary. There 
is no room in this small, 
overcrowded island for a 
permanent “Uniate 
Church" trailing its coat 
tails for converts as church 
membership generally de¬ 
clines. Entry to the Roman 
Communion would need to 
be not at a single moment 
but by a process. And that 
process could never be an 
end in itself. 

Will many Angfa'cans in 
the present crisis walk the 
path to Rome if it is made 
smooth and straight? The 
answer depends very much 
on the House of Bishops of 
the General Synod. They 
have foiled, thus Ear, to come 
up with any suggestions 
which meet the needs of the 
dissentients, or to show even 
a rudimentary understand¬ 
ing of their difficulties. 

In June, not long after the 
Low Week meeting of the 
Catholic hierachy. the Angli¬ 
can episcopate will have 
another bite at the cherry. It 
is the hope — but not the 
expectation — of some that, 
in a buyer's market they 
may yet come up with some¬ 
thing saleable.

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British architect is selected to resurrect the pride of Berlin 
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will incorpoiate car parking and conference facilities

the British architect Sir Norman 
Foster has won bis way on to a 
short-list of three being considered 
for the rebuilding of the Berlin 
Reichstag. The competition was 
open to all German architects, 
with ten others invited from 
abroad. 

The competition jury awarded a 
joint first prize of DM120,000 


(about £50.000) each to Sir Nor¬ 
man, the Spaniard Santiago 
Calatiava and the Dutch architect 
Pi de Bruijn. Three German archi¬ 
tects shared second place. Sir 
Norman and the two others on the 
short-list will now submit more 
detailed designs. The final decision 
is expected to be taken by the 
Bundestag before its summer 
break. 

Following the unification of 


Germany, federal MPs voted over¬ 
whelmingly to return to Berlin and 
by a narrower majority to move 
back into the shefl of the late 19th- 
centuiy Reichstag, burnt fay Hitler 
in 1933. 

Sir Norman's dramatic design 
encloses the masonry shell of the 
old Reichstag in a vast and airy 
glass hall with 25 steel columns, 
each 50 metres high, supporting a 
roof higher than the Reichstag's 


long-vanished dome. Sir Norman 
said; “I wanted to use simple, 
timeless dements of podium, col¬ 
umn and root All the ancQlaiy 
space demanded in the brief — car 
parking, offices, galleries and con¬ 
ference facilities — can be provid¬ 
ed economically in the podium, 
while the assembly haO can be 
built in any configuration within 
the shefl of the old building." 

The success of a British architect 


has an added resonance as the 
original building of 1884-94, by 
Paul Waflor, shows strong influ¬ 
ence of the monumental style of 
Sir John Vanbrugh, with square 
comer towers recalling Blenheim 
Palace in Oxfordshire. 

Sir Norman said: “Initially I 
decided not to enter the competi¬ 
tion as the chances seemed so 
remote. My wife persuaded me to 
change my mind and we entered 


the competition for the master 
plan as well. We wanted to create a 
new sense of space, a new open¬ 
ness. with significant public spaces 
inside and outside the building. 

"The old Reichstag is a powerful 
monument from the past but we 
did not want it to be the dominant 
element of the new design so it is 
set off-centre in the hall. " His 
design faces the park and has one 
column set in a river.

Country home 
sales to rise 
as ‘Lloyd’s 
effect’ bites

ESTATE agents predict that a 
flood of properties valued at 
more than £250.000 will hit 
the market in the next few 
months as the recession finally 
breaks homeowners who have 
so far managed to survive 
mounting losses from Lloyd’s 
or the collapse of their 
businesses. 

Apart from a few highly 
publicised cases, the “Lloyd's 
effect", widely forecast last 
year, has failed ^to happen.' 
Patrick Ramsay, head of coun¬ 
try houses at Knight Frank & 
Rutley, said: “Homeowners 
who need to sefl because of 
Lloyd's losses or a drop in their 
income are still banging on. 
They are still waiting for a rise 
in prices. They are optimists, 
and every time there is a slight 
glimmer of hope in the mar¬ 
ket. they wait that bit longer. 
They will wail for as long as 
they still have a bit of equity 
left in their properties and the 
banks are giving them lee¬ 
way." 

But pressure from banks 
and mounting overdrafts 
mean that they win not be 
able to delay for ever. Mr 
Ramsay said; "The first sol¬ 
diers have gone, forced to by 
their creditors. But a growing 
number of people are running 
our of time. 1 can’t predict 
exactly when they will be 
forced to sell, but the drip of 
people having to sell will 
become a tush, maybe in three 
months, maybe in six.” 

The effect of the delay has 
been a growing shortage of 
country houses on the market, 
despite a good supply of 
buyers, particularly from 
abroad. Increasing numbers 
of agents are taking advertise¬ 
ments seeking properties to 


sell. A local paper in Newbury, 
Berkshire, recently carried a 
spread from Strutt & Parker 
announcing a shortage of 
“quality" country properties 
and asking for new business. 

Charles Eflingworth, from 
the buyers' agent Property 
Vision, said that many sellers 
had been bankrupted fay 
Lloyd's losses. Such cases in- 
dude thesale of Pitchford Hall 
in Shropshire last year and 
mo re recently the sale of Plush 
Manor, an eight-bedroom, 
five reception-room Geotgian 
manor near Dorchester. It was 
sold by Julian and Miranda 
Tennant because of Lloyd’s 
losses, and the couple were 
happy to publicise the fact 

The new wave of sellers is 
expected to trade down rather 
than sell up altogether. They 
have seen a gradual drop in 
incomes rather than huge 
capital losses as they adapt to 
life without a yearly cheque 
from Lloyd’s. 

“Such people haven’t got 
the incomes to keep up the 
grand country houses they are 
living in. They are beginning 
to crack." Mr Eflingworth 
said. 

"It's an insidious process, 
and naturally people don't 
want to talk about it In the last 
three or four years, anyone 
who didn’t absolutely have to 
sell didn't You were just 
selling down the drain. Now 
chat people think the market is 
turning, and their overdrafts 
are continuing to mount, they 
are beginning to discreetly 
enquire about putting their 
houses on the market” 

Mr Eflingworth said that 
his firm was expecting a large 
increase in the Spring buying 
season. 


Computer team 
claims memory feat

A TEAM of Cambridge 
researchers is claiming a 
breakthrough in the race to 
produce desk-top comput¬ 
ers with the power and 
capabilities currently avail¬ 
able only in massive main¬ 
frame machines. The 
Anglo-Japanese team has 
developed a way of storing 
one bit — or unit — of 
information using a single 
electron, a sub-atomic 
particle. 

The technology could 
pave the way for semicon¬ 
ductors able to store one 
tera-bit of computer memo¬ 
ry, or a trillion units of 
information, on a chip one 
square inch in size. Such 
massive memories are 
needed for pocket or desk¬ 
top computers of the future 
to handle numerous differ¬ 
ent formats. 

Using conventional tech¬ 
nology, the equivalent 
memory could be stored 
only on a chip 100 yards 
square and would require a 
small power station. 

Kazuo Nakazata senior 
researcher at the Hitachi 


Cambridge Laboratory, 
which has pioneered the 
development in collabor¬ 
ation with Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity's Cavendish Lab¬ 
oratory, said yesterday: 
“Today’s technology means 
that an area larger than a 

tennis court would be need¬ 
ed to hold a one T-bit 
memory. A single electron 
memory would reduce that 
to something die size of a 
50p piece.” 

The breakthrough, de¬ 
tails of which are to be 
published in Electronics 
Letters, is claimed to be the 
first to demonstrate the 
concept of single-electron 
memmy. 

Haroon Ahmed, profes¬ 
sor of microelectronics at 
the university and the 
project’s team leader, 
emphasised that there were 
still difficulties to overcome 
before commercialisation: 
the system works only at 
close to absolute zero, or 
minus 273G and there arc 
questions over how the chip 
will be linked into the 
computer.

was given an unopposed sec¬ 
ond reading in the Commons. 

The widespread support for 
the private member's bQ] will 
strengthen the hand of John 
Ma/or and of William 
Waldegrave, the public service 
minister charged with creat¬ 
ing more open government, in 
convincing cabinet colleagues 
of the need to remove current 
restrictions. Mr Waldegrave 
promised yesterday to publish 
the white paper on greater 
openness before the summer 
recess and, indicating his sup¬ 
port for fundamental change, 
said: “We do keep too many 
secrets and make secrets of 
things that should not be 
secret This makes it more 
difficult to keep real secrets 
when it is legitimate to do so.” 

The government will not 
support Mr Fisher's bill dur¬ 
ing its future Commons 
stages, largely because it op¬ 
poses plans to repeal the 19£9 
Official Secrets Act However 
Mr Waldegrave, who has 
committed himself to strip¬ 
ping away needless bureau¬ 
cracy and secrecy, win 
welcome die opportunity pro¬ 
vided by the bid to increase 
debate on making informa¬ 
tion more accessible to the 
public. 

To that end. he announced 
yesterday that the government' 


would release previously un¬ 
published papers relating to 
Professor R V Jones, the war¬ 
time defence scientist, and the 
Special Operations Executive, 
which ran undercover agents. 
He said that many other 
papers were being considered 
for release. 

Mr Waldegrave added that 
much had been done to in¬ 
crease the flow of information 
to the public and more needed 
10 be done. But Mr Fisher's 
biQ was not the way to do h. 
He preferred the pragmatic 
steps that the government was 
taking. 

Mr Fisher, a front-bench 
spokesman, accused the gov¬ 
ernment of proriding infor¬ 
mation to the public on a 
“grace and favour* basis, add¬ 
ing: “Secrecy is a corrosive 
disease. This bin will change 
the culture of decision-making 
and begin the end of secrecy 
which is an increasing British 
disease." 

He said that the bill en¬ 


shrined in law the principle 
that “free access to informa¬ 
tion should be a basic, funda¬ 
mental right in a democracy. 
Britain is still one of the most 
secretive societies in the west¬ 
ern world and one of the very 
few democracies not to have 
some form of freedom of 
information legislation.” 

Among notorial which 
would be exempt from public 
access would be information 
on national security, defence 
and international relations, 
law enforcement, personal pri¬ 
vacy and commercial confi¬ 
dentiality. 

Sir John Wheeler (C. West¬ 
minster North) said that the 
bifl created change too quickly 
and argued that the 
merit's programme of 
ed reform” was a better 
approach.

US urged to

In private discussions. Brit¬ 
ish officials have said that the 
identity of the head of any 
mission is crucial. Anyone 
associated with the Kennedy 
family, for example, would 
arouse strong Unionist 
criticism. 

By contrast. Tom Foley, 
speaker of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, has an Irish-Ameri¬ 
can background and is 
regarded as having a good 
understanding of the issues. 
He might be too busy to 
become involved, however. 

A senior American official 
said yesterday that the admin¬ 
istration was sensitive to the 
questions raised and wanted 
tD avoid undermining the 
present peace talks in the 
province. Any mission would 
talk to all the constitutional 
parties. 

An announcement is likely 
within the next few weeks. 
Albert Reynolds, the Irish 
prime minister, is due to visit 
the United States for St 
Patrick’s day on March 17.

Peter the Great once 
attacked as Antichrist 


IN A courtroom in St Peters¬ 
burg recently, a member of a 
local fascist group told liberal 
demonstrators: "We wifi exter¬ 
minate those who oppose us”. 

He had some reason to feel 
confident The court had just 
acquitted the group's leader, 
Viktor Bezverkny. on charges 
of provoking racial hatred. 

Among many ordinary Rus¬ 
sians. hostility to Jews takes 
second place to the acute 
dislik e felt for the peoples of 
the Caucasus. For the Russian 
new right, however, anti-Sem¬ 
itism still lies at the core of the 
entire world view. The nation¬ 
ality of God’s elect is Russian. 
Antichrist is — what else — a 

Jew. 

Antichrist has already been 
bom, is growing up quiedy 
between St Petersburg and 
Tver, and will usher in his 
reign sometime around the 
end of this decade, according 


A revived anti-Semitism is at the root of 
the race hatred spreading through the 
nationalists of post-communist Russia, 
writes AnatoiUeven from Moscow 


to one of the bearded young 
visionaries who baunt public 
places. He has one of those 
trank, amiable Russian faces 
and. alas, he is not unusuaL 
Strange currents of apocalyp¬ 
tic religion and politics always 
ran together in Russia, and 
the end of Soviet police control 
has brought them to the 
surface. They form the ex¬ 
treme end of the nationalism 
which is emerging in Russia, 
as it has in most of the former 
republics of the Soviet Union. 

It is not unique for religious 
Russians to identify their rul¬ 
ers as Antichrist When the use 
of tobacco was introduced 


during the westernising phase 
of Peter the G rears rule, 
traditionalists denounced him 
as, “Antichrist sitting on the 
throne of Russia with smoke 
issuing from his mouth". 

With the rise of modem 
anti-Semitism in Russia, such 
apocalyptic images often be¬ 
came mixed up with paranoid 
fears of Jewish world conspira¬ 
cies ag ains t Russia. 

Lenin was frequently identi¬ 
fied as a “Jewish Antichrist" in 
anti-communist propaganda. 
With the collapse of commu¬ 
nism and the rise of Russian 
chauvinism this is a view that 
is once again gaining ground. 


In a more “respectable" and 
“schofariy” form, it finds ex¬ 
pression in a new biography of 
Lenin published last week. In 
the Light of Day by Vladimir 
Solukhin. 

This book has had consider¬ 
able success because of the 
relentless way it strips away 
the lies with which Commu¬ 
nism had surrounded Lenin. 
In its turn, however, it imposes 
its own distorted vision: of a 
Lenin who was not a Russian 
at all. but a half-Jew brought 
up by his Jewish mother to 
bate Russia. The author goes 
cm to claim that Lenin relied 
entirely on “Jews and Latvi¬ 
ans” to cany out the 
revolution. 

President Yeltsin is too obvi¬ 
ously a Russian — indeed, 
almost a caricature — for even 
the wildest chauvinist to say 
that he is Jewish. So papers 
like Russki Vestnik (Russian 


Herald) make do by suggest¬ 
ing instead that his wife is. it 
therefore follows, by their rea¬ 
soning, that the Jewish world 
conspiracy brought Mr Yeltsin 
to power. 

For much of the traditional 
anti-communist right, it was a 
psychological necessity to por¬ 
tray the Bolsheviks as non- 
Russians. This enabled them 
to escape the connection be¬ 
tween "Russian” and “Soviet" 
which was made by the rest of 
the world, and especially by 
those nations which fell under 
Soviet rule. 

The extreme right wing, 
however, is hopelessly ambig¬ 
uous about this subject for 
while it hates the communists 
for having destroyed the mon¬ 
archy and for persecuting the' 
Russian Orthodox church, it 
grudgingly respects commu¬ 
nism for having made Russia 
a great military power which 


conquered other nations. In 
the words of one nationalist 
leader today, “we . 
restoration of the Russian 
empire within the borders of 
the Soviet Union." 

Some of the most hardline 
Soviet loyalists in Russia are 
not ethnic Russians and 
would not find it easy to co¬ 
operate with the traditional¬ 
ists. Some, indeed, are Jewish, 
like Yevgeni Kogan, who lea 
the Soviet loyalist movement 
against the independence of 
Estonia. . , ... 

This deep ideological split is 
a big factor in weakening the 
imperialist and anti-demo¬ 
cratic forces in Russia. When 
radical nationalists in other 
republics use traditional nat¬ 
ional symbols, nobody can 
doubt their passionate sincer¬ 
ity, or the power of these 
symbols ro awaken loyalty and 
possibly violence.

THE credibility of the Italian 
government suffered a further 
blow yesterday after first the 
finance minister and then the 
health minister resigned over 
allegations of corruption and 
electoral malpractice. 

Giuliano Amato, the prime 
minister, whose position has 
been undermined by a wide- 
ranging corruption scandal 
which has particularly affected 
his own Socialist party, had 
just finished reassuring the 
senate of his determination to 
soldier on when Giovanni 
Goria. the Christian Demo¬ 
crat finance minister, an¬ 
nounced his resignation. 

In his letter of resignation 
Signor Goria said he was 
stepping down in order to 
defend himself against false 
accusations of corruption. He 


said he had received no official 
notification that he was under 
investigation. 

Signor Goria's name has 
been mentioned in the past in 
connection with the fraudu¬ 
lent bankruptcy of a small 
bank in his home town of Asti. 
A dose political associate of 
the minister was arrested on 
Wednesday in relation to al¬ 
leged corruption in the town’s 
health service. 

Francesco de Lorenzo, the 
- health minister and a member 
of the tiny Libera! party, 
announced his resignation an 
hour later. On Wednesday, a 
parliamentary committee ap¬ 
proved a request from Naples 
magistrates to lift his immuni¬ 
ty from prosecution. They 
accuse him of exchanging jobs 
and favours for votes. Yester- 


France threatens 
to veto farm deal

FRANCE is threatening to 
veto the formal signing of a 
deal between the European 
Community and America to 
reduce farm subsidies when 
Community ministers meet 
next month in a move that 
may strain transatlantic trade 
relations farther. 

Jean-Pierre Soisson, the 
French farm minister, said 
yesterday that he had been 
authorise! by his cabinet col¬ 
leagues to block the formal 
passage of a EC-US agree¬ 
ment on oQ seed production. 
The oil seed deal was a key 
element in a compromise on 
farm subsidies reached last 
November after two years of 
haggling that paralysed the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (Gait) talks. “1 shall 
veto it." M Soisson said. 

M Solsson’s threat is proba¬ 
bly electioneering. The French 
Socialist government faces de¬ 
feat at the polls at the end of 
next month and farmers’dem¬ 
onstrations are an almost daily 
occurrence. The oil seed agree¬ 
ment is due to be discussed at 
a foreign ministers’ meeting 
on March 8 and 9 when 
France will be represented by 
Roland Dumas, the foreign 
minister. Community rules 
say that the agreement could 
be settled under qualified ma¬ 
jority voting that would not 


allow France alone to block 
the 11 other EC states. 

Italy and Belgium, however, 
have also hinted that they may 
join France in derailing the 
agreement Denmark, which 
holds the EC presidency, is 
likely to take the hem off the 
agenda if deep divisions re¬ 
open on the issue. 

British officials cautioned 
last night that even a delay 
would be bad for relations 
with the new Clinton 
adminisration. “At a time 
when the Americans have 
talked about reopening the 
farm deal, the Community 
should confirm the oil seed 
agreement” one said.

The party 
subsequently backed down 
and said it would support the 
government anyway. 

“Italy needs a government 
Italy has a government this 
government accepts the re¬ 
sponsibility of governing." Si¬ 
gnor Amato told the upper 
house in a debate on last 
week’s resignation of Claudio 
Martefli, the justice minister. 
Signor Amato warned the 
senate of die dangers of a 
power vacuum and was reas¬ 
sured by Mino Martinazzoli. 
secretary of the Christian 
Democrat party, that he had 
the continuing support of his 
most important ally. 

“Fresh elections now would 
be madness," Signor Martin- 
azzoli said. “As far as we are 
concerned we are not defend¬ 
ing an arbitrary survival. We 
will not desert” 

The Christian Democrats 
have recently explored the 
possibility of widening the 
government coalition but re¬ 
ceived a frosty rebuff from the 
opposition Republicans and 
the Democratic Party of the 
Left. 

The Rome daily, La 
Jlepubblica. reported yester¬ 
day that magistrates were 
investigating the gift of a one 
billion lire (£500,000) apart¬ 
ment in the Via Margutta to a 
former girl friend of Gianni 
De Mlcheiis. foreign minister 
until last year and deputy 
Socialist party secretary until 
last week. 

The paper named the 
woman as Camilla Nesbitt, 
32, from Scotland, and said 
she was a descendant of 
Alexander Nesbitt, an explor¬ 
er and director pf the East 
India Company.

Reforms fail to 
awaken Russia

I HAD telephoned the author 
yet again, fruitlessly seeking 
an interview. Sorry, his wife 
said, he is relaxing. "It is 
winter so be likes a good tfe- 
ia Then after lunch he usually 
has a rap and we like to have 
crux evenings undisturbed." 

Russia in these doleful Feb¬ 
ruary days, when the grey- 
white of the sky blends with 
every day’s fresh covering of 
snow, is in the grip of more 
than usually intense sloth. 
The average Muscovite is in 
semHubemation and be¬ 
grudges intrusion in his nest 

This is not purely a seasonal 
phenomenon: the talent for 
doing nothing in particular 
while life slides by is as 
common in Russia today as in 
1859 when Ivan Goncharov 
wrote his satirical novel 
Oblomov. The hero is a minor 
nobleman who embarks on a 
civil service career with high 
hopes, only to find the idea of 
work so appalling that he 
withdraws from the world 
and spends all of his time in 
bed. He falls in love with a 
beautiful girl and dreams of 
marrying her and settling 
down as a progressive estate 
manager but then realises he 
cannot be bothered and mar¬ 
ries bis landlady, a woman so 
uninspiring that she can gjye 
him the lire of Indolent com¬ 
fort lie desires. He dies in 
squalor and poverty. 

Oblomov remains popular 
because readers discern in the 
anti-hero a Russian Every¬ 
man. stranded between ideal¬ 
ism and inaction. The post- 
communist Oblomov wants a 
lot of dollars but would prefer 


not to have to work too hard. 
He can often be found in the 
offices of Western companies, 
smoking and gazing out of the 
window while the fax papa 
runs out and the telephone 
rings unanswered. 

The Bolsheviks — who, 
whatever else they can be 
accused of. were not a lazy 
bunch — tried to galvanise 
their countrymen by gfor- 
iyfying labour. 

Goncharov realised the pol¬ 
itical consequences of laziness 
and the hindrance it present¬ 
ed to progress. Liberals are 
now bemoaning the effect of 
similar indifference on Rus¬ 
sia's democracy. In a recent 
essay, Viktor Shushkm asked 
“What will it take to make 
people see that they and not 
the government will deter¬ 
mine whether reform nour¬ 
ishes or fails? Will they get out 
of bed in time to stop the next 
coup happening or just amble 
into their living rooms to 
watch It on television?" 

The brief enthusiasm far 
change which sprung up in 
the wake of the failed 1991 
coup is absent these days. 
Many observers were agree¬ 
ably surprised that Musco¬ 
vites roused themselves to de¬ 
fend the White House — but 
then that was August and the 
weather was good. Maybe the 
plotters should have waited 
for winter. 

President Yeltsin, certainly 
no Oblomov, was prompted to 
cancel his planned referen¬ 
dum on who should hold 
supreme power because he 
feared that less than half the 
electorate would turn out 


Checkpoint Charlie’s 
ghost haunts Berlin

BERLIN is a dty of ghosts. 
The past, terrible and glori¬ 
ous, haunts every street and 
building, revealing the 
wounds of history. Those from 
the second world war are still 
discernible, but are fading 
fast; those inflicted by 40 years 
of communism are massive 
and they will take years to 
heaL 

No street was so scarred by 
the city's division as Friedrich- 
strasse, the spinal cord of East 
Berlin. At its southern end was 
Checkpoint Charlie, the only 
crossing point for foreigners, 
where Soviet and American 
tanks confronted each other in 
1961. 

The debris of the border has 
new been cleared away, the 
wooden huts where the Stasi 
guards issued visas and de¬ 
manded the minimum fee of 
DM25, the watch towers, 
floodlights, concrete tank 
traps, the huge car inspection 


compound hemmed in by the 
Berlin Wall A few relics of 
control, ugly and rusting, 
form part of the museum of 
the wall’s histoiy. Now it takes 
only half a shuddering minute 
to cross the once impenetrable 
frontier, the whole desolate 
area will soon be an American 
business centre. 

Visible war damage in¬ 
cludes the pocked stonework, 
exposed girders and gaping 
brickwork where upper floors 
have been blown away. Ber¬ 
lin’s great cathedral near by 
has at last been restored, but 
the neighbouring colonnade 
of the old national gallety is 
still in ruins. 

Already East Berliners take 
changes for granted, and are 
impatient at the long wait for 
the opulence of the West 
Whatever is built the past will 
still seep through. Only in 
Germany is archaeology a 
20th-century science.

Bonn pumps in funds to help 
ease growing misery in east

BONN'S decision this week to 
grant the five states of former 
east Germany an extra 
DM3.6 billion (£1.5 billion) 
this year and DM8.5 billion. 
next year comes as hopes fade 
for swift agreement.on a 
“solidarity pact” to boost funds 
for the east unemployment 
continues to rise and rears of 
unrest grow. 

The emergency funds will 
be added to the fund set up to 
finance investment in the in¬ 
frastructure in the east. Econo¬ 
mists say that unless private 
investment can be boosted, the 
east will fail to generate 
enough jobs to get the econo¬ 
my moving. A group of Ger¬ 
many’s largest industries in 
the west this week promised to 
increase purchases from the 
east but employers say that 
with wages in the east now 
standing at around 75 per 
cent of those in the west of the 
country, while unit costs of 


production are almost double, 
large-scale investment is 
unattractive. 

There is considerable disil¬ 
lusion in the east of die 
country, a revulsion against 
the west Germans, political 
instability in most eastern state 
governments and a sharp fall 
in the birthrate, attributed to a 
general sense of insecurity. 
Mecklenburg-West Pomera¬ 
nia is the poorest and sparsely- 
populated state in the country, 
bordering the Baltic. The 
Largely agricultural area has 
lost two of its main sources of 
income: the shipyards in Ros¬ 
tock have been hit hard as 
orders for vessels from the 
former Soviet Union have 
disappeared and tourism 
along the Baltic coast has 
dwindled as east Germans, 
who previously had nowhere 
else to go, head abroad on 
cheap package holidays.

BOUTROS Boutros Ghali

CROATIA accused Unesco 
yesterday of seeking to resur¬ 
rect Yugoslavia in spirit by 
calling a conference of intellec¬ 
tuals horn the former Yugo¬ 
slav republics next Tuesday. 

The Croatian embassy in 
Paris claimed tharUnesco had 
broken its own rules by calling 
die meeting while failing to- 
notify member states: “While 
tens of thousands of victims 
have died in their struggle 
against the Yugoslav army for 
liberty and democracy. Unes¬ 
co is allowing itself to present a 
kind of *Yugodavism’ as a 
counterweight to this conflict” 
it said. 

A spokesman said Federico 
Mayor, the Unesco director- 
general, had personalty in¬ 
vited writers, artists, actors 
and religious leaders from the 
former Yugoslav republics to 
discuss how peace and under¬ 
standing could be promoted 
among ordinary people living 
in the area of conflict. The one- 
day conference would not deal 
with political aspects of the 
conflict, such as borders or 
constitutions. 

The Croatian statement 
claimed that the dialogue 
could not be constructive un¬ 
less it clearly designated the 
real cause s of the conflict, 
which it called “direct aggres¬ 
sion against Croatia and Bos- 
nia-Herzegavina”.

Those conserva¬ 
tive Democrats, mostly south¬ 
erners and past allies of Mr 
Clinton, could prove critical in 
the coming months. The 
growing perception that the 
president was more serious 
about tax increases than 
spending cuts played on their 
worst electoral fears. 

The plan was “selling right 
now, out it’s selling on the 
basis of the rhetoric'’, said Pete 
Geren, a Texas congressman 
who is trying with colleagues 
to identify additional spend¬ 
ing cuts. “A lot of us are going 
to want more in spending 
cuts." Mike Parker, a Mississi¬ 
ppi congressman, said. Equal¬ 
ly ominous, Sam Nunn, the 
powerful chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate armed services committee, 
said he feared the president 
was cutting too much from the 
Pentagon budget and was 
uncertain whether he could 
support the package. 

On Wednesday, the admin¬ 
istration had touted the plan 


as a $500 billion (E340 billion) 
deficit reduction package, but 
later admitted new pro¬ 
grammes and tax incentives to 
encourage growth would in 
fact mean a cumulative reduc¬ 
tion of $325 billion by 1997. 

It also emerged that it would 
take four years before phased- 
in spending cuts could reach 
even rough parity with tax 
increases. Critics also pointed 
out that the $247 billion in 
proposed spending “cuts” in¬ 
cluded higher taxation of so¬ 
cial security benefits, increased 
fees for government services 
and politically sacred pro¬ 
grammes that Congress would 
fight to protect. 

Newt Gingrich, the Repub¬ 
lican House whip, labelled the 
package "vintage Herbert 
Hoover and Jimmy Carter”. 
Mr Clinton and Mr Panetta 
responded testily to charges 
that they were old-style “tax- 
and-spend Democrats".

Mubarak 
draws up 
plan for 
deportees

EGYPT yesterday put forward 
a three-point plan to solve the 
deadlock over the 396 Pales¬ 
tinian deportees stranded in a 
Lebanese no man's land, 
which h3S halted the Middle 
East peace talks. 

The plan was submitted to 
American officials during 
talks in Cairo. Palestinian 
sources said that under the 
suggested blueprint the de¬ 
portees would return in three 
stages ending in June. A 
spokesman for the deportees 
at their makeshift camp later 
hinted that the plan would be 
acceptable if Israel agreed to 
end the policy of deportation, 
which has been widely con¬ 
demned internationally. 

Egypt’s pivotal role in the 
bid to revive the flagging 
peace process was underlined 
when Warren Christopher, 
the Secretary of State, invited 
President Mubarak to a 
summit in Washington. 
Yitzhak Rabin, the Israeli 
prime minister, is expected to 
make a separate trip to the 
American capital soon. 

"President Clinton and 
President Mubarak have al¬ 
ready been working together 1 
and I am sure that this 
meeting in the first part of 
April wffl enable them to 
deepen their relationship and 
provide further leadership for 
the peace process," Mr Chris¬ 
topher said. 

During yesterday’s talks, 
America and Egypt agreed to 
work for a speedy resumption 
of the suspended peace pro¬ 
cess. Palestinian sources said 
that the compromise had earli¬ 
er been discussed between Mr 
Mubarak and Yassir Arafat, 
chairman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. It is 
expected that the PLO will 
approve it as a means of 
resuming the talks. 

Previously, the PLO has 
insisted that all the deportees 
be taken back immediately as 
specified in United Nations 
Security Council resolution 
799 as a condition for the 
Palestinians returning to the 
negotiating table. The Clinton

PRESIDENT Clinton has re¬ 
ceived strong support for his 
economic plan from Alan 
Greenspan, the chairman of 
foe Federal Reserve, who yes¬ 
terday described it as “a seri¬ 
ous proposal" based on 
“plausible” assumptions. 

The endorsement is impor¬ 
tant because it lends further 
credibility to the president's 
economic proposals. Their 
chances of success will depend 
in large part on the Federal 
Reserve’s willingness to co¬ 
operate with the administra¬ 
tion. Low interest rates are 
especially important as Mr 
Clinton has defended tax rises 
for the middle classes by 
claiming that they are more 


than compensated for by foils 
in mortgage and credit rates. 

Addressing a Senate com¬ 
mittee. Mr Greenspan said 
that Mr Clinton was to be co¬ 
mmended for raising "the 
issue of our burgeoning struc¬ 
tural budget deficit, which will 
increasingly threaten the sta¬ 
bility of our economic system if 
we continue to foil to address 
it". A Republican-appointee 
whose approach to economic 
policy seems flexible, Mr 
Greenspan said that cutting 
the defidr was more important 
than how this was achieved— 
a view with which most Re¬ 
publicans would disagree. 

In conservative circles there 
has been further dismay at M r 


Greenspan sitting next to Hfl- 
laiy Clinton during the presi¬ 
dent’s State of the Union ad¬ 
dress on Wednesday. It is very 
unusual for the chairman of 
the fiercely independent Fed¬ 
eral Reserve to attend such an 
occasion, let alone to applaud 
at the end. 

Mr Greenspan’s conversion 
to CUntonomics adds to the 
momentum developing for the 
president’s economic propos¬ 
als. despite the fracas over the 
$169 billion (£117 billion} in 
investments that Clinton aides 
left out of the headline figures. 
The package of tax rises and 
net spending cuts is not the 
original $493 billion over four 
years, but $324 billion. 
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of The New Yorker, some of whom are 
already angry at the new British-born 
editor Tina Brown’s iconoclastic ap¬ 
proach, the various images of Tilley in 
this week’s issue may be seen as yet 
another slight to the ancient traditions 
of the magazine.

Pyramid trip sets style for Christopher

LESS than 24 hours into his 
fust foreign policy mission 
yesterday. Warren Christo¬ 
pher, the American Secretaxy 
of State, was taking a tour of 
Egypt's pyramids at Giza. 

Far from being a frivolous 
gesture, the heavily guarded 
trip was intended as a sign 
that although the dapper Mr 
Christopher. 67. may be fair- 
suing the same goals in the 
Middle East as his predeces¬ 
sor, James Baker, he will be 
adopting a different, more 
relaxed style. 

Mr Baker pursued a frenetic 
timetable that allowed little 


time for sightseeing. He fa¬ 
voured “banging heads to¬ 
gether when it came to 
solving Arab-Israefi differ¬ 
ences and invested much of 
his reputation on the Middle 
East peace process he began in 
Madrid in 1991. 

The Clinton administration, 
in contrast, has said that itwffi 
turn its attention to other 
problems, notably Bosnia, if 
die Arabs and Jews cannot 
find some way of bridging the 
chasm that still divides them- 
“Itisabig world, there are lots 
of things to do,” a senior 
official told reporters on Mr 


Christopher's plane before it 
touched down on the first leg 
of tiie six-nation trip. “This 
seemed to us to have a very 
high priority, but ft cannot 
continue to have a priority if 
we are pushing against a 
dosed door.” 

The message was the blunt¬ 
est given by an American 
administration since Henry 
Kissinger started Middle East 
shuttle diplomacy 20 years 
ago: show some signs of 
flexibility, or Washington will 
abandon its willingness to be a 
shuttle negotiator. 

Mr Christopher told corre¬ 


spondents that he did not 
intend to match Mr Baker's 
record for the number of 
countries visited. He will be 
practising “preventive diplo¬ 
macy” designed to avert pit- 
foils for President Omton 
rather than imposing 
solutions. 

As well as the pyramids, he 
wffl be visiting the Syrian 
Golan Heights and some rites 
in Israel. “His intention is to 
demonstrate a genuine inter¬ 
est in these countries, not just 
see them as pawns in a 
diplomatic game," one Ameri¬ 
can source said.

T wo weeks ago. on the 
eve of Michael 
Hesdtlne’s attack on 
accountants at the 
Scottish branch of the Institute 
of Directors, a large group of 
undergraduates gathered at 
the Randolph Hotel in 
Oxford. 

Drawn from a broad mix of 
disciplines — modem lanr 
guages. social anthropology, 
science and technology—they 
were attending presentations 
and interviews as part of 
Coopers & Lybrand’s annual 
milk-round tor next year's 
trainees. In short they were 
setting out on that long jour¬ 
ney which should lead to their 
names appearing on these 
pages in three or four years’ 
time. 

Had Mr Hesddne been in 
Oxford instead of Edinburgh 
that day, would he have at¬ 
tempted co persuade these 
bright young brains to eschew 
the subtle temptations of Coo¬ 
pers and make their way 
instead to presentations made 
by firms of engineers? 

As it happens, many of those 
at the Randolph had science 
and engineering back¬ 
grounds. But as one chemist, 
already holding a job offer 
from Coopers, said: “None of 
my chemist friends have got 
anywhere near a job. There 
just don’t seem to be any 
around this year.” 

Students continue to gather 


Chartered accountancy attracts graduates because of 
its excellent prospects, Edward Fennell reports 


in sudi large numbers at these 
presentations because of the 
persistent appeal of accoun¬ 
tancy to the graduate class. As 
Ian Plaistowe, die president of 
the Institute of Chartered Ac¬ 
countants in England and 
Wales, said in his swift riposte 
to Mr Hesehine: “It is worth 
asking why accountancy has 
been so attractive as a career to 
talented young graduates as 
opposed to, say. engineering? 

“I would argue _ 

that it is because 
firms of chartered 
accountants have 
been willing to 
spend on training to 
an extent which puts 
most of the rest of 
business to shame, in 
particular the __ 
engineering sector. 

Unless and until other sectors 
take training in business and 
finance as seriously as my 
profession, accountancy is like¬ 
ly to remain one of die main 
routes to die top in the leading 
companies." 

So while other industries are 
cutting back their intake of 
graduates, the main accoun¬ 
tancy firms are recruiting hun¬ 
dreds of graduates each year, 
regardless of recession. 
Whether or not they expect stiD 


to be practising chartered ac¬ 
countants 20 years hence, 
those Oxford undergraduates 
gathered together two weeks 
ago perceived that a chartered 
accountancy qualification pro¬ 
vides an excellent start to a 
career. 

Ian du Pre. who heads tbe 
Coopers graduate recruitment 
exercise, says die firm does not 
take on such large numbers 
purely for the fun ofiL The cost

of training is now so expensive 
that he must aim to be as cost- 
effective as possible in the 
numbers and calibre of the 
people he recruits. 

Tbe goal is not simply to 
attract people who wifi be good 
technically (the “bean 
counters”), but also to look for 
those who have a high level of 
commercial and inter-person- 
al s kills. The aim then is to 
retain them for as long as 
possible, because only in that 


way can a return be obtained 
on the training investment 
Clients will pay for accoun¬ 
tants’services, Mrdu Pre says, 
because they have the capacity 
to give “added creative value”. 
Were they to foil to do so then 
the clients would go elsewhere. 

Again, as Mr Plaistowe 
remarked, accountants could 
not survive “unless they were 
providing skills and services 
which the market wants”. 

_ So what are these 

skills? What precisely 
will those who are 
successful today be 
able to bring to Brit¬ 
ish business!? 

• Andrew Col- 
quhoun, the secre¬ 
tary and chief 
executive of the Insti¬ 
tute of Chartered Ac¬ 
countants, says that accoun¬ 
tancy is part of die “essential 
invisible infrastructure of a 
market economy". It provides 
the basis for informed finan¬ 
cial decisions by investors and 
management The accoun¬ 
tant’s basic technical skills 
ensure the provision of the 
information. The added value 
comes in helping make the 
right decisions. 

And that brings us back to 
the numbers game. The finan¬ 


cial derision-making process is 
not simply a service activity, 
such as hairdressing or cater¬ 
ing. It is fundamental, at the 
strategic level, to the effective 
use of industrial and national 
resources. That is why, per¬ 
haps, when Coopers & 
Lybrand was setting its appli¬ 
cants a task for a group 
problem-solving activity, it did 
not pose a mathematical rid¬ 
dle. Instead, it asked that they 
should discuss and draw up a 
list of national priorities for 
expenditure and action. 

The debate which ensued 
was aD about clarity of 
thought, analysis of issues and 
the presentation of arguments 
within a team context Per¬ 
haps, not surprisingly, they 
deeded that education and 
training should be priority 
number one. Because, as one 
participant said, like a worth¬ 
while qualification, education 
and training is one of the few 
investments guaranteed to 
give a long-term return.

I admire New Yorkers 
for their eagerness to 
espouse almost any 
cause, but sometimes they 
wiD go a cause too for. The 
latest one was launched this 
week under the slogpi 
“Take a giri to work with 
you for a day.'’ The idea is 
that on April 28 every 
grown-up person with a job, 
whether or not he or she is a 
parent, should seek cut a 
girl of between nine and IS 
years of age and drag her off 

to work for the day. It is 
hoped that half a million 
girls will cheerfully submit 
to this treatment The boys 
will stay behind at school 
and be lectured by then- 
teachers on “issues involv¬ 
ing women and girls’\ The 
New York Times, which is 
one of the sponsors of the 
project, reported. 

What is the point of the 
project, though? According 
to the Ms foundation for 
Women, whose brainwave 
it was, its aim is to tty to 
preserve that self-confidence 
which is usually present in 
little girls under the age of 
nine, but tends to evaporate 
when they reach the age of 
puberty. The Ms Founda¬ 
tion recognises that keeping 
girls feeling chipper 

through their ad- _ 

oiescent years is 
not a simple task, 
but it believes that 
sending them off 
to offices, shops, 
and foctoriesfora 
day win help, 
because it “noil 
show girls the 

kind of work _ 

people do, and it 
will show them that adults 
are interested in their views 
and their participation”. 
The event's organiser. Nell 
Meriino. explained: “This 
hopefully will be a day 
where girls feel they're okay 
as they are: what they think, 
how they look, how they 
smelL” 

The potential value of the 
project is. of course, support¬ 
ed by “studies”; but my own 
research, skimpy though it 
has been, suggests that dose 
attention should be paid to 
tiie kind of work lime girls 
are taken to. A woman in 
my office, for example, ex¬ 
plained that she had never 
much enjoyed going with 
her father to work because 
he was a psychiatrist and his 
place of work was a stale 
mental institution. Even at

Offices, on the other 
hand, are generally very 
boring. In my experience, 
children who are brought 
into work by people with 
office jobs tend to get very 
bored very quickly and ex¬ 


perience no obvious im¬ 
provement in their self¬ 
esteem. But that is hot the 
parental objective anyway; 
the aim is to increase the 
child’s esteem not for herself 
but for her parent One of 
the very grand sponsors of 
the “Take a Girt to Work’ 
project Arthur Sulzberger 
Jnr, the publisher of The 
New York Times, an¬ 
nounced that he would be 
taking his young daughter 
with him to wont on April 
28. Will this help her to 
preserve her self-confi¬ 
dence? In her case, possibly 
yes. but only because she is 
likely to be treated with 
sickening deference by her 
fathers employees. On the 
other band, she wQJ be even 
more impressed by the def¬ 
erence accorded to him. 

One can think of some 
incidental benefits that 
might flow from taking a 
young girl to work: might 
not things have turned out 
better, for example, if Hum¬ 
bert Humbert had taken 
Lolita to visit the college 
where he taught? But in 
general the project strikes 
me as absurd and also 
annoying, because, if it is 
successful, it will add half a 
million, probably ill-tem¬ 
pered. people to 
the rush hour 
crowds. I also 
think that, if it is 
to go ahead, it 
should do so con¬ 
currently with 
another project 
which would be 
designed to re- 
_ duce the self-con¬ 
fidence of 
children under nine. For 
the last thing in the world 
one could possibly desire 
would be for American 
children to get through 
adolescence and into adult¬ 
hood with their early self- 
confidence intact Whatever 
the reasons — too much 
money, too much comfort 
too much parental indul¬ 
gence? — small American 
children are among the 
cockiest in the world and, in 
many ways, the most preco¬ 
cious, if not necessarily in 
academic attainments, cer¬ 
tainly in such matters as 
answering the telephone 
and handling electronic 
equipment One encounters 
a bossiness in American 
infants which is mercifully 
much rarer among adults, 
and it needs squashing. 

In die meantime, my 
heart goes out to the boys 
who will have to stay at 
school on April 28, being 
lectured on “issues involv¬ 
ing girls”. WiD this be used 
as an occasion for secret sex 
education while the girls are 
out of the class? That might 
make some sense, but I fear 
they will only be taught to 
show greater respect for the 
opposite sex and a greater 
appreciation of women’s 
rights. It will be galling for 
them sitting in dass, listen¬ 
ing to this stuff, while the 
girts are gallivanting about 
town. And anyway, is there 
anything more about defer¬ 
ence towards women that 
American males need to be 
taught?

I n the course of his speech to the 
Carlton Chib recently. John Ma¬ 
jor talked about the principles on. 
which he dairas his government is 
being conducted and more than once 
died the political philosopher. Ed¬ 
mund Burke. His speech consisted of 
a series of edifying generalisations 
such as “We believe In fostering 
freedom fry giving people more 
freedom to choose for themselves." 
He did not once mention the Maas¬ 
tricht Treaty, but Mr Major knows, 
as weD as anyone else from the polls, 
that the British people want a 
referendum on the treaty. He also 
knows that if the people were given 
that freedom to choose for themselves 
they would reject the treaty by a wide 
margin. 

In reality, the spirit of Maastricht is 
utterly alien to the spirit of Burke. He 
was an ardent defender of the British 
constitution and in particular of the 
role of the House of Commons within 
that constitution. In An Appeal from 
the New to the Old Whigs (179IJ he 
wrote: “The distinguishing part of 
our constitution is its' liberty. To 
preserve that liberty inviolate is the 


liberty sacrificed 
the altar of theory 


peculiar duty and proper trust of a 
member of the House of Commons." 
Is the ratification of Maastricht 
compatible with foe Burkean duty 
and trust of a member of the House 
of Commons “to preserve that liberty 
inviolate’? I think not 
“I feel an insuperable reluctance,” 
said Burke, “in giving my hand to 
destroy an established system of 
government, upon a theory, however 
plausible it may be.” That was in a 
speech about India in 1783. Six years 
later, Burke was demonstrating that 
same “msuperahle reluctance" By h»s 
resistance to the French Revolution, 
even in its apparently benign and 
pacific constitution-making stage. 
Maastricht is the latest phase in a 


sustained effort to destroy an estab¬ 
lished system of government — one 
made up of sovereign nation states 
associated for certain purposes — 
upon a theory, drat of federalism. 

Near the end of bis life; in 1796. 
Burke feared that Britain was about 
to be swallowed op in a forger 
continental system based upon a 
theory. In protest against Pitt's elect¬ 
ion to send an envpjr to Paris to seek 
peace with the Directory. Burke 
wrote: “That day was. I fear, tire fatal 
term of local patriotism. On that day, 
1 fear, there was an end of that 
narrow scheme of relations called our 
country, with all its pride, its preju¬ 
dice, and its partial affections. AS the 
little quiet rivulets, that watered an 


humble, a contracted, but not an 
unfruitful field, are to be lost In the 
waste expanse, and boundless, bar¬ 
ren <ypw n of the homicide philan¬ 
thropy of France.” 

I grant you that Maastricht is not 
homicide. That word apart, tire 
whole spirit of this passage is pro¬ 
foundly anti-Maastricht It must 
strike a chord in the bosom of every 
Eurosceptic, while to the Maastricht 
true-bdievexs it will sound like airy- 
fairy st uff . -without relevance to the 
realities of tire late 20th century. _ 

It is true ihat Mr Major himself is 
not a Maastricht true believer. They 
are federalists, while he is an anti¬ 
federalist who imagin es that, by his 
dever negotiating, he has taken the 


federalist harm out of Maastricht, 
The European leaders don’t agree. 
One of the most vociferous of these. 
Martin Bangemann, the senior Ger¬ 
man representative on the European 
Commission, announced last week: 
“There is no alternative to a federal 
state A united Europe in which 
each state is allowed to pick and 
choose has no realisne chance of 
survival." Hen Bangemann consid¬ 
ers Maastricht as astep on the road to 
federalism and he was telling doubt¬ 
ers, like the British and the Danes, to 
commit themselves wholeheartedly to 
the federalist project or get our of the 
European Community. So. whatever 
Mr Major may imagine he is doing.* 
in seeking to ensure ratification or 
Maastricht, he is actually serving the 
federalist project and toeing the 
Bangemann line. 

The prime minister and the leaders 
of the Opposition are determined to 
push the British people into a project 
that they know the people would 
reject if they were allowed a say in the 
matter. This is an unprecedented 
exercise for a parliamentary democ¬ 
racy and a most deplorable one. 


The genius of watercolour

Refugees from 
the extremes of 
modem art now 
have a show to 
give them joy 


D o you find piles of sacking 
at the Tate incomprehen¬ 
sible? Is your intelligence 
insulted by rocks, rags 
and tubes on show at the Hayward? 
Wen, you can relax. At the Royal 
Academy in London is the antidote, a 
haven for refugees from garbage art 
an escape from the Great Con. 

I have now been three times to the 
Academy's Great Age of British 
Watercolours show and it is more 
packed each time. The exhibition is 
emerging as one of the surprise 
blockbusters of the year. Some 2.500 
visitors a day are crammed into six 
galleries: New York’s massive Ma¬ 
tisse show handled just twice that 
number in 30. The reason is plain. 
These are (he Old Contemptibles of 
British art the watercolour lobby. 
They have waited long for this day 
and mean to make the most of it on 
parade in corduroy and tweed, 
tartan, twill and sensible shoes. They 
learned their art not in the Mod 
sheds of art education but in the 
salons of the Courtauld, the attics of 
the National Trust, the basements of 
Abbott and Holder. They have 
fought off a lifetime's sneers from 
abstract expressionists. They bun¬ 
kered down against hails of brides, 
scrap metal, pebbles and junk. They 
stayed true to the forth. 

Now they have their show. They 
come to worship at the shrine of 
Cozens and Girtm, Cotman and 
Variey, Cox, Turner and Palmer. 
They love it I have rarely watched 
faces glow with such jay in an art 
gallery. Not here the bored yawns, 
the fingering of catalogues, the 
frowning search for the artist’s name, 
of the art mausoleums. These people 
know. As they float from room to 
room theirs is the smile of recogni¬ 
tion, the smile of the beatified. 

T heir high priest is Andrew 
Wilton, organiser of the 
exhibition (sponsored fry 
Martini). Mr Wilton is 
plainly an anarchist He has tossed 
onto his walls whatever pictures came 
to hand from 1750 to 1880. There is 
tittle by way of a theme and scant 
regard for balanced representation. 
Frankly it is a mess. But who cares? 
From foe monochrome landscapes of 
Cozens, Gilpin and Girtin through 
the sumptuous gouaches of Samuel 
Palmer to Turner's great exhibition 
pieces there is not a dull moment 
Was this not the most glorious age of 
British art? Even Constable, Gains¬ 
borough and Turner, all here, seem 
more intense, more revolutionary in 
watercolour.

Water is indeed foe essence. I 
suppose it is the veil through whi A 
the British customarily see their 
landscape. Water seeps, drips, soaks, 
cascades down foe walls of the 
Academy. Turner's Rdchenbacb 
Falls had me reaching for an umbrel¬ 
la. The washes of Cox and Bonington 
look as if they have been dipped in a 
stream and left to dry. Whistler's 
seascapes appear drenched with 
tears, as probably they were. When 
Danfry or de Wint struggled to bring 
sunlight onto a wall or hillside, the 
foreground steams in protest and 
rainbows burst from heavy douds. As 
for Variey, I am sure that he was 
painting under water. 

Turner justly towers over the 
gathering. But John Sell Cotman is 
its revelation. He emerges from foe 
shadows of his blade castles and 
lowering slopes to challenge foe 
master of foe medium. It is a huge 
challenge. Turner’s rain-soaked 
Stamford high street is a m o n g his 
masterpieces. His Venetian lagoons, 
with sun, air and water stirred into 
pools of gorgeous colour outstrip 
anything he did in oiL 

But Cotman has an answer every 
time. He took over the mantle of 
Girtin and could have passed it 
straight to the Impressionists had he 
not wandered off into etching. His

studies of Croyiand Abbey. Greta 
Bridge and Chirk Aqueduct presaged 

Monet UkeGirtin he founJ^nspliS 
turn in foe blacks and blues of the 
English landscape, in the thrill of a 
castle or church tower picked out by a 
ray of sun. He loved foe dark. His St 
Alary Reddiffe, Bristol is not a 
portrayal of dawn rising over a river 
but rather of a dank night all too 
reluctant to take its leave. This is the 
naturalism of the age of Wordsworth 
and Coleridge, and every bit as 
daring. 

In among these heavyweights are 
scattered foe lesser contestants. To¬ 
pographers such as Shotter Boys, (he 
Sandbys and Samuel Prout suffer 
unfairly by juxtaposition with the 
greats. Those splendid recorders of 
empire, Roberts and Daniell can 
here seem merely exotic. But no 
sooner are they done than Samuel 


Palmer’s idylls of the gloaming are 
upon us, his brilliant Harvesters by 
Firelight released from foe Mellon 
collection in Washington. Water is 
now mixed with gum and bodycoloux 
to produce effects as vivid as any 
affpainL John Martin's sunsets, be¬ 
loved of Queen Victoria, fairly leap off 
foewalL 

The Victorian watercofourists even¬ 
tually moved on to gigantism. The 
exhibition ends with a room of huge 
pieces in gilt frames, artists seeking to 
outdo off painters in foe grandeur of 
their sufrjects and the vehemence of 
their odours. The result is magnifi¬ 
cent but somehow not the war that 
has been fought and won in the 
previous rooms. From bang a medi¬ 
um of radical genius, watercolour 
becomes an also ran. But what an 
episode! 

I happened to go from the Acade¬ 
my straight across the river to the 
Hayward Gallery, to an echibition 
that purports to show the cream of 
European sculpture between 1965 
and 1975. It was a shock. The show 
is an assembly of tubing, light bulbs, 
sacks, old newspapers, a parrot, 
cactus, brushwood and foam rubber, 
explained in the language now de 
rigueur for such work* “totality 
and matter of factness in relation to 
foe viewer ... the playfulness a-dt* 


fundamental questions that are 
philosophical as weH as physical" 

Those who complain of such 
nonsense are charged with repeating 
Ruskin’s attack on Whistler’s mod¬ 
ernism as “flinging a pot of paint in 
foe public’s face”. Dare we risk foe 
ridicule later heaped on Ruslan'S 
head? Both Ruddn and Whistler ar/f 
on show at the Academy. Ruskhr'' 
would surely be more respectful if 
only he knew. Dare we say within foe 
hallowed walls of a great gallery that 
we think we are being conned? 

I believe the alert ima g in a tion does 
not capitulate merely because a 
gallery asks to be “taken seriously”. 
The im ag inati on does not behave tike 
GombridTs art critic, so drunk that 
he cannot tell a friend from a 
lamppost and so embraces both- It 
asks where Ruskin may have been at 
fault, but reserves foe right to repeat 
his accusation. In my view the 
Hayward’s emperors are totally njh 
kecL But there are garments aplenty 
at the Academy. The Old 
Contemptibles know what they tike. 
But they know more than that They 
know that what they like is good.

But he is reluc¬ 
tant to be typecast 

“There will be no more 
books about serial killers from 
me. I have thought about writ¬ 
ing about saints for a while.” 
he said at the launch of foe 
Dahmer book at Hodder & 
Stoughton in Bedford Square 
on Thursday night “Saint¬ 
hood is just as interesting as 
wickedness." says Masters. 

“I will do Francis of Assisi 
and St Anthony of Padua, foe 
patron saint of lost causes. 
When ever I go there I always 
put my hand on foe tomb.” 
He also proposes to do Lozd 
Longford, “a living saint" who 
is also known for his keen in¬ 
terest in murderers. 

Masters is now hoping to se¬ 
cure a publishing deal for the 
Dahmer book in the States. 
He was commissioned to write 
h fry Harold Evans, president 
of Random House, after writ¬ 
ing a 10,000-wnrd artide in 
Vanity Fair, which is edited 
fry Evans’s wife Tma Brown. 
But Random House was not 
happy: “They wanted me to 
be more judgmental. In short 
to say that Dahmer was a 
monster. I am not prepared to 
do that."

In a wide-ranging speech on 
the economy, the shadow chancellor Gor¬ 
don Brown moved beyond the traditional 
argument of public versus private sector and 
market versus state to look at the changing 
relationship of labour and capital. 

1 Following arguments taken from the 
think-tanks of President Clinton, he argued 
that at the start of the industrial revolution, 
capital was the scarce resource and labour 
was seen simply as a commodity, with one 
worker virtually interchangeable with 
another. Now that money moves inter¬ 
nationally at the touch of a computer button, 
he said, it is capital that has become a global 
commodity. Thus what marks out one 
economy from another today is the quantity 
and quality of its relatively immobile skilled 
labour and management 
The implications of this change could be 
radical. Investment is still vital for economic, 
growth, but investment in people — their 
education and training — will become the 
crucial determinant of competitiveness. Brit¬ 
ish skill levels, according to the Confedera¬ 
tion of British Industry, lag 40 per cent 
behind the world's best This country has 
proportionately fewer youngsters in further 
and higher education than both South 
Korea and Taiwan. 


Yet the tax system, the benefit system, 
incentives and giants are all loaded against 
training and education. Those on benefit are 
not allowed to spend more than 21 hours a 
week educating themselves or learning a 
new skfll. Investment incentives and re¬ 
gional grants aim to encourage investment 
in buildings, plant and equipment, not in 
people. Companies spend far too little on 
training, preferring to poach skilled workers 
from competitors. The result is that when the 
recovery arrives, it may be strangled by skfll 
shortages, just as it was in the 1980s. 
Inflation will then rise, and so will imports. 

Now is the perfect time to ensure that these 
bottlenecks do not occur. Those but of work 
must be encouraged, possibly even com 1 
pelled, to use their time productively in 
educating themselves. They may learn 
specific skflls, but they would be better off 
simply learning how to learn, so that they 
can adapt to the demands thrown up by a 
growing economy. Yesterday's finding that 
40 per cent of school-leavers going into 
further education cannot read properly or do 
simple sums suggests that many of the 
young unemployed could profitably improve 
their literacy and numeracy. 

Private training is still preferable to public, 
since it is employers who know best what 
skills they need But if tax incentives to 
companies do not generate the required level 
of training, a deterrent in the form of a levy 
to companies who prefer to poach than train 
should be considered Meanwhile, young 
people cannot expect to be paid the going 
rale to learn a new skfll. If they work for a 
pittance, they should not see this as 
exploitation or slave labour. They should 
regard it as an investment in their future, 
just as if they were at college or university. 
The skills they are picking up now wfll 
enable them to earn more later. 

None of these concepts should be abhor¬ 
rent to a Conservative government Yet it is 
Labour that is better articulating them now.

The public attitude to zoos is complex. Do¬ 
nations pour in to those that cry for help. Yet 
attendance has declined dramatically — in 
London's case, from three minion visitors a 
year in the 1950s, to less than a million.

In Its royal charter, the Zoological Society 
of London is committed to “the advance¬ 
ment of Zoology and Animal Physiology" in 
the study of its Regent's Park collection of 
animals: the learned findings are recorded 
in the Journal of Zoology and International 
Zoo Yearbook. But the same magisterial 
document also calls for "the introduction of 
new and curious subjects of the Animal 
Kingdom". London Zoo is as much a 
showcase for living attractions as it is a 
serious research institute. 

The human desire to peer through the 
dark glass of Nature at the animal kingdom 
is ancient, visible in cave paintings. King 
Solomon's private menagerie and the Chi¬ 
nese emperors’ marble deer house built in 
1150 BC. The great zoos founded in Vienna, 
Madrid. Paris and London between 1752 
and 1S2S democratised a previously aris¬ 
tocratic pleasure, which has since degen¬ 
erated into banal anthropomorphism. The 
chimpanzees’ tea party and dromedary ride 


-zoological theme park redundant. Its prying 
cameras have been the main contributorto a 
new, and as yet unfocused, global conscious¬ 
ness of man changing relations with the 
natural world. 

The world is far less sanguine about the 
confinement of animals than it was when 
London Zoo was founded in 1828. The pre- 
Enlightenment belief that man has careless 
dominion over the beasts dies hard, but the 
writings of Benfliam and Schopenhauer 
against animal exploitation are gaining in¬ 
tellectual currency. Contemporary philos¬ 
ophers such as Tom Regan and Peter Singer 
offer a new vision of “animal rights" too pur¬ 
itanical to be enacted. But the appearance of 
Bentham’s slogans against animal suffering 
in shop windows is not simply faddish. 

Zoos will have an essential role to play in 
the emergence of this new intellectual 
paradigm, directing their energies towards 
the conservation of endangered species and 
away from animal cabaret Polar bears do 
not belong in cities, as Glasgow Zoo has 
already acknowledged. But it is right that 
zoos should breed in captivity those thou¬ 
sands of species now facing extinction. 

Zookeepers must become the ecological 
auditors of the next century, educating file 
public along the way. By its imaginative 
response to this challenge, London Zoo has 
ensured that it is not yet a dodo. 


EARLY AID SAVES LIVES 

The lessons of Somalia should now be applied to Somaliland 


The United States plugged its finger firmly 
in the dyke when it initiated Operation 
Restore Hope to secure food deliveries m 
Somalia. Soon, however, that finger wfll be 
withdrawn. The United Nations, which 
enjovs little authority in Somalia, wfll take 
over and the old chaotic tribal and political 
rivalries are likely again to dictate the future 
of this impoverished country. 

There have been noticeable improvements 
in the quality of life since the US troops 
moved in. Bur even American officials admit 
thai they are a long way from restoring 
central authority. Without political recondb- 
ation. all the recent humanitarian gams wifl 
be lost in a matter of months. . 

There is not much that the West can do 
about this; the rebuilding of society is a mat¬ 
ter largely for the Somahs themselv«. The 
best that can be hoped for is abroker^set 
dement that keeps the wam^ g^g ^ 
check. The lesson that needs to ^ !*”***£ 
how slowly the West reacted to the Somah 
r-risfc Aid agencies were warning m early 
1991’ that there should be swiftaction tosave 
a wracked country.

The same mistakes should not be 
in northwestern Somalia. ^ 
land. The region declared itself 
soon after the overthrow of 
Siad Barre two years ago. In contra® to 
south, Somaliland has buflt up a durable 
local administration. It has 


antral government that is trying to provide 
services and security. There is no vicious, 
naked warfare. In short it is still a few steps 
away from the chaos of the south. 

Yet the government has not been rec¬ 
ognised by the world community. The 
United Nations, which traditionally feels 
more comfortable dealing with internation¬ 
ally recognised authorities, has been provid¬ 
ing only a low level of aid to local 
communities in the north. Somaliland 
ministers recently appealed to one charity for 
ballpoint pens; most departments had no 
writing implements. 

There is a strong case for helping Somali¬ 
land quickly. Refugees who fled to Ethiopia 
will soon be returning as the camps there are 
dosed down. As refugees they received 
reasonable health care and food. But in their 
old homes they will find no electricity, 
inadequate water supplies and buildings still 
ruined by the civil war. That wfll put a heavy 
strain on the Somaliland government 

The West can prevent the collapse of 
authority there by acting now. Britain is 
naturally wary of involvement since it could 
risk criticism from other African states of 
behaving like a neocolonial power seeking to 
split Somalia to Western advantage. But the 
merits or demerits of the Somaliland 
secession are not the issue. The priority must 
be to prevent the spread of chaos from the 
south of Somalia to the north. A limited' 
amount of intelligently targeted aid now 
could head off a disaster later in the year.

Sir, Your readers wiU have been 
heartened by the assurance from Mr 
Ray Whitney, MP. and six of his 
colleagues (letter. February ] 8) that in 
the event or the notorious amendment

the United Kingdom. 

However, their anger should not be 
directed against The Times (leading 
article, February 17) for maintaining 
this position, but against a number of 
government ministers who have been 
promoting the opinion on TV and 
elsewhere that the so-called Tory 
Eurosceptics would impose the alleg¬ 
edly costly and socialist scheme on 
their own counny. 

I am sure that your readers wifl also 
welcome die assurance that our 
constitution is safe because ministers 
would delete the protocol from our 
law if Parliament so decides. 

However, this apparently im¬ 
portant assurance wfll be rather 
undermined if, as appears to be foe 
case, foe government will nevertheless 
ratify foe Maastricht treaty- with the 
protocol included in foe text 

This is not a minor technical issue, 
because one of the points in the 
protocol is that UK taxpayers are 
obliged to pay their share of the 
administrative costs of the social 
chapter to which we are not a party. 

It would be interesting to know if 
we will still have to pay this bill if the 
protocol is not part of UK law but is 
nevertheless Community law.

Legal-aid cuts 

From the Parliamentary Secretary. 
Lord Chancellor's Department 

Sir, I must correct Mr Roger 
Goodier's suggestion (letter, February 
17) that personal injury claims pur¬ 
sued on legal aid somehow result in a 
profit for foe government 

Marty such cases do succeed, but in 
legal-aid terms foe best result that can 
be achieved in any single case is that 
costs are folly recovered. So foe best 
result is neutral to the public purse. 
Cases which are lost, or where costs 
are not recovered for some reason, 
always result in a loss for the legal-aid 
fund. 

Mr Goodier mentions court fees. 
There is no dement of profit in court 
fees. In feet, they do not folly cover 
court costs. Insofar as fewer cases may 
be brought, the loss of court fees wifl 
be offset by lower administrative costs. 

The Department of Social Securi¬ 
ty’s compensation recovery unit recov¬ 
ers from compensation awards some 
of any state benefits paid out in the 


meantime. But people who are receiv¬ 
ing foe sort of state benefits liable to be 
recovered will in most cases qualify for 
legal aid after the changes have been 
TTiarlp, as they do now. If they do not, it 
win be because their total incomes are 
too high for them to qualify. 

Mr Goodier says that “vast num¬ 
bers of people” will be denied the 
right to pursue personal injuries 
Haims That is nonsense. The pro¬ 
posals will make some people at foe 
upper end of the present qualifying 
limits no longer eligible. Others will 
have to pay more (though they will of 
course get foe contributions refunded 
if they are successful and costs are 
recovered). But 48 per cent of house¬ 
holds will continue to be covered by 
dvil legal aid; 21 per cent will be able 
to get legal aid without paying a 
contribution; 27 per cent wfll have to 
pay a contribution.

Doubts about rice 
for heart health 

From Dr Alexander Macnair 

Sir. I disagree with Afleen Bal- 
Iantyne’s recommendation of a Chi¬ 
nese diet for Mr Christopher Patten 
(Body and Mind. February 9). De¬ 
spite the beautiful simplicity of that 
thought, it is not cholesterol in foe diet 
which finishes up dogging up foe 
arteries, nor is it the far. 

There are a dozen studies, many 
going back 20 years, that have 
attempted to show a relationship in a 
Western population between the 
cholesterol or foe saturated fatty adds, 
or the sugar or the salt or whatever 
else in the diet was fashionable at foe 
time, with blood cholesterol or di¬ 
abetes or blood pressure or some other 
risk factor for coronary heart disease. 
None showed a meaningful associ¬ 
ation. and most showed no connec¬ 
tion whatever between diet and heart 
disease. 

Walter Kempner. from Duke 
University. North Carolina, pub¬ 
lished a paper on treating hyperten¬ 
sive vascular disease with a rice and 
fruit diet in 1948. Although it 
provided only five grains of fat. no salt 
and no cholesterol, it still did not 
lower everybody's cholesterol. 

Out of 83 patients in one trial who 
had normal cholesterol at the start, 22 
showed a rise on this diet and in four 
it became seriously high. When foe 
Medical Research Council in this 
country tried to confirm Kempner’s 
results they could not persuade any¬ 
body to live on rice and fruit 

Even if you can persuade foe 
average person to stick to a low-fat diet 
it does nothing, in my view, for their 
risk of having a heart attack. Most 
people get fat from being inactive; the 
way to keep the cholesterol and foe 
blood pressure down is to avoid gain¬ 
ing weight by a little regular vigorous 
activity. Mr Patten’s problem is the 
limo and the yacht, not foe diet

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Maurice Bourg^s-Mannouiy, 
vrartiine resistance leader and 
former prime minister of 
France, died in Paris on 
February 10 aged 78. He was 
bore in Lnisant, Enre-et-Loire. 
on August 19, 1914. 

IN FRENCH postwar politics. Mau¬ 
rice Bourgfis-Maunouiy found him- 
„ self fundamentally at odds with 
- General de Gaulle, who had person¬ 
ally decorated him as he lay wounded 
in hospital in 1944. And in the end, 
his addiction to the dream of Algeria 
fran&iise was to prove fatal to his 
prospects when de Gaulle took up the 
reins of French government for the 
second time, in 1958. and set out to 
rid France of that haemorrhaging 
commitment. 

When he became French prime 
minister in June 1957 Bourgds- 
Maunouiy had. ostensibly, many 
qualities to fit him for ending the 
long years of drift under the Fourth 
Republic. Through his mother he 
bore a famous military name. Hewas 
a much-decorated hero of wartime 
Resistance. He had held ministerial 
. ;j office in 12 French administrations. 
At 42 he was the youngest of France's 
postwar prime ministers. Enthusi¬ 
asm for ms appointment was consid¬ 
erable, even from a foreign press 
jaded by the charade of ever chang¬ 
ing French governments. 

That charade and the inbuilt 
weaknesses of France’s postwar polit¬ 
ical system were in less than four 
months to put paid to the new prime 
minister as they had to his predeces¬ 
sors. As de Gaulle was later to recall 
of the 17 postwar incumbents of the 
H&td de M align on: “How often, 
watching them from a distance, 
struggling with the impossible, had I 
grieved over this waste! Whatever any 
of them tried to do, the country and 
the outside world witnessed the 
, shameful spectacle of ‘governments' 


formed on the basis of compromise, 
attacked from all sides as soon as they 
were formed, split asunder by inter¬ 
nal discord and dissent, overthrown 
before long by a vote which more 
often than not reflected only the 
impatient appetite of candidates for 
portfolios." By September 1957, 
Bourg£s-Maunouiy, too. was gone, 
and the Fourth Republic entered the 
final phase of its death throes. 

Maurice Jean-Marie Bourggs was 
the son of Georges Bourggs and his 
wife Genevieve Maunouiy. whose 
name Maurice subsequently added 
to that of his father. In this be 
associated himself with his maternal 
grandfather. General Maunouiy. 
who. as commander of the French 
Sixth Army at the Marne in 1914. 
had delivered the vital counter-stroke 
which disrupted the German ad¬ 
vance and saved France (and, as early 
as September, convinced von Moftke 
that the Germans had lost the war). 
Maurice Bourgfis-Maunouiy was 
educated at the £cole polytechnique 
and in 1935 was commissioned into 
the artillery. As his grandfather had 
done, he was to fight the Germans in 
due course, but with very different 
results. Hewas captured in the defeat 
of the French Army in June 1940 
and spent a year as a prisoner of war 
in Germany. 

But he was released in J 941 and 
allowed to return to France. There he 
joined a resistance group which had 
dose links with British Intelligence, 
and in due course was taken to 
England via Spain. He was trained 
by the Spedal Operations Executive 
(SOE) and was subsequently para¬ 
chuted back into France. 'There, 
under the codename “Polygone" he 
became the famed d&tegui militaire 
regional of the south-eastern region 
of France. Through sabotage and 
other forms of disruption his 
maquisards were among the most 
effective of the Resistance. 


From mid-1943, with an Allied 
invasion of occupied France in 
prospect de Gaulle wanted the 
resistance armies placed under a 
diligui militaire national (DMN), 
and Bourgds-Maunouiy was the 
original French choice for this post 
But his appointment was blocked by 
the British on account of his age—he 
was still then under 30 — in spite of 
his excellent record. Ironically the 
British did not object to the second 
French choice as DMN. Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas, though he was 
actually six months younger than 



Bourgfe-Maunouiy. (He, too, was to 
become a French prime minister.) 

“Polygone” did not repine. His 
command continued to be a thorn in 
the ride of the Germans, and in 
1944, with French and American 
forces advancing on Lyons and 
Grenoble in the wake of the “Anvil" 
landings in the south of France, he 
was able to report that his 
maquisards were in total control of 
all the crucial dipartements of the 
region. He was subsequently severely 
wounded and de Gaulle himself 
pinned the cross of a Compagnon de 


la Liberation on him as he lay in 

hospital. 

Immediately after the war he 
became a regional commissioner for 
Bordeaux and began his political life 
when he was elected to Lhe French 
Assembly as a Radical party deputy 
for Haute-Garonne in 1946. This, in 
a sense, ensured that, unlike some of 
his fellow resisters, who were dose to 
de Gaulle, he remained in spirit a 
South-Western regional deputy. He 
served in a succession of govern¬ 
ments, beginning as secretary of state 
for the budget in 1947. He was at 
various times defence minister, ar¬ 
maments minister, minister of public 
works, finance minister and minister 
of the interior. 

In 1954 he fell out with Mendfis- 
France over the sluggish progress 
towards the realisation of the Euro¬ 
pean Defence Community. He was 
minister of defence during the Suez 
crisis of 1956 and as such was in 
charge of France’s overall military 
participation. lx was in the Guy 
Mollet government of 1956-57 that 
his conviction of the necessity of 
victory over the Algerian rebels 
reached its apogee, and he ordered 
the recall of reservists and the 
vigorous prosecution of the military 
campaign. 

Ironically, after less than four 
months as prime minister, he was 
himself brought down on September 
30, 1957, when right-wing 

hardliners defeated his government's 
Algerian outline biH. This promised a 
degree of reform in the territoiy as 
part of a political rather than military 
solution. But such an apparently 
illogica] end to one of his conservative 
convictions suggested no change of 
heart on his part merely the hope¬ 
lessness of expecting any coherent 
policy from governments cobbled 
together from such disparate ele¬ 
ments as this one was. In the event 
the Fourth Republic itself had not 


long to live. Six months and two 
prime ministers later it was in the 
historical dustbin and the figure of de 
Gaulle bestrode the French political 
stage. 

It was the end for Bourggs- 
Maunouxy. He lost his seat in die 
Assembly in 1958 and never re¬ 
gained it. He retained his member¬ 
ship of the Radical party and still had 
some influence in local politics in 
Haute-Garonne But his interests 
were directed mainly to industry and 
commerce and he held a number of 
company directorships. 

He largely disappeared from pub¬ 
lic view, but his name surfaced again 
in 1988 when he sprang to the 
defence of Maurice Papon, who. as 
wartime secretary to the Gironde 
prefecture, was being accused of 
helping the Germans to round up 
Jews tor deportation to the death 
camps. Papon had been a Bourges- 
Maunoury appointment as Paris 
prefect of police in the 1950s and the 
former prime minister declared- his 
utter conviction of his friend’s inno¬ 
cence of these crimes. Indeed, he 
insisted, Papon had rendered valu¬ 
able service to the Resistance. Few 
could have been in a better position to 
know, and with such authoritative 
testimony on the record, the case 
against Papon did not prosper. 
Tough, dark and stocky, with the 
physique of a rugby half back until 
weD into middle life, Bourg£$-Mau- 
noury was not a man to desert a 
friend in a moment of crisis, even 
when the hounds of rectitude were in 
full cry. 

in France he was a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour, and held the 
Croix de Guerre and the Mfidaille de 
la Resistance, while Britain awarded 
him the DSO and America made 
him an Officer of the Legion of 
Merit He was twice married; there 
were two sons of his first marriage 
and a daughter of the second. 


HAROLD TAYLOR 


Harold Alexander 
Taylor, a champion of 
innovative education in 
the United States, died in 
New York on Febrnaiy 9, 
aged 78. Hewas born in 
Toronto on September 28. 

I9M. 

HAROLD Taylor's ideas 
about higher education were 
nothing a not unconventional 
and when he became the 
youngest college president in 
America in 1945 at the age of 
30, he found an opportunity to 
pur them into practice. The 
institution concerned was Sa¬ 
rah Lawrence College in Yon- 
keis. New York, which was an 
all-female campus at that 
time, and one of the most 
expensive in the counuy. 

Sarah Lawrence, founded 
in 1928 as America’s first 
college to offer “ progressive" 
education, with no system of 
required courses, fitted Tay¬ 
lor's style to perfection. He laid 
down his marker in 1947, 
when he told a teachers’ 
conference: “This business of 
knowledge through suffering 
is rubbish. The whole educa¬ 
tional system has become one 
massive quiz programme with 
the prizes going to the most 
enterprising, most repulsively 
well-informed person — the 
man with his hand up first" 
Under Taylor. Sarah Law¬ 
rence gave no grades or report 
cards. Classes were few and 
small In size. Instead, students 
developed their own courses of 
independent study, in dose 
consultation with professors, 
and received detailed evalua¬ 
tions. informality was the rule, 
with students allowed to wear 
blue jeans long before they 
became the norm elsewhere. 


They governed themselves 
democratically, and took turns 
with such chores as waning at 
tables and scrubbing floors. 

Sarah Lawrence had an 
almost all-white enrollment 
when Taylor arrived. He 
pressed hard for racial inte¬ 
gration. And when McCarthy- 
ism reared its unattractive 
head he fought for academic 
freedom. 

Retiring from Sarah Law¬ 
rence in 1959. Taylor taught 
at the New School for Soda) 
Research and City University 
of New York, founded the 
Centre for International Ser¬ 
vice at Staten Island College, 
led the National Committee 
for Support of the Public 
Schools, and even became the 
host of a network television 
series called Meet the Profes¬ 
sor for a couple of years. He 
was later chairman of die 
Peace Research Institute and 
National Research Council on 
Peace Strategy, a human 
rights adviser to Adlai Steven¬ 
son, and a leader of the US 
Committee on the United 
Nations University. 

His many books included 
Students Without Teachers : 
The Crisis in the University. 
published in 1969, which a 
New York Times reviewer 
described as “a blueprint for 
radical change in the whole 
style and propose of our 
colleges and universities." 

Educated at the University 
of Toronto, where he gained 
his bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees. Taylor received his 
PhD from the University of 
London in 1938, earning his 
living meanwhile by editing a 
newspaper on modem jazz 
and leading an orchestra on 
board a anise liner. 


CHRISTOPHER MORRIS 


Christopher Morris, 
historian and Fellow iff 
King's College. 
Cambridge, since 1930, 
died on Febrnaiy 17 aged 
87. Hewas bora cm 
January 24.1906. 

EXCEPT for war work in the 
Foreign Office between 1940 
and 1945. and two sabbatical 
leaves spent at the Princeton 
Institute. Christopher Morris 
taught history at Cambridge 
for something like forty years. 
He was at King’s even longer, 
having first arrived there from 
Hafleybuiy in 1924, and was 
still enjoying his rooms in 
college up to the time of his 
death. 

For the university he lec¬ 
tured mainly, prior to 1950, 
on English history under the 
Tudois and Stuarts, and after¬ 
wards on the history of polit¬ 
ical thoughL In college he 
could supervise a very wide 
range of subjects, including 
some, such as American and 
Indian history, which he 
taught himself in middle and 
. later life. 

- He was a Sist-raie supervi¬ 
sor. partly because his youthful 
zest for argument was as lively 
to the last as in his undergrad¬ 
uate days, still more because of 
his profound, spontaneous in¬ 
terest in people, not least those 
he taught His memory for his 
old pupils and for his own 
undergraduate contemporar¬ 
ies was remarkable. The same 
connoisseurship in humanity 
helped to make him an excel¬ 
lent examiner, judicious, me¬ 
ticulous and indefatigable, 


and over and over again he 
served as chairman. To the 
surprise of his colleagues, he 
seemed to Hke it He also gave 
unstinted service to the faculty 
of history as Seeley librarian, 
as well as serving the univer¬ 
sity as Junior Proctor as long 
ago as. 1938. 

But he probably felt most at 
home within King’s. The Pol¬ 
itical Society there was found¬ 
ed by Oscar Browning for 
historical discussion in 1876. 
Christopher Morris succeeded 
Sir John dapham as its 
president and held the office 
for 30 years. For this, as for the 
leadership of any discussion 
group, he was admirably fitted 
by his gadfly temperament, 
his love of the provocative, his 
constant championship of the 
unorthodox, minority opinion 
— often lefcwing, but often, 
too. decidedly old-fashioned. 
Some of die papers with which 
he opened each session fore¬ 
shadowed his books: The Jour¬ 
neys of Celia Fiennes, which 
he edited in 1947, Political 
Thought in England: Tyndale 
to Hooker (1935) and The 
Tudors (1955). which was 
translated into Italian. 

His Western Political 
Thought. Plato to Augustine 
(1967) was to have been the 
first of three volumes; but it 
received shamefully few re¬ 
views and nothing like the 
attention its flvdy presentation 
deserved. Disappointment 
was much assuaged by the 
invitation to deliver the first 
A J. Carlyle Lectures at Ox¬ 
ford in 1975. which were 
entitled Survivals and Reviv¬ 


alism in Medieval Political 
ThoughL 

After his r eti rem ent from his 
teaching posts at King’s in 
1971. be'directed studies for 
Girton College for three years; 
and he was twice visiting 
professor at the Univezsity of 
California at Santa Cruz. In 


1989 he published King’s 
College: A Short History. 

Christopher Morris was 
married in 1933 to the Eliza¬ 
bethan scholar, Helen Sowar. 
They had one daughter and 
one son, the former of whom, 
together with his wife, survives 
him. 



HUGH GORDON PORTEUS 


Hugh Gordon Porteus, Utenuyand 
art critic died in Cheltenham on 

January 23 aged 87. He was born in 
Leeds on January 13,1906. 

HUGH Porteus was one of those writers 
who gave of his best in conversation 
rather than in the written word. But that 
generous best acted as a stimulant to all 
his friends, young and old, for he was a 
man of singularly sweet disposition, who 
failed to make his mark, at least in part, by 
dint of a lack of ambition extraordinary— 
and, alas, exemplary — in the literary 
world. His characterisation of literary and 
artistic people managed to be shrewdly 
exact, and therefore valuable, without 
ever becoming malicious. Thus, he rightly 
deprecated Ezra Pound’s actual know¬ 
ledge of the Chinese language (on one 
occasion Pound discussed the merits of a 
Chinese poem, with Arthur Waley of all 
people, while holding it upside down), but 
would not allow that he lacked instructive 
intuition on the subject of Chinese poetry. 

Hugh Gordon Porteus was the son of a 
factory inspector. Rebelling against his 
father, he secretly studied Russian and, 
after a spefl at art school at Huddersfield, 
came to London where he worked, as did 
so many like him in the interwar years, as 
an advertising copywriter. He wrote 
sporadically for the little an and literary 
magazines of the period, including Julian 
Symons's Twentieth Century Verse. He 


was peculiarly, and objectively, enlighten¬ 
ing on tiie subject of the fearful and 
abusive quarrel (amusedly resolved) be¬ 
tween Symons and Geoffrey Grigson. 
who ran the more prestigious New Verse. 

Porteus*s only book of real note ap¬ 
peared in 1932. It was Wyndham Lewis: 
A Discursive Exposition. There have been 
many books on Lewis since, but this 
remains one of the liveliest and most 
enlightening, no doubt in part because, 
although in general admiring, it refused 
to treat its iconoclastic subject with any 
degree of awe. Porteus by no means 
worshipped the conventions, but he was 
not going to worship those who openly 
challenged them, either. His essay “A 
Man Apart", in a special issue of Agenda 
magazine (1969-70) devoted to Lewis, 
added greatly to his first book on him. 

Porteus served with RAF Signals in the 
Middle East during the war. and there¬ 
after became a man who. in the words of 
one of his friends, “might surface in any 
literary office at about four in the 
afternoon, hinting at work." 

Unfortunately, like Lewis — who for a 
time he bad imitated, right down to doak 
and sinister wide hat — he was quite 
unable to fulfil editors' requirements as to 
space. Once he got a book to review, he 
■would discuss it at as great a length as he 
felt it. and he, deserved- It became 
hopeless, and his opportunities withered 
and quickly died away. Yet it is not too 


much to say that had there been a 
philanthropic magazine devoted to his 
“discursive expositions", it would have 
been altogether more useful and amusing 
than afl the rest put together. 

Unlike a certain younger contempo¬ 
rary. Hugh did not charge a fee to “listen 
to him think"; he might well have done, 
and it would have been money well spent 
He eked out a living by working at the 
Central Office of Information, and in 
1952 — his one conspicuous success—the 
BBC broadcast an exuberant verse play 
which was universally admired and 
enjoyed. His uproarious surreal stories 
about himself and others were distin¬ 
guished by the way in which they 
separated fad from fantasy, so that tiie 
listener knew perfectly well which was 
which, and could revel in them without 
anxiety. Only those who lacked a seme of 
humour fared less well with him. 

When young he painted a little, wrote 
the worthy Background to Chinese Art 
(1935), and made some excellent, unpub¬ 
lished, translations from Chinese poetry 
—he knew Chinese far better than Pound. 

Before leaving for the war he had 
married his longtime companion, the 
Ukrainian ballet critic Rosenka Bartec. 
They later separated, but remained 
friends. Finally, he entered a Sue Ryder 
home in Cheltenham, where he kept 
himself alive by enjoying life and enter¬ 
taining his friends to the very end.

Jacobsen 

ROBERT Jacobsen, Danish 
sculptor, died on January 26 
aged 80. He was bom in 
Copenhagen in 1912. His 
early works were a good deal 
influenced by German Ex¬ 
pressionism. But in mid- 
career he inclined more 
towards abstraction. 

He had begun his working 
life as a seaman but through¬ 
out his childhood, art was one 
of his interests. Rodin had 
been the primary early influ¬ 
ence on him. but German 


Expressionism persuaded him 
to become a sculptor. 

H e was self-taught With his 
friend tiie painter and sculptor 
Heruy Heerup he would rove 
the junk yards of Copenha¬ 
gen, both men seeking images 
for their work. At that stage 
Jacobsen’s and Heerup’S an 
had certain affinities. 
Jacobsen had a predilection 
for the stark forms of Viking 
ari which consorted well with 
Heerup’s monolithic granite 
sculptures. 

Throughout the 1930s tiie 
bulk of Jacobsen’s output con¬ 
sisted of wooden carvings, but 
in 1941 he joined the Danish 


HOST group, whose leanings 
were towards surrealism. This 
led to a series of wood carvings 
of fabulous beasts. But he also 
produced more decidedly ab¬ 
stract works—in stone, for the 
first time. 

When he moved to Paris in 
1947 he selected metal as his 
working medium, to produce 
virile welded sheet steel sculp¬ 
tures. Jacobsen became great¬ 
ly interested in the nature of 
mechanical movement and 
sought to imbue works created 
from inert fragments of scrap 
with an inner dynamism. 
Working sheet steel in its cold 
state, he left the spectator with 


a potent sense of the creative 
processes through which tiie 
finished artefact had .been 
wrought out of its chaotic 
origins. 

His celebrated Dolls series, 
which uses mechanical com¬ 
ponents taken from junk¬ 
yards. is striking for its 
humour and for Jacobsen's 
ability effortlessly to suggest 
human types with the least 
human of discarded materials. 
In a slightly different mode, 
“Le Crapaud amoureux" in 
the Stockholm National Mu¬ 
seum represents Jacobsen at 
his most characteristic, in the 
sheer fantasy of its conception.

Salant 

RICHARD Salam, former 
president of CBS News, died 
in Fairfield, Connecticut, on 
February 16 aged 78. Hewas 
bom in New York on April 14. 
1914. 

Dick Salant had two bites at 
the cherry as Head of CBS 


News in a period notable for 
the network’s dramatic cover¬ 
age of many historical events: 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy, the Apollo 11 moon 
landing, and the Vietnam 
war. 

He was originally appoint¬ 
ed to the job in 1961, but was 
replaced in 1964 by the distin¬ 
guished journalist Fred 
Friendly. Salant spent the next 


two years in less demanding 
roles, as special assistant to the 
president of CBS’s parent 
company, and as a vice-presi¬ 
dent of corporate affairs. 

However, in 1966 the inde¬ 
pendent-minded Friendly re¬ 
signed his post in protest 
against CBS's decision to dis¬ 
continue live coverage of tiie 
hearings on Vietnam which 
were being conducted by the 


senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. Salam was called 
to the helm again, this time 
remaining as head of the news 
organisation until his retire¬ 
ment in 1979. 

Among his achievements 
woe the introduction of the 
popular CBS news magazine 
60 Minutes and the network's 
morning news programme. 


MOTOR SPEED 
“RECORD.” 
CAPTAIN CAMPBELL’S 
SUCCESS. 

DAYTONA BEACH (Florida), Feb. 19. 

Captain Malcolm Campbell set up a 
world’s "record" here to-day. when he 
achieved a speed of 206.95602 miles an houT 
in his Napier-Cainpbefl "Blue Bird" motor¬ 
car. 

The new "record’* was established although 
a heavy gale was blowing. Captain Camp¬ 
bell's maximum speed was 214 miles an 
hour. He skidded badly at over 210 miles an 
hour, but recovered and continued his course. 

The exact times show that Captain Camp¬ 
bell covered the first mile driving with the 
wind ar 214.797 miles per hour. On his 
return ran against the wind he covered the 
mile at a speed of 199.667 miles. 

It was over the same hard beach cause on 
which Major Segrave last year established his 
record of 203.79 miles per hour that Captain 
Campbell today drove his racing giant to 
score another triumph for British engineer¬ 
ing. He took a four-mile preliminary ran to 
get up speed before starting on the measured

mile on which he was timed, just as Major 
Segrave had been. 

Like Segrave. too. Captain Campbell had a 
moment of excitement that might easily have 
ended in disaster. Major Segrave's peril came 
ai a moment during the race when he nearly 
lost control on account of the terrific speed. 
Captain Campbell's second of deadly danger 
came after be had completed the measured 
mile and won his battle. His huge machine 
was still going at fall speed when it struck a 
soft bump of sand, and for an instant the 
driver seemed to lose control He swerved 
dangerously at such a tremendous speed that 


it appeared to the spectator as if he must 
plunge on to some soft sand dunes which 
would have undoubtedly meant his death and 
the destruction of his wonderful car. 

The bump which he hit was higher up the 
bead) than he had planned to drive. It threw 
him hall-way out of his seal, and for an instant 
his fee< bounced completely off the brakes and 
accelerator. His goggles slipped down his face 
obstructing his vision, but he righted the 
machine in a moment and it roared on down 
the course, coming to a stop near the end of 
the bead) four miles away. — Reuter, 
m From the Reuter message printed above, it 
may be taken that Captain Malcolm Camp¬ 
bell has created a new world's "record" for the 
flying kilometre by covering that distance in 
reverse directions at a mean speed of 
206.95602 miles an hour. This mean speed 
exceeds that put up by Major H.O.D. Segrave 
in a two-engined Sunbeam caron Mardl 29 
last year by over four miles an hour. 

Captain Campbell’s success may be set to 
the credit of British sportsmanship, and the 
British motor industry earns additional 
laurels. There is particular credit to Captain 
Campbell in that this successful attempt on 
foe wrrtd’s " records” was made entirety as his 
own expense and with no hope of ultimate 

profit.

The most hated accountant in 


Britain — and proud of it 


David Tweedie tells George Sivell 
of further surprises in store 
for the accountancy profession 


D avid Tweedie, 48, 
sits proudly at his 
desk in front of a 
poster heralding 
the “most hated accountant in 
Britain", pleased with his 
efforts so far in reforming 
Britain’s company reports to 
give a truer and fairer view. 

The poster demonstrates the 
boldness of the chairman of 
the Accounting Standards 
Board but provides a Freudian 
clue as to how the dapper Scot 
is knocking the accounting 
profession into shape. 

“Publicity is the best weap¬ 
on." he believes. Through the 
Financial Reporting Review 
Panel, a company and its 
advisers can end up in court if 
they refuse to reissue the 
accounts. “No-one has been in 
court yet,” he points out 
“People don't like publicity, 
don't like being named." He 
believes statutory regulation of 
the accounting profession can 
be avoided. The reform fol¬ 
lows the scandals of the late 
eighties where apparently suc¬ 
cessful companies collapsed as 
the first winds of recession 
exposed fragile accounting 
practices. 

Malang it hot. in public, for 
the auditor, as well as the 
company, is fundamental to 
the new regime. Partners of 
firms hauled up before the 
FRRP wifi automatically face a 
disciplinary panel 
Previously, says Mr Tweed¬ 
ie, “bad accounting drove out 
good and nothing could be 
done".

He has no idea whatsoever 
what to do when his five-year 
term finishes in just over two 
years' time, but has a great 
love of history, hankers after a 
return to university, if only just 
to read, and enjoys Mi-walk¬ 
ing and gardening. He likes 
the big jobs in the garden, 
such as building a new pond.

and hates fiddly jobs like 
weeding. This may also ex¬ 
plain the operation of the 
ASB. where Mr Tweedie 
paints the big picture and 
technical director Allan Cook 
looks at the important details. 

His home is In North Ber¬ 
wick, on the North Sea coast 
outside Edinburgh. He shut¬ 
tles each week to his London 
flat, describing himself as “one 
of what someone once called 
the presbyterians at the gates". 

He was bom in Newcastle 
upon Tyne—“I still look in the 
papers to see how United have 
done each week” — grew up 
there but then moved to Stir¬ 
ling with his Scottish mining 
engineer father. 

“I find that in Northern 
Britain there is a different 
attitude. They don't like things 
that are not right They are 
slightly puritanical apply the 
smell test If it smells they 
don’t like it They believe 
people should not be misled, 
people should tell the truth.

SHARES in Pegasus Group, 
a USM-quoted computer soft¬ 
ware supplier, finned 5p to 
160p after the board, restruc¬ 
tured late last year, claimed 
the decline in the company's 
performance has been halted.

They 
want unlimited access to 
Manchester, Birmingham 
and Glasgow airports and 
Heathrow slots to be taken 
away from BA and given to 
them, ff the British govern¬ 
ment fails to agree to these 
demands, they argue, the bi¬ 
lateral agreement between the 
two countries should be torn 
up and the BA/USAir deal 
outlawed. 


Edencorp chief 
attacked by DTI

THE Department of Trade 
and Industry has launched a 
scathing attack on Michael 
Wallace, chairman and chief 
executive of Edencorp Leisure, 
the dub and theme park 
group which collapsed into 
receivership in 1991 with E7.8 
million debts. 

In a report into the affairs of 
Edencorp. DTI inspectors 
found that Mr Wallace “with¬ 
drew large sums from group 
com parties without the board's 
knowledge or approval and 
without regard to the interests 
of shareholders”. 

There is unlikely to be any 
criminal action. The DTI 
appears to have decided 
against it, and Touche Ross, 
the company’s administrative 
receivers, have no powers to 
turn to the courts to chase 
funds where no indebtedness 
has been proved. Under the 
Insolvency Act 1986. onfy a 
liquidator can resort to litiga¬ 
tion to recover funds. But a 
spokesman for Touche said 
yesterday that since all the 
assets of Edencorp have been 
sold, there are not enough 


funds to be distributed to 
justify a liquidator. 

Edencorp was floated on the 
Third Market in 1989. Under 
Mr Wallace it had pursued an 
aggressive acquisition polity 
in Portugal and the UK. By 
autumn 1990, “the company 
realised too late that its finan¬ 
cial position was considerably 
less stable than believed'*. Mr 
Wallace resigned in Decem¬ 
ber 1990 on the grounds of iH- 
health and the company 
announced that he had re¬ 
ceived “substantial, unau¬ 
thorised and unlawful loans 
from die company”, according 
to the report He was reinstat¬ 
ed in May 1991, on the 
platform of introducing fresh 
capita] to the group- But no 
fresh capita] materialised and 
the company's bankers, led by 
Standard Chartered, appoint¬ 
ed receivers in July. The loans 
are believed to total over 
£600,000. 

The report also criticised 
Godfrey Cook, the company's 
financial director, finding that 
he was "negligent in carrying 
out his professional duties”.

Metall called for a mass 
march on Bonn next month to 
protest against European 
Commission demands to shed 
up to 30,000 steel jobs in 
western Germany and 10.000 
in the East as part of an EC- 
wide restructuring. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl ap¬ 
palled to industry and unions 
this week to negotiate a down¬ 
ward revision in wage deals in

IG Metall said it would urge 
its members to strike to force 
employers to honour standing 
commitments.

Several of those claiming or 
intending to claim from the Inves¬ 
tor Compensation Scheme have 
died before any money could be paid 
oul Until Tuesday, their claims died 
with them. The High Court ruled, 
however, that financial institutions 
should not benefit from their 
tardiness. 

Home income plans are sold to 
people in their seventies and eighties 
so Aat they can use part of the value 
of their home to raise an income. 
Those that went wrong involved 
investment bonds being bought with 
the money to provide an income. But 
the bonds have fallen in value, as 
have the homes on which die loans 
were secured. At the same time, 
mortgage rates soared, reducing the 
income received. 

Sorting out the mess has been 
difficult because there are usually 
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two or more financial institutions 
involved and, in many cases, they 
have expended much energy blam¬ 
ing each other or joining forces to 
blame the solicitor who did not warn 
the homeowners of the risks. 

The pensioners have also been 
accused of being greedy and not 
telling the troth. Brokers have 
claimed they explained all the poten¬ 
tial risks for the schemes. But too 
many people were told they would 
receive a fixed amount each month 
and naively thought the bonds were 
similar to bank or building society 
accounts paying out interest with no 
risk to their lump sum. 

The Financial Intermediaries 
Managers and Brokers Regulatory 
Association subsequently issued 
guidelines on the selling of such 
plans. These detailed the many ways 
in which money could be lost and 
officials are confident they have put 
an end to old people being sold such 
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high-risk plans. Now the companies 
have nothing to gain by the death of 
claimants, they may be more willing 
to settle claim s while die elderly 
people still have time to enjoy the 
compensation. 

It is partly the fact that brokers, 
mortgage lenders, and investment 
groups are involved that delays have 
occurred. For once, the insurance 
industry has settled up more quickly, 
when dealing with similar cases. Its 
cases tend to be simpler, as they 
involve tied agents dealing with only 
one insurance company.

Revenue to compensate 
taxpayers for its errors 


A new watchdog 
will enforce three 
codes of practice 
governing the 
taxman, reports 
Sara McConnell 

FIGHTING the Revenue 
used to be one of life’s missions 
impossible But from May, for 
the first time, taxpayers who 
feel they cannot get anyone to 
listen, or to deal with their 
affairs promptly, will be able 
to call on the independent 
Revenue Adjudicator, who 
will examine taxpayers' 
complaints. 

Part of the adjudicator's task 
will be to make sure the 
Revenue is keeping to the 
standards set out in three 
codes of practice, published 
this week. These indicate the 
extent of compensation tax¬ 
payers could be entitled to 
from their taxman if delays or 
mistakes turn out to be the 
Revenue’s fault 
This is the first time existing 
and new practice has been 
gathered together in a single 
set of leaflets outlining the 
standards the Revenue sets 
itself. It is also the first time the 
Revenue has specified publicly 
that taxpayers may be able to 
claim compensation for extra 
costs incurred because of de¬ 
lays, or serious or persistent 
mistakes. 

The very name of one of 
these leaflets. Mistakes by the 
Inland Revenue , may indicate 
a new humility on the part of 
the Revenue, which used to be 
reluctant to concede that it was 
possible for it to make a 
mistake. Now it seems it is not 
only possible for it to make 
mistakes, but eager to learn 
from them. 

Simon Norris, the Inland 
Revenue's assistant director, 
business profits division, said: 
fa It is up to anyone to complain 
10 the management The In¬ 
land Revenue wants to learn 
from complaints and find out 
if its systems are not working 
property." 

The moves are part oi tne 
government's Citizens' Char¬ 
ter initiative to make public 
services more responsive to the 
people who have to deal with 
them. One of the main objec¬ 
tives of the charter is to get 
organisations to set out in 
writing what people should 
expect and the Revenue has 
already gone some way to¬ 
wards doing this with its 
Taxpayers’ Charter, launched 
in 1991. 

The government conceded 
disappointedly this week that 
all public bodies needed to go 
further after research had 
shown a high level of igno¬ 
rance among members of the 
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public about the Citizens’ 
Charter. The research also 
revealed a strongly held con¬ 
viction that it was not worth 
complaining, although there 
were plenty of things to com¬ 
plain about 

The Revenue’s acknowl¬ 
edgement that mistakes hap¬ 
pen and attempts to make the 
complaints procedure easier to 
understand, could open the 
floodgates as people vent their 
frustrations.

This list will be depressingly 
familiar to many people, said 
Moira Elms, group manager 
of personal finance at Coopers

done at a junior level by 
someone with a big allocation 
of work who just wants to push 


it through." Ms Elms added 
that the Revenue had given 
itself a**tall order" if it was 
really prepared to consider 
paying professional fees to 
people on foe receiving end of 
persistent errors. “It may find 
itself swamped" she said- 

Costs could include profes¬ 
sional fees, reambwsemem of 
Lost wages and expenses and 
in some cases postage and 
telephone charges. The Reve¬ 
nue categorically says these 
will be paid if it makes a 
“serious mistake”, for instance 
“taking a wholly unreasonable 
view of the law". 

Less categoric is a section 
dealing with the interest tax¬ 
payers may be able to daim if 
they have paid too much tax. 
Ian Luder. partner at Arthur 
Andersen, said foe Revenue 
had moved some way towards 
heating taxpayers more fairly. 
If foe taxman delays for seven 
months “for no good reason", 
he will pay interest on any 
money owed to the taxpayer 
during the period of the delay. 
At present, taxpayers do not 
get interest until foe end of the 
following tax year, although 
the Revenue can charge inter¬ 
est on outstanding tax bills 
from the day they fefl due. 

Mr Luder pointed out. how¬ 
ever, that foe leaflet did not ] 
define delay. Taxpayers could 
find they do not qualify for an 1 
interest repayment simply 
because correspondence with 
the Revenue has taken a long 
time. If each letter has been 
replied to within a .28-day 
deadline, it appears that tax¬ 
payers will not receive interest. 


Tax referee faces heavy workload 


THE independent adjudicator, appoint¬ 
ed to consider taxpayers' complaints 
occurring after April 5, Is expected to 
handle between 20 and 60 complaints a 
month when he starts wort m May. If 
this Revenue assumption proves correct, 
his tax workload could be seven times 
that of the government’s ombudsman, 
who received 100 complaints from 
taxpayers last year. It is likely tomcrease 
as the scheme receives more publicity 
(Sara McConnell writes). f 

The Revenue said this week that of foe 
15,000 compfamw. received 
most were dealt with through the tax 
office. Under the proposals P“ b j£h«j 
this week, taxpayers who are not satisfied 
with their tax office’s response could turn 
to the adjudicator. However, they an 

only do this after rbecomptamf has been 
through the controller of foe relevant 
Sfoe office or foe 
the valuation office agency. This process 


is s imilar to that operated by other 
independent ombudsmen but Barry 
Glass berg, foe Revenue’s assistant direc¬ 
tor, central division, said foe scheme 
would be less formal. There would be no 
need for foe controller or chief executive 
to issue a letter saying they have reached 
deadlock with a complaint; as is neces¬ 
sary with foe insurance or banking 
ombudsman, for example. 

The adjudicator wfli consider com¬ 
plaints about the way a tax office has 
handled someone’s affairs. He will deal 
with problems involving “excessive de¬ 
lays. errors, discourtesy or the way in 
which the Revenue has exercised discre¬ 
tion”. He will not be ahle to handle 
questions of tax law or foe amount of tax 
liability because these are already dealt 
with by the tax commissioners if neces¬ 
sary. He will also not be able to handle 
rating questions, which are dealt with by 
the Valuation tribunal The Revenue 


admitted tins could create difficult grey 
areas when tax complaints overlapped 
into areas beyond the adjud i cator's 
terms of reference. 

The biggest single sources of com¬ 
plaint, according to foe Revenue, are 
technical errors, where the amount of tax 
owed is wrongly calculated, and delays in 
sorting out tax affairs. These two ac¬ 
counted for 40 per cent of all the 
complaint calls made to tax offices In the 
past month. Some complaints would be 
within the ombudsman’s terms of refer¬ 
ence. The next biggest single source of 
complaint—“Why do I have to pay tax at 
all?" — certainly would not be, although 
it was raised by 18 per cent of callers. 

Other sources of complaint are liai¬ 
son" or breakdown of communication 
between tax offices, and “top sheeting”, 
when a tax officer picks up only the fist 
sheet of a letter and does not notice the 
rest 


rush to pay out, they have been 
firmly prodded in that direction by 
Dr Julian Farrand. the Insurance 
Ombudsman and his team. 

Now is the time to consider 
establishing one office that can 
handle complaints for the whole 
financial services industry.

Promises check 

Y et again, life offices are being 
called to account for mislead¬ 
ing marketing. Regulators 
are asking for all companies selling 
guaranteed equity bonds to provide 
literature so that it can be checked. 
They will be keeping a particularly 
keen eye out for companies promis¬ 
ing a gross rate of return on these 
investments, which promise a share 
in foe growth of foe FT-SE 100 and, 
at the very least, guarantee the orig¬ 
inal investment 

It is not difficult to see why com¬ 
panies gloss over unwelcome reali¬ 
ties such as taxation. A promise of 
133 per cent gross of foe FT-SE 100 
index’s growth does, after ail, sound

a lot more tempting than 100 per 
cent Unfortunately for investors in 
foe majority of these bonds, any 
growth will already have been taxed 
within the fund, so any return will be 
net Higher rate taxpayers may find 
they have even more tax to pay. 

Challenged with this, companies 
say feebly: "Everyone else was quot¬ 
ing a gross rate.” or “A gross rate 
was the only thing we could guar¬ 
antee." The subtext to this is: “We’re 
not that interested in what we tell 
people, we just want to sell a lot" 

Financial institutions are taking 
advantage of investors who have 
been buffeted fry a succession of up¬ 
sets, from the collapse of the equity 
markets in 1987 to sharp falls in'in¬ 
terest rates over the past year. Any¬ 
thing with foe word “guaranteed" in 
it attracts them. 

Lautro should stamp on this as 
hard as it stamped on misleading 
marketing of with-profits bonds last 
year. It should also consider ban¬ 
ning the word “guarantee” from 
marketing literature. As we have 
said before, guarantees are only as 
good as foe person giving them. 


IT HAS always been possible 
to win compensation, an ex¬ 
emption from interest, or a 
speedy refund of overpaid tax. 
but most taxpayers have found 
it very difficult until recently 
(lindsay Cook writes). 

Now there is evidence from 
Weekend Money readers that 
tax offices are responding with 
refunds fay return of post and 
even telephoning taxpayers a t 
work to warn them not to pay 
their next tax instalment in foil 
because a miscalculation 
means they have paid too 
much. 

The system is still slightly 
formal. The tax officers are 
known as Mr. Miss or Mrs 
with no first name, but they 
give their telephone extension 
and if they are not available a 
colleague deals with the query 
straightaway. There are still 
mistakes, but the system al¬ 
lows officers to acknowledge 
them—sometimes. 

In the past. Weekend 
Money has reported victories 
for taxpayers, but they were 
hard won. 

In 1991. a college lecturer, a 
most accomplished and eff¬ 
icient taxpayer, had a bill for 
£860 reduced to £54 after a 
five-month battle: However, 
he was a paragon among 
taxpayers. He had sent off his 
tax return, complete with a 
detailed list of all share and 
unit trust disposals, and inter¬ 
est earned on numerous build¬ 
ing society accounts within 
days of receiving it His

records were meticulous. Most 
taxpayers fall far short of this 
standard. They struggle to 
send bade their tax returns 
within six months, let alone 
the 30 days they are given. 

Part of die reduction in foe 
lecturer's bill was to compen¬ 
sate for his efforts and possibly 
his honesty- On at least one 
occasion, he pointed out he 
had been undercharged. He 
also had to wait a long time for 
replies to some of his letters. 

Last year, we reported on a 
man who had to write 15 
letters and spend £268 on 
accountancy fees to persuade 
the Inland Revenue to refund 
overpaid tax. But the Revenue 
refused to make an ex gratia 
payment under the guidelines 
issued in 1975. 

One client of Blick 
Rothenberg, chartered ac¬ 
countants. who had been on 
the receiving end of a series of 
clerical errors for six months 
last year, was firmly refused 
compensation for foe extra 
costs and time involved while 
the mistakes were being sorted 
out 

The customer services man¬ 
ager at the local tax office said 


the case was not exceptional 
enough. 

It has been easier to stop 
charges being levied. One 
taxpayer who received a tax 
bill for interest earned on his 
savings rather late, soon after¬ 
wards received a bill for foe 
following year rather early. It 
was for exactly die same 
amount He paid the second 
one. without realising there 
were two bills, and when the 
demands for foe first one 
continued to arrive, ignored 
them until threatened with 
legal action. He then proved 
his cheque had cleared and a 
few months later started re¬ 
ceiving more demands for foe 
same amount, which, again, 
were ignored until they be¬ 
came sufficiently threatening. 

At this point, it became dear 
what the misunderstanding 
was and a second cheque was 
dispatched. Not satisfied with 
payment, the Revenue pur¬ 
sued him for interest He 
refused to pay and his account¬ 
ant took up foe point with his 
tax inspector, who was unsym¬ 
pathetic until foe confusion 
became dear. The interest 
daim was dropped but no 


payment for his accountant’s 
time was made. 

Where a mistake is foe result 
of Revenue error when the 
coned information was sup¬ 
plied in foil and on time it is 
possible if it is not discovered 
for a year or more for the 
taxpayer to avoid paying all or 
a proportion of foe tax ML 

If the taxpayer has a rela¬ 
tively low income and foe 
unexpected tax bill would 
cause hardship, foe Revenue 
has the power to caned the 
debt However, few cases are 
dean cut Often there are 
misunderstandings on both 
sides that contribute to the 
wrong amount being paid. 

Large numbers of savers 
continue to have tax deducted 
from their bank and building 
society interest although they 
are non-taxpayers. The Reve¬ 
nue has spent millions of 
pounds trying to get foe 
message across to than that 
they can receive interest gross 
or can daim a refund after foe 
interest is received. 

Those who make daims are 
pleasantly surprised how 
quickly they are dealt with, 
although if the tax involved is 
less than £50 a year, they have 
to wait untO April 6 to make 
die daim. 

Recently plaudits have out¬ 
numbered complaints about 
the Revenue. Readers have 
received tax refunds quickly 
and efficiently and for the 
right amount, and are still 
pinching themselves.

Legal action 
taken over 
ICS payouts

SOLICITORS representing 
up to 700 home income plan 
investors will next week ask 
the High Court to decide 
whether people who took out 
plans before the Investors 
Compensation Scheme 
started on August 28. 1988, 
are still eligible for 
compensation. 

An application for judicial 
review of ICS’s rules on who is 
eligible for compensation win 
be lodged early next week by 
Barnett Sampson, a firm of 
London solicitors. Any ruling 
on interpretations of ICS rules 
will apply to all investors, not 
only those with home income 
plans, although these should 
be among the first to benefit. 

A decision that those invest¬ 
ing or taking advice before 
August 1988 would be cov¬ 
ered if they were still being 
given advice after that date 
could open the way to many 
more eligible claims. 

Richard Barnett a partner 
in the firm, said people who 


had been advised to take out 
home income plans before the 
ICS started should still be able 
to daim compensation be¬ 
cause advisers selling the 
plans were in breach of duly 
by not reviewing their advice 
and remedying it Salesmen 
were under a continuing obli¬ 
gation to give good advice, Mr 
Barnett said. 

Thousands of elderly inves¬ 
tors were encouraged in die 
late eighties to mortgage their 
homes and put the. lump sum 
released into an investment 
bond run by an insurance 
company or. in some cases, the 
adviser. In theory, income 
from the bond would cover 
mongage payments with 
money left over. But the value 
of the bonds fell. At the same 
time, rising interest rates and 
falling property prices have 
left many struggling to make 
the mortgage payments still 
due every month. 

Mr Barnett said there was a 
“whole group of people”

whose dealings with home in¬ 
come plan advisers had oc¬ 
curred just before or had 
straddled the August 28 cut¬ 
off date. One dient had been 
advised to take out a plan in 
late August, but had not 
completed on her mortgage 
until September 2. Under the 
present interpretation of ICS 
rules, she would not be eligible 
for compensation.

can only be compensated for 
negligent advice given after 
die scheme started. However, 
it indicated that it was keen to 
find out if there were Investors 
who had received more bad 
advice after the scheme had 
started and could be compen¬ 
sated on these grounds. For 
example, the home income 
p lan salesman could have 
repealed his recommendation 
to go into the plan after 
August 28. 

The ICS is in the process of 
interviewing investors on their 
tixcumstances but ii does not 
have a deadline for complet¬ 
ing interviews. It said: “We 
wm have to let the judicial 
review go ahead. We are anx¬ 
ious for investors to give us in¬ 
formation. We want to com¬ 
pensate but we want to make 
sure it is within the rules of the 
scheme.” 

Vera and Ben Hawkins, of 
Hayes in Kent were among 
those interviewed by the ICS 
this week. They took our a 
home income plan in July 
1987, through Aylesbury As¬ 
sociates using a loan from the 
Chelt enham & Gloucester 
Building Society but contin¬ 
ued to receive advice from 
Aylesbury Associates tbai the 
plan was suitable until 1991. 
when they cashed in their in¬ 
vestment to redeem some of 
the mortgage. The couple, 
now in their seventies, were 
advised to take out a loan of 
£50.000 on their home, then 
valued at £115,000. and invest 
£30,000 of the money in an 
investment bond. The remain¬ 
ing £20.000 went into shares. 

Mrs Hawkins said: “We 


only went into it after a lor of 
consideration- W'e thought it 
was going to be fine." But they 
discovered in March 1991 
that the value of their £50.000 
had fallen to only £14.900. or 
£13.500 after charges. Mrs 
Hawkins said the ICS had 
been “very fair and helpful" 
but she was "anxiously await¬ 
ing" a decision on whether 
plans taken out before August 
1988 would be covered. 

Investors won another im¬ 
portant battle this week when 
the High Coun ruled that 
widows and widowers of those 
already claim ing or consider¬ 
ing a daim against the com¬ 
pensation scheme could 
continue the daim of a dead 
spouse. 

The ICS has also conceded 
that many people were strug¬ 
gling finan cially while await¬ 
ing compensation because 
they were still having to pay 
mortgage interest It had pre¬ 
viously ruled that it would not 
cover losses suffered by inves¬ 
tors paying mortgages after 
foe “quantification (fete", the 
date up to which compensa¬ 
tion is assessed. Now- it says it 
will pay interest on the sum it 
considers to be eligible for 
compensation from foe quan¬ 
tification riatp until foe pay¬ 
ment date, one month after 
die date on which an offer was 
made to an investor. 

Mr Bametr said this could

The rating is the highest 
possible and is equivalent to 
foot awarded to government 
securities. 

The authorised unit trust, 
with £114 million invested, 
has a higher raring than the 
Halifax, foe largest building 
sodetv. on is long-term paps'. 
It is rated by Moody's as AA1. 
This is higher than the high 
street banks. 

Fidelity decided to seek foe 
ratine for its cash products 
because it thought this would 
give extra comfort to savers 
planning to put money into 
these funds. To win foe rating, 
foe investment house had to 
give hill details of foe fund’s 
background and organis¬ 
ation. foe background and 
qualification of foe fund man¬ 
ager. foe credit quality of the 
fund's assets, foe operational ; 
procedures and controls, and \ 
foe monitoring system. 

The fund invests solely in 
term deposits with banks and 
is usually split betw een at least 
eight banks, chosen on foe 
basis of their creditworthiness. 

It >idds 6 per cent gross. The 
minimum investment is 
£1,000 and investors who put 
in more than £5.000 can have 
a cheque book on their 
account. 

Fideliiy manages more than 
$200 billion, of which ova- 
$70 billion is in money market 
funds. Cash unit trusts have 
gained in popularity in the 
past two years as building : 
society and bank accounts 
have reduced foeir rates. In 
addition, investors are more • 
wary about putting ' their -

Abbey, the second largest 
mortgage lender, charges a 
E50 redemption fee for an 
mortgages in England and 
Wales. It ■ lists a separate 
charge of £50 for deeds han¬ 
dling but customers are not 
charged for both. If the deeds 
are handled but a sale does not 
go through, the fee will be 
charged. If the deeds are 
handled and the sale is com¬ 
pleted, only the redemption 
fee applies. However, if the 
borrower wants only to inspect 
the deeds, the fee is £15. 
y Photocopies cost £5 phis value- 
added tax for five sheets, £9 
phis VAT for 30 sheets and 
£M for more than 30 sheets. 

When a couple divorces and 
the title deeds of a property are 
transferred from joint names 
to only one, the Abbey charges 
£50. as it is for another name 
to be ad d ed. If customers hit 
hard times and, as part of their 
cost cutting, change from an 
endowment loan to a repay¬ 
ment loan, the conversion fee 
is £50. Those who apply to let a 
property they cannot sell are 
charged £50 and customers 
taking out a second mortgage 
with another organisation se¬ 
cured on their home are 
charged £50 phis VAT for the 
Abbey to fill out a question¬ 
naire on their financial stand¬ 
ing. A duplicate annual 
statement costs £10. while a 
list of payments month by 
month costs £30. 

Abbey introduced the 
charges from February 10. A 
spokesman said: “We are not 
making any money on these 
charges. We were making a 
loss on these services and had 
to review the cost so that those 
who require extra work pay for 
it” When the new charges 
were announced, die bank 


said it was bringing its charges 
in line with its mam 
competitors. 

One service that used to be 
free with many lenders was 
the storage of deeds for cus¬ 
tomers who kept £1 in their 
mortgage account Charges 
were introduced a few years 
ago and now Abbey charges a 
one-off £50 fee. Only die 
redemption fee is included in 
the annual percentage rale 
calculations as it Is the only 
one that is universal. Abbey 
explained. 

Weekend Money asked ten 
leading mortgage lenders 
what their charges were for 
these services. Three answered 
within eight hours; four more 
answered the following day 
and the others did not reply 
within 48 hours. 

Lloyds Bank said it bad no 
redemption fee. no charge for 
storing deeds when all but the 
last£l of a loan had been paid 
off. nor did it charge for 
sending a list of payments, 
converting from an endow¬ 
ment to a repayment mort¬ 
gage or for handling or 
inspecting deeds. When cus¬ 
tomers let a property there is 
no specific charge bur extra 
legal costs were passed on. 

The bank charges £50 plus 
VAT for answering questions 
for other lenders advancing 
second mortgages and £6 a 
sheet for duplicate statements. 

Nationwide's redemption 
fee increased to £67 at die 
beginning of the month- This 
is included in die APR calcula¬ 
tions. It charges £15 for retain¬ 
ing deeds £15 for deed 
inspection. £20 fardeedi 

ries and £27 for deed pi_ 

Hon. The latter is included in 
the redemption fee. Convert¬ 


ing an endowment loan costs 
£25. Those letting properties 
axe diarged £50. and those 
wanting second mortgages 
pay £47 for the bank to HI in a 
questionnaire. Customers who 
lose their mortgage statements 
are not charged for replace¬ 
ments within a year, nor for 
interim statements. 

The Halifax published a 
new tariff this month. This 
shows that the mortgage dis¬ 
charge fee is £40 unless the 
mortgage has ran more than 
ten years.

cover is taken. The charge for 
converting from an endow¬

There is no fee for duplicate or 
interim statements.

The Investment Trust Experts 
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of weddings 

liz Dolan reports on Corn hil l s improved 
policy, designed to guard 
against all eventualities on the big day 


A day to remember, photographers are the biggest source of problems, Cornhill says 


WEDDINGS are nor always 
the rose-tinted idylls described 
in society magazines and 
Mills and Boon novels. Plenty 
of things can go wrong mat 
leave organisers financially, as 
weB as socially embarrassed. 

Com hit! Insurance, winch 
has just launched an im¬ 
proved version of its awkward¬ 
ly named Weddingsurance 
policy in time for the annual 
spring weddingfest, ales 
examples. 

Photographers are the most 
fertile source of problems, 
apparently. They forget to 
load cameras, ruin films dur¬ 
ing processing or simply fail to 
turn up- One had a better 
excuse than most when his 
wife went into premature lab¬ 
our as the wedding was about 
to begin. Another’s car was 
stolen and wrecked by 
joyriders. 

Brides appear to be made of 
sterner stuff chan their part¬ 
ners. Cornhill gives wo exam¬ 
ples of bridegrooms suc¬ 
cumbing to last-minute ill¬ 
nesses (appendicitis and 
meningitis} but none involv¬ 
ing brides. 

Other claims have involved 
a wedding dress ruined by a 
small boy and his finger 
paints. 

A growing problem in the 
recession is that of reception 
venues suddenly going bank¬ 
rupt, involving the loss of large 
deposits and the need either to 
find alternative accommoda¬ 
tion at extra cost or to cancel 
the whole event 

The basic Weddingsurance 
package costs £45: pessimists, 
or those planning an expen¬ 
sive ceremony, may choose to 
pay more. Marquees cost ex¬ 
tra, as do esoteric extras such 
as regimental swords, but the 


spokesman said the base poli¬ 
cy covers most eventualities. 

Cancellations are insured 
up to £2,500. This is a 25 per 
cent improvement on the pre¬ 
vious maximum, but still no¬ 
where near the £7.000 that 
Cornhill says is the cost of the 
average wedding. However, 
this Includes honeymoons, 
which do not figure in the 
Weddinsurance package. 

Cancellation must be for 
unforeseen catastrophes, such 
as death, injury, Alness or 
unemployment of the bride, 
groom, or close relatives the 
dosure of the venue for cere¬ 
mony or reception, or the non- 
appearance of transport — 
and not simply because ihe 
family discovers it cannot aff¬ 
ord the wedding, a spokesman 
said. 

The cost of retaking photo¬ 
graphs is insured up to 
£1.000. as is the loss of. or 
damage to. the bride's and 
bridesmaids' dresses, hired \ 
menswear and presents. Max¬ 
imum cover for accidental 
injury or damage to property 
is £1 million, although die 
insured have to pay the first 
£100 of a daim for damage to 
hired premises. Other claims 
are subject to a £25 excess. 

The package includes a 
legal helpline, which advises 
on anything from the drawing 
up of pre-nuptial agreements 
to problems with hotels that 
renege on pre-agreed 
conditions. 

Similar cover is now avail¬ 
able for bar mitzvahs after an 
increasing number of requests 
over recent years. 

Cornhill launched its first . 
weddings insurance policy in 
1988. Norwich Union and 
Methodist & General have 
since followed suit.

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Insurance 
trap for 
jobless 

NEWLY unemployed people 
could lose substantial sums in 
lost benefits, or credit insur¬ 
ance payouts, if they foil to 
register with their local em¬ 
ployment offices as soon as 
possible after losing their jobs 
(liz Dolan writes). 

Insurers normally require 
anyone with redundancy cov¬ 
er to sign on immediately. 
People who have been made 
redundant are entitled to 
benefits from day one, irre¬ 
spective of any redundancy 
cheques received, but credit 
insurers often wait a few 
months before starting 
monthly payments. 

Many people with bank 
loans, or credit cards, may not 
even be aware that these are 
covered by insurance policies. 
They may have failed to spot 
application form instructions 
advising them to tick a box if 
they did not want to pay 
premiums. Others may have 
forgotten policies' existence 
since signing credit agree¬ 
ments. Such policies normally 
cost only a pound or two, 
automatically added to the 
monthly bilL 

Mortgage borrowers will 
normally have made a con¬ 
scious derision to take out 
redundancy cover. 

However, even they may not 
be fully aware of the terms and 
conditions of their policies. 
One reader said: “It did not 
occur to me to register when I 
lost my job because, in those 
days. I had enough savings to 
live on and didn't need to 
daim any money from the 
state.” He did not hurry to 
notify the company with 
which his mortgage repay¬ 
ments were insured because 
the policy required him to 
meet the first two months’ 
repayments. 

Too late, he discovered that 
the DSS would also have paid 
at least part of the mortgage 
payment not covered by his 
insurance policy. 


Medical service hit by swindler

A MEDICAL helicopter ser¬ 
vice has had its wings dipped 
after losing more than 
£50.000 to a “Walter Miny” 
fraudster who, its organisers 
daim. was given a clean bill of 
health by the Sun Affiance 
insurance company. 

Swindler Philip Witcomb' 
was introduced to Careflight. a 
medical helicopter service at¬ 
tached to the threatened Si 
Bartholomew's Hospital by 
Sun Affiance representatives 
in Harlow. Essex. 

Captain Ian Evans. Care- 
flight’s aviation director, says 
he was told by Paul Trenholm. 
a Sun Alliance consultant that 
he and his colleagues had 
access to investment funds 
that might assist the scheme. 

Captain Evans met Tren¬ 
holm. his Sun Alliance boss, 
Dominic Russell, and a senior 
financial consultant with the 
company. Dermot Eustace. It 
was Mr Eustace, he says, who 
introduced him to Philip Wit- 
comb. When Witcomb met 
Careflight officials, he asked 
whether they would arrange 
private flights for him. 

Dr Aubrqy Bristow. Care- 
flight’s medical director, said: 


“When a specific request to fhr 
to Switzerland was received 
from Witcomb. we called our 
Sun Affiance contact, Mr Eus¬ 
tace. He said credit references 
on Mr Witcomb had been tak¬ 
en up by Sun Affiance as they 
were negotiating ‘substantial 
business' with him, and he 
was indeed creditworthy.” 

Captain Evans agreed: 
"Eustace gave me a verbal 
assurance that banking refer¬ 
ences had been taken up on 
Witcomb by Sun Alliance, and 
he was insistent that we should 
extend Witcomb credit lesr our 
‘deal’ be jeopardised.” 

Careflight then provided 
Witcomb with flights costing 
£52.000. but Witcomb failed 
to pay a penny. Last week, at 
Gufldford Crown Court, be 
was convicted on three 
charges of fraud and remand¬ 
ed for sentencing cm March 5. 

Detective Constable Mike 
Ashton of Essex Police said of 
Witcomb: “When we started 
checking into his background, 
we found out that he had been 
made bankrupt He stated in 
court that he owns companies 
in Spain and he is owed a lot 
of money. We were assisted by 


Interpol, bur it was very diffi¬ 
cult to substantiate one way or 
the other—except that he was 
definitely a bankrupt” 

When it became dear that 
Witcomb could not pay Care¬ 
flight Dr Bristow and Cap¬ 
tain Evans contacted Sun Al¬ 
liance’s head office. They were 
told that Mr Eustace, its senior 
financial consultant in Har¬ 
low, had been acting privately 
in his talks with Careflight, 
while simultaneously selling 
Sun Affiance products. 

Dr Bristow says the com¬ 
pany finally admitted it was 
doing business with Witcomb 
and had ordered a credit 
check on him. However, the 
results of foe check were not 
received and had never been 
followed up. 

A Sun Affiance spokeswom¬ 
an confirmed foe company’s 
denial of responsibility for foe 
damage to Careflight She 
said: “We do not have a lia¬ 
bility towards Dr Bristow or 
Careflight because foe repre¬ 
sentative, Mr Eustace, was act¬ 
ing in a private capacity when 
he effected foe introduction 
between Dr Bristow and Mr 
Witcomb. We believe that on 


no occasion did he offer any 
assurance as to MrWitcomb's 
ability to pay for his flights, or 
any assurances regarding his, 
financial position.” Sun Alli¬ 
ance added that it was not 
responsible for anything Mr. 
Eustace might have done of 
said, as he was self-employed. 

Mr Eustace himself agreed- 
he did know Mr Witcomb. 
But “I don't any more, 1 am 
afraid," he said. Told that 
Careflight was co-operating in 
foe preparation of this article. 
Mr Eustace said: “Number 
one, I would prefer my name 
did not appear. And number 
two. I want to definitely make 
sure, hopefully, that foe com¬ 
pany’s name does not appear.” 

Despite the harm done by 
Witcomb to a medical service 
operating on a tight budget, 
Careflight is stiff very much in 
burin ess. Nevertheless, the 
damage done has been very 
real. Dr Bristow says: “I would 
state publicly that this debt will 
prevent us expanding foe ser¬ 
vice, and will restrict us so that 
we cannot move all the pa¬ 
tients we are asked to more. 
Patients will suffer and may 
die as a result”

Lautro to monitor misleading claims

SOME life offices selling bonds guaran¬ 
teeing money back or a proportion of 
stock market growth cooJd be misleading 
investors fay promising gross re tons 
when these cannot be achieved.

Simplifying social legislation 

From Dr Des Keenan 


Sir, In 1908 and 1909, Uqyd 
George and his ally Winston 
Churchill brought in two of 
the fundamental pieces of 
soda! legislation in this coun¬ 
try. the old age pension and 
the employed workers unem¬ 
ployment insurance. 

The basic old age pension 
was 5 shillings a week, means 
tested. For some reason, em¬ 
ployers were made to pay part 
of the insurance, and it re¬ 
mains as a pay-roll tax to this 
day. 

Now there is a tangled forest 
of entitlements. From person¬ 
al experience. I am convinced 
that half of the cast arises from 
correcting the administrators’ 
own errors. 

A single mistake by one 
department affects several oth¬ 
ers. and the correction has to 
be negotiated individually 
with each department 
Reducing and simplifying 
the system is essential, though 
reductions will be opposed 
bitterly. 

Concessions, like employers' 
contributions or redundancy 
money became established as 
rights. 

The following provisions 
should be made by the state as 
a safety net 

1) A basic old age pension 
equivalent to 5 shillings a 
week for all with no means test 
and no work test 


2} The equivalent sum as so¬ 
cial security for all the unem¬ 
ployed, men, and women, and 
children with means and 
availability for work tests 
where appropriate. 

3) A comprehensive public 
health service providing essen¬ 
tial medical care. 

4) Every old age pensioner 
should have free phone. 

These should be paid out of 
general taxation, for the 
present national insurance 
contributions are merely dis¬ 
guised taxes. 

For the rest, the government 
should encourage employers’ 
or mutual benefit insurance 
schemes for additional health 
care, income, etc. 

These once existed but were 
destroyed by a socialist bias 
against self-help. 

Both my parents had be¬ 
longed to contributory pen¬ 
sion schemes and ended up in 
their old age getting less than 
the feckless who had no other 
income! 

All benefits from personal 
insurance plans, whether Peps 
or Scottish Widows should be 
additional to state benefits; 
otherwise you may lose more 
than you gain.

Sir, In the light of your item in 
The Times (February 13) — 
“Careless taxpayers give gov¬ 
ernment £8 billion bonus a 
year" — I have been wonder¬ 
ing what to do with my 
mother's income tax. She is 93 
and now incapable of signing 
her name. She lives in a 
nursing borne and I deal with 
her finances. 

The nursing home fees are 
paid with two pensions, anen- 
dance allowance, and the in¬ 
come from building society 
interest, topping up with capi¬ 
tal from time to time. 

In the year ending April 5, 
1993. with the interest and 
capital diminishing, she will 
probably be entitled to in¬ 
creased age allowance, and no 
longer taxable at 25 percent 
My problem is that some 
years ago we organised her 
bufiding society in v estme nts 
into joint accounts so that I 
could withdraw as necessary 
on her behalf. 

Last year, r noticed thar 
some of'the accounts could be 
transferred to accounts paying 
higher interest. When I set 
about doing this I was told 
that my mother’s signature 
would be required reopen the 
new account 

1 told the building society 
that she was no longer capable 
of signing, and they suggested 
I dosed die joint account and 
opened a new one in my sole 
name. This I did and contin¬ 
ued to use the income solely 
for her nursing home fees. 

If I attempt to get an income 
tax refund for her. shall I find 
myself in difficulties since the 
accounts are ostensibly in my 
name? I do also have building 
society accounts of my own, for 
which, this year, I obtained 
income tax repayment as a 
married woman. 

I did not dedare my moth¬ 
er's accounts (in my name) as I 
do not regard them as belong¬ 
ing to me.

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Maradona returns for a walk on the wild side

T he celebration of Argen- 
fana's football centena¬ 
ry was all (fast you 
ask and. predictably. a 
nttie that yon would not 
Diego Maradona attempted 

to steal the show on his TeWn 

for his eightieth cap hot was 
outshone by his Seville col¬ 
league. Simeone. as the South 
American rivals clawed each 
other like tigers. 

So many of the pearls of 60 
years of the World Cup. as 
wen as the occasional villain, 
have come from Argentina 
and Brazil, five times winners 
between them. Here they 
showed, once again, the de¬ 
gree to which their dazzling 
technique separates them 
from all but a handful of 
European players: even if that 
does not always make than 
the winning team. This was a 
cascade of full-blooded at¬ 
tacking football that either 
could have won by two goals 
but which ended 1-1. 

The spontaneity of the play, 
with most players aWe to beat 
an opponent with the bafl. 
took memory bade to the 
Morions Fifties, when football 

was dominated by Individuals 
more than by managers and 
tactics, and was cons tantl y 
the joy it was at the River 
Plate stadium, with not a' 
spare seat among 75,000, on 
Thursday ni gh* 

Rnggeri, the Argentina 
sweeper, and Vakto were sent 
off with a quarter of an hour 
to go, tussling in Brazil's 
defensive wall no more than 
six yards from a free kick. But 
I would blame the Uruguayan 
referee for initially faffing to 
impose the ten-yard law on 
Brazil and Fife, the world 
governing body, for contin¬ 
uing with a law that is seldom 
imposed. 

Argentina have the Indian 


sign on Brazil. In extending 
their unbeaten run under 
Alfio Bas3e to 22 
since losing the 1990 World 
Cup final they stretched to 
17 years the interval smy 
BraziTs last victory over them. 
This was the thud draw in 
Basflc’s two years; with a 3-2 
victory on the way to the 1991 
South American champion¬ 
ship. For an hour, sharp as 
razors and as enterprising 
here as they were negative in 
Rome two years ago, they 
looked set to win again. 

The charm of Brazil is that 
they want to play with toe ball 
as much as with each other. 
They attempted this too often 
in the first halt losing posses¬ 
sion in nddfieki when flowing 
forward and being hammered 
on the counterat tack as 
Simeone, Mancuso and 
Maradona sent C anigg ia and 
Batistuta bearing down on 
gnaL 

If Carlos Parreira, the Bra¬ 
zil manager, had room for 
satisfaction, it lay in the 
steadiness, often under in¬ 
tense pressure, of his conven¬ 
tional flat bade four. Silva, 
seemingly indestructible, 
looked one of the best tack- 
lers Brazil have had in years. 

T he disappointment for 
Brazil was Rai the tall 
younger brother of Soc¬ 
rates. who graced two World 
Cups in the Eighties. BasDe, 
playing with five in midfield 
in from of Rugged and 
markers Vazquez and Alta- 
nrirano, gave Franco the task 
of subduing Rai Recently 
transferred from Sao Paulo, 
the wodd dob champions, to 
Paris SaintHGennam.

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Chelsea 
minder 
sets out 
his stall

A WEEK ago David Webb 
was trying to self a 20-ton 
crane and a job lot of moun¬ 
tain bikes. Tomorrow he will 
be in charge of the Chelsea 
team for the Premier League 
match with Blackburn Rovers 
at Ewood Park. 

Life changed for the man 
who readily admits to having 
been “a bit of an Arthur Daley 
figure’* when Chelsea dis¬ 
missed Ian Porterfield last 
Monday. Ken Bates, the club 
chairman, immediately ush¬ 
ered in Webb, a Stamford 
Bridge favourite as a player, 
and told him the job was his 
until at least the end of the 
season. 

Webb, who used to deal in 
“a bit of gear down the King's 
Road" in his days as a Chelsea 
player, turned readOy to sell¬ 
ing mountain bikes from a 
lock-up in Southend when he 
parted company with the 
town's football chib last 
summer. 

Webb had steered Southend 
from the fourth to the second 
division but life at Roots Hall 
soured after a contract wran¬ 
gle with Vic Jobson, his 
chairman. 

Now he has a three-month 
contract at the dub with 
which, as a boisterous centre 
half, he won an FA Cup 
winner’s medal in 1970. 

It is just great to be 
involved again," he said yes¬ 
terday. “I am especially look¬ 
ing forward to the match 
because Kenny Dalglish [the 
Blackburn manager] is a good 
friend of mine." 

During his Southend days, 
Webb delighted in putting one 
over on Dalglish and his team 
put a brake on Blackburn’s 
promotion drive last winter by 
beating them 3-0 at Roots 
HaEL He would give a lot fora 
similar score tomorrow to 
bring to an end Chelsea's 
winless nin, which stretches 
back to December. 

“I win not be taking a big 
carving knive to my new 
team," he said. “I wfll give 
these players a game or two 
while 1 have a good look at 
them. Already I can see that 
there is undoubted talent here. 
My job is to manipulate and 
organise the playm to Chel¬ 
sea’s best advantage." 
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A n epic climb has been going 
on for some time in the 
cricket world, an attempt on 
one of the great summits of sport 
It involves the Indian all-rounder, 
Kapil Dev. and his ambition, 
before the years overtake him, to 
beat Sir Ridiard Hadlee's wonder¬ 
ful record of 431 Test wickets. 

In the second Test match in 
Madras last weekend, while mak¬ 
ing merry against England’s toD- 
ing attack, Kapil scored his 
5.000th Test run. Yesterday, in 
Bombay, he took his 417th Test 
wicket From all accounts, his spell 
of seven overs at the start of 
England's second innings in Ma¬ 
dras was much the best piece of 
quicker bowling in the match. 

From this it might seem that 
only some sudden and serious 
injury can stop Kapil from reach¬ 
ing the goal he has set himself. 
The other possible snag is the 
amount of Test cricker India are 
likely to play in the reasonably 
near future. They have Zimbabwe 
coming for one Test next month 
and are scheduled to four Sri 
Lanka and Pakistan later this year 
but India and Pakistan must have 
about as much chance of playing 
cricket against each other in the 
present political climate as the 
Serbs and Bosnians have of enjoy* 
ing a friendly game of football. 

It is no help to Kapil, either, that 
India have remembered at last 
that their best way of winning Test 
matches is, 3nd always has been, 
through spin. Happily, though. 
Kapil's form remains good, and he 
is thinking in terms of taking 500 
Test wickets, not 432. 

He was, by three years, the 
youngest of the quartet of great all- 
rounders who so embellished the 
1980s. Of the others. Hadlee and 
Imran Khan, now both past 40. 
are in honourable retirement, and 
Ian Botham, who is 37. has 
accepted, I fancy, that even his 
Test days are done. Kapil, 34 last 
month, has become the father 
figure of the Indian side. 

It would be wrong to see him as 
a typical Indian cricketer. He is 
anything but. Coming from the 


Punjab, he is taller and stronger 
than the average Indian. He is a 
Jath, a sea to which the Indian 
army looks for recruits. This 
influenced Kapil's development as 
a cricketer in two crucial ways. It 
bestowed on him the build of a fast 
bowler, and gave him the height 
and power to drive a cricket ball as 
lustily as anyone ever did. He bats 
not so much like an Indian — all 
eye and magic — as like Keith 
Mfller or Botham, all pomp and 
derring-do. 

Nobody who was at Lord's for 
the first Test match of 1990 will 
forget the manner in which Kapil 
saved India from following on. 
though not from defeat When he 
was joined by Hirwani. the last 
man in and no sort of a batsman. 
24 runs were needed to make 


Kapil knows, as our 
fast bowlers seem to 
have forgotten, it is 
where you bowl that 
matters, not how fast 


England bat again. After Hirwani 
had blocked his first ball, the last of 
an over from Angus Fraser, and 
before he was bowled by his 
second, the first of Fraser's next 
over. KapQ drove four successive 
balls from Hemmings straight for 
six. strokes of unimaginable 
disdain. 

In the corresponding Test 
match eight years earlier, KapQ 
had scored 89 in 55 balls with 
hitting of extraordinary violence, 
whereupon, after being last out 
with less than an hour of the fourth 
day left he took three England 
wickets for eight runs in four overs. 
Last month m Port Elizabeth his 
eighth Test hundred (129 in 277 
balls) enabled India to recover 
from 31 forsixto 197 for nine and 
was described as electrifying. 

KapQ is the most explosive 
batsman India have ever had It 


was C. B. Fry’s opinion drat Indi¬ 
ans make the most natural bats¬ 
men of alL Sunil Gavaskar, the 
Pataudis. Ranji and his nephew 
Duleep. the prolific Vijay Mer¬ 
chant the elegant Rusi Modi, the 
intrepid Gundappa Viswanalh 
and countless others bear him out 
But they have invariably done so 
with a gentle, wristy touch, and not 
savagely in the way that KapQ 
(foes. That KapQ has performed 
such wonders as often as not in a 
struggling cause, and in an age 
when the game as it is generally 
played does few favours to the 
Indians' innate qualities, en¬ 
hances his record 

Of his 123 Test matches. 58 
have been in India, mostly on 
pilches that have had little to offer 
bowfeis of his type. Of his 417 Test 
wickets, 210 have been taken at 
home. 51 in Australia. 43 in 
England. 43 in Pakistan. 35 in 
West Indies. 13 in New Zealand 
11 in Sri Lanka, eight in South 
Africa and three in Zimbabwe. 

For those who like to read 
something into such statistics, 
29.5 per cent of those in India 
have gone fo leg-before derisions 
and 20.8 per cent of those in other 
countries. Of the 43 Test wickets 
he has taken in England, 23-3 per 
cent have been leg-before. The 
equivalent figure in Australia is 
11.8 percent 

In pace he has never been up 
with the Hadlees and the Imrans 
or the Thomsons and the Lillees: 
his success has had much more to 
do with movement and accuracy 
than with oppression, and that 
made it the more worrying for him 
when, two or three years ago. he 
lost his outswinger. KapQ puts this 
down to too much oneway cricket, 
where the narrower interpretation 
of Law 24 lei to his bring called 
for wides that would have passed 
muster in the conventional game.

Wont Be Gone Long was 
running only his seven m race 
since setting a track record in 
the John Hughes Memorial 
Chase over one circuit of the 
Ain tree course in 1990. The 
Grand National has been the 
11-year-old chaser’s objective 
all season, and Corals cut him 
from 40-1 to 25-1.

Safety at 
fences 
must be 
priority 

Point-to-point

WHEN John Sharp was still 
lying concussed at a fence 
horses were due to jump in 
a point-to-point last Satur¬ 
day, the doctors told the 
fence attendant to wave the 
runners round the jump. All 
but two of the riders ignored 
this instruction and the race 
was completed. 

Had all the runners gone 
round the fence, the race 
would have been void. The 
present Jockey Onb stance 
of insisting that afl jumps 
have to be taken can be 
supported up to a point, but 
specific instructions need to 
be given to coverall eventu¬ 
alities and safety most come 
first 

The fence attendant 
should be elevated to fence 
steward, given full responsi¬ 
bility and be properly 
briefed. Nearly always, the 
present marking system 
with discs should be ade¬ 
quate. but when there is 
more than one seriously 
injured rider or horse un¬ 
able to be moved, there may 
not be sufficient room to 
jump the fence safely. 

The steward would then 
have the choice of two 
actions: waving the horses 
past if it was safe to do so. 
or stopping the race. If all 
horses were officially waved 
past then the result of the 
race should stand. 

On the sixth Saturday of 
the season, there are still 
four areas where owners 
have not been given a 
chance to compete locally.

HOW often have the English 
arrived in Edinburgh for a five 
nations' championship match 
♦o be greeted by wind, rain 
and glowering sides? Yet when 
Celt meets Celt, as Alan Da¬ 
vies. the Wales coach, put it.

SRU defends decision 
to request payment

PAYMENTS to photograph 
Scottish rugby players are 
being requested by a paid 
official of the Scottish Rugby 
Union (SRU). with its 
approval. 

The SRU's administrative 
assistant, Gordon Alston, sug¬ 
gested to a leading sports 
photographic agency, AH- 
sport, this week that its re¬ 
quest to photograph the 
Scotland scrum half, Gary 
Armstrong, might be difficult 
without payment But Alston 
is reported to have said that 
“for a donation to the players' 
fund he might give you some 
of his time". No precise sum 
was mentioned 

The Scotland players ar¬ 
range their off-field commer¬ 
cial matters through an agent 
Fraser Robertson. He liaises 
closely with Alston, who 
works in the SRU office at 
Murrayfield The SRU secre¬ 
tary. Bill Hogg, yesterday 


denied there was any wrong¬ 
doing, but such a request for 
money by an official of an 
amateur union will surprise 
most people in the game. It is 
also a departure from the 
tradition that the rugby me¬ 
dia should have full access to 
the players without charge. 

Hogg defended a system 
that he said — without divulg¬ 
ing figures — was earning the 
Scotland squad more money 
than their counterparts in 
England “Gordon is the man 
in the office and the system 
seems to us to work very 
well." he said 

“We have arranged monies 
for the players through spon¬ 
sors which is now permitted 
by the IRFB rules. We got 
together with the players on it 
and are working in tandem. 
That means any schemes do 
not have to be approved 
separately by the SRU 
committee."

Sugar Boy 
Malinga and Tony Thornton, made 
him look ordinary. 

Eubank takes another step tonight 
to devalue himself further by defend¬ 
ing his tide against Lindell Holmes, 
aged 35. at Olympia. Holmes has 
boxed only once in 19 months, 
against Ralph Moncreiff. aged 42, 
after being knocked out by Danin 
Van Horn. Holmes's points win over 
Moncreiff, who is no more than a 
journeyman, earned him a No. 7 
position in the rankings of the WBO. 
He is not ranked in the top ten by the 
three other world bodies. 

No wonder Boxing News said: 


“How can an old inactive fighter, 
taken the distance by a 42-year-old 
last time out, possibly be given a 
chance of dethroning someone like 
Eubank. who's in his prime at 26? 
This match is little better than 
Riddick Bowe's fiasco against Mich¬ 
ael Dokes in New York earlier this 
month.” 

Eubank said: “My intention is to 
secure more points than him. If he 
hits me l‘D retaliate. 1 intend to 
outbox him. If he steps out of line. 111 
knock him out** 

“Sounds good.” Holmes said. He 
said he had taken the bout to make 
up money he lost in a divorce case 
and he would not carry on boxing 
beyond 1993, even if he won the title. 
“I want to keep my sanity,” he said. 


"Fighters suffer some type of damage 
but I’m not impaired menially” 

Billy Gutz, Holmes's manager, 
blamdd marital problems for his 
defeat by Van Horn. The 19 months 
of inactivity was due to the fact that 
nobody; including Nunn and Thorn¬ 
ton. would take on Holmes. “When 
Don. King told Nunn. ‘You’re fight¬ 
ing Lindell Holmes’, Nunn told 
King, 'You fight Lindell Holmes',” 
Gutz said. “Five years ago this kid 
[Eubankj and Lindell didn't belong 
in the same ring. Lindell has got 
more first-round knockouts than 
Eubank’s got knockouts.” 

Then after a pause. Gutz said: 
“He's trained well, he's been training 
with James Toney. Only one thing 
bothers me. Lindell. He’s got the 


guns, he's got to be able to puB the 
trigger.” 

Holmes, though never quite a top- 
rank boxer, is technically far better 
than Eubank, having beaten, in his 
time. Buster Drayton. Murray Suth¬ 
erland and Lotte Mwale. Holmes 
was at his best in the late 1 980s when 
he lost a controversial world title 
decision to Chong-PaJ Paric. But he 
won the vacant IBF title in 1990 by 
outpointing Frank Tate. He de¬ 
fended the title twice. 

Against Van Horn he tired badly. 
Holmes has always had a question 
mark over his stamina: he was 
knocked out by Irving Hines in three 
and by Dwight Davison in eight It is 
possible to see Eubank stopping him 
by file fifth or sixth round.

Morceli offers 
record deal 
of something 
for nothing

meets Noureddine Morceli, die quiet 
Algerian who wants to break two world 
indoor records in Birmingham today

IT IS not often these days that 
world records come for noth¬ 
ing. especially outside world 
championships or Olympic 
} Games. Addis Abebe collected 
$500,000 (£330,000) for a 10 
kilometres road world besr last 
month. 

There wifi be $50,000 in 
April for anyone setting a 
world's fastest time in the 
London Marathon and a pole 
vault world record by Sergey 
Bubka usually shifts about 
$80,000 his way. 

So Andy Norman, the pro¬ 
moter of the TSB indoor 
meeting in Birmingham to¬ 
day, may haw found a bar¬ 
gain. “Buy one. get one free.” 
is the offer coming from 
Noureddine Morceli. 

Norman will pay bonus 
money to Morceli if he breaks 
the ten-year-old indoor mile 
world record, but for the 
Algerian, being the talent that 
he is. one record is not 
enough. He wants to beat the 
1.500 metres marie along the 
way. No bonus for that one. 
though. 

“I want to break two world 
records." he said. Though 
there have been mutterings 
that he is not as fit as he would 
have us believe, when Morceli 
talks world records we must 
pay attention. He has. after all, 
three to his name. In between 
setting indoor and outdoor 
records for 1.500 metres, he 
ran one at 1.000 metres in 
Birmingham last February. 

“The track is very, very fast." 
he said on Thursday. Morse- 
lee (not More-chelly) often has 
his name misprounounced 
and misspelt but does it bother 
him? “No. as long as people 
know who I am.” he said. 
Who is he then? 

Morceli. 22, is one of nine 
children and a devout Muslim 
who reads the Koran daily 
and fasts for 30 days at 
Ramadan. He is softly spoken 
and unaffected by his success. 


“I always ny to be who I am 
and be nice to people.” be 
said. He is the 1.500 metres 
world record-holder, indoors 
and outdoors, and world 
champion at both. 

His 3rain 28.82sec out¬ 
doors in Rieti. Italy, last Sep¬ 
tember took him into territory 
unexplored by Cram. Ovett. 
Coe and Aouita. “I am the 
only one who has run under 
3:29: it is something special” 
he said. He attributes his 
talent to Allah and offers 
rather less thanks to the Alge¬ 
rian federation. 

Five years ago, he packed 
bis bags and left for college in 
the United States after the 
federation refused his request 
for assistance. He had just 
finished second in the world 
junior championships. 

.*T was so mad with the 
federation, so I decided to go 
to America for training," he 
said. And the relationship now 
that he is a great champion? 
“Still not good,” he said. 

His inspiration was his 
brother. Abderahmane. who 
set an African 1,500 metres 
record in 1977 when finishing 
fourth in the World Cup. He 
should have been better. “He 
wasn’t serious and had too 
much fun.” Morceli said. 

Now, another Morceli is 
coming: All 20, who runs a 
decent 800 metres. Will be be 
as good as Noureddine? “I 
don't think so. He is kind of 
lazy. I am very dedicated 
about what 1 do." 

Morceli’s priority this year is 
not, he said, to retain his 
outdoor world tide but to 
break Cram’s eighfryear-old 
outdoor mile world record of 
3min 46.32sec. “1 should run 
3:45.3:44 very easy,” he said. 
Before die 1996 Olympic 
Games, after which, he said, 
he would move up to 5,000 
metres, he believes he is capa¬ 
ble of running 3:26 for 1,500 
metres.

Unlike many others who 
have held the 1,500 metres or 
mile world record. Coe espe¬ 
cially, Morceli coaches him¬ 
self, setting his own training 
schedules. Not that he ignores 
good advice: he has combined 
die best of Coe’s, Aouita’s and 
Cram’s training. “You have to 
be smart” he said. 

The records he is chasing 
today are his own 3 rain 
34.16sec (1.500 metres) and 
Eamonn CoghJan’s 3 rain 
49.78 (mile). When John 
Walker set an outdoor mile 


world record of 3:49.4, he 
passed 1,500 in 3:34 J. 

Two weeks ago. Morceli 
managed only 3:55.06 in 
New York. That said, he set 
his 1.500 metres outdoor 
world record less than a 
month after running 13 sec¬ 
onds slower for seventh place 
in the Olympics, for which his 
build-up was hampered by 
injury. 

In Birmingham last year!. 
Morceli won unchallenged. 
Today, provided he is not 
fooling about his fitness, he 


should be far enough ahead to 
give us his version of Home 
Alone 11. 

But the meeting is not 
entirely dependent on Morceli 
for world-record talk. Colin 
Jackson, pushed by a field of 
the best Americans, could 
challenge Greg Foster's 
7.36sec for the 60 metres 
hurdles. Meriene Ottey. after 
setting a 200 metres world 
record last weekend, wants to 
reclaim the 60 metres mark 
she has just lost to Irina 
Privalova at 6.92sec.

WHEN Mike Nicolle. of 
Guernsey, knocked fan Schu¬ 
back. the bolder and No. 1 
seed, out of the first round of 
the Midland Bank world in¬ 
door singles championship 
yesterday, he became the first 
Channel islander to win a 
game in the event since it was 
first staged in 1979. 

Nicolle. a 100-1 outsider, 
startled Schuback with his 
consistent drawing to the jade 
over the first four ends. That 
was how long it took him to 
win the first set. 7-1, before the 
holder had time to settle. 

Schuback. drawn unwill¬ 
ingly into attempting too 
many forceful shots, had little 
luck, but stuck to his task well 
enough to salvage the second 
set. scoring a three to break a 
3-3 deadlock, and squaring 
the match with a angle. 

The Australian took full 
advantage of a lapse in 
NicoQe’s concentration to col¬ 
lect another treble to lead 6-5 
in the third set, and had 
established a good set lie when 
bad luck intervened. 

Driving to send the jack out 
of hounds. Nicolle struck it 
but the speeding jack hit one 
of his own bowls and came to 
rest where it gave Nicolle the 
two shots he needed to win the 
set 

Schuback won the fourth set 
7-1 in 15 minutes, hut NicoDe 
sped into a 5-2 lead in the 
decider and produced a magi¬ 
cal matebwinner that left 
Schuback with no option but 
to fire. He missed twice, by less 
than an inch. 

“It was a lucky result” 
NicoDe said, but there were no 
complaints from the deposed 
champion, who said he was 
delighted to have been in¬ 
volved in such a good game. 

It was the second the time 
that the hirsute Channel 
Islands architect has beaten a 
top-ranked Australian. 

In 1988 he surprised tire 
bowling world when he 
defeated Kenny Williams 
in the world outdoor 
championships. 

“That win helped someone 
else," he said, referring to the 
way his victory over Williams 
had allowed Willie Wood, of 
Scotland, into the final. “This 
one was more important 
because it helped me. I hope it 
has put Guernsey on the 
bowlers’ map, too.”

IN BOMBAY 

A MAGNIFICENT undefeat¬ 
ed 99 by Graeme Hick re¬ 
stored England to respect¬ 
ability here yesterday after a 
calamitous start to die third 
and final Test match. Eng¬ 
land finished the first day on 
239 for seven, unimaginable 
riches when they collapsed to 
118 for six soon after lunch. 

Should Hick complete his 
first Test hundred the; morn¬ 
ing, the 68th first-class century 
of his career, it will have taken 
him 14 Tests to do so. But on 
yesterday’s evidence, the wait 
will have been worthwhile. 

If he goes on to score as 
prolifically in the Test arena as 
he has in county cricket, be 
win rarely play a better or 
more valuable innings for his 
country. 

“We needed an innings like 
that,” Keith Fletcher, the man¬ 
ager, said, delighted at the 
prospect of Hick breaking 
through as an England bats¬ 
man. “He just needs to get 
confidence. You can score as 
many runs as you tike in 
county cricket tut you have 
still got to prove to yourself 
that you can do it at Test kveL 

“I’d like to see him go on 
and get a big hundred.

And if he does 
start scoring runs, we really 
have got a fine cricketer, 
because he is an outstanding 
catcher and a good off 
spinner.” 

At a time of supreme need. 
Hick came to England’s res¬ 
cue with a virtually faultless 
display on a turning wicket 
against Indian spinneis with 
their tails up. He batted for 
249 minutes without giving a 
chance, using his feet will, 
killing foe spin assuredly and 
punishing the loose ball 
severely.

Premier League 
raises glass 

to record £12m 
sponsorship

THE FA Premier League 
yesterday secured the most 
lucrative sponsorship contract 
in British sporting history 
when it agreed a four-year E12 
minion deal with Bass, the 
brewer. The previous biggest 
was Embassy’s seven-year £1! 
million tie-up with snooker. 

From August, the competi¬ 
tion will be known as the FA 
Carting Premier League — 
Bass. Britain’s biggest brewer, 
is the producer of the lager. 
Carting Black LabeL 

Last year, a group of eight 
Premier League dubs banded 
together® fcriock a £10 million 
Bass sponsorship on three 
separate occasions because 
they felt it would cause conflict 
of interest involving their own 
individual agreements with 
breweries. 

Liverpool has a contract 
with Carisberg. Nottingham 
Forest with I abates, Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur with Holsten 
and Blackburn Rovers with 
McEwans. Their teams wear 
shirts emblazoned with their 
sponsor’s name but from next 
season, they win have to 
incorporate a Bassy Premier 
League logo. 

After a gathering of the 
Premier League chairman in 
London yesterday, it was de¬ 
rided that a collective £3 
milli on a year, which guaran¬ 
tees each drib £137,000 a 
season, was too good an offer 
to turndown. 

Liverpool and Forest voiced 
misgivings — they are con¬ 
cerned that the deal will 
jeopardise their chances of 
renewing individual contracts 
— but the meeting lasted just 
minutes and the issue was not 
even put to a vote. 

Ride Parry, the Premier 
League’s chief executive, said: 
“This conflict of interests was 
obviously an issue for some 
dubs but Bass are happy for 
rival brewers to continue indi¬ 
vidual sponsorships. 

“If any other brewer wants 
to sign a new sponsorship 
deal, they will also be wel¬ 
come. Bass have made it dear 
they will do nothing to com¬ 
promise individual agree¬ 
ments or cause breach of 
contracts.” 

The Bass contract is subject 
to ratification by the FA Coun¬ 
cil, which meets on March 8, 
but that will merely be a 
rubber-stamping operation. 
Bass already sponsor foe Scot¬ 


tish Cup through their 
Tennents label and the rugby 
League championship via 
Stones bitter. 

Pany said: “Bass’s commit¬ 
ment shows faith in the Pre¬ 
mier League’s ability to leal 
football into a new era. Of 
course Liverpool and other 
dubs with brewery sponsors 
are concerned. But we are all 
grown-ups and believe we can 
make it work. There is a spirits 
of ocH^peration and unity." * 

The agreement marks a 
personal triumph for Pany. 
who has coaxed the chairmen 
into coming around to the 
idea of a central sponsorship. 
“I’m delighted to have secured 
it at long Last,” he said. “The 
cash will be helpful for dubs 
faced with ground improve¬ 
ment bills.” 

Pany has also averted the 



threat of the so-called “Plati¬ 
num Eight” dubs, who were 
originally opposed to the Bass 
deal and formed their own 
rebel breakaway group. The 
eight led by Liverpool, have 
already signed a £300,000per 
dub agreement with Dama, a 
perimeter advertising firm. 

Sir John Quinton, foe Pre¬ 
mier League chairman, said: 
“If the Platinum Eight ever 
existed, I don’t think they do 
now." The value of the con¬ 
tract highlights the extent to 
winch football sponsorship 
has grown over the past ten 
years. In 1983, when the 
Football League signed its first 
such deal with Canon, it was 
worth £33 million for three 
years and involved 92 dubs. A 
decade on, Bass has paid 
almost four times as much for 
one division. 

Cricket, in which CornhiH 
Insurance has invested £33 
miltion in backing Test 
matches for its present two- 
year contract, is not in foe 
same league. _

Comet catastrophes 
COMETS are agents not only of 
life but of death. It seems that 
something (a companion star, per¬ 
haps) periodically sends squadrons 
of comets plunging into the inner 
solar system, where they subject the 
Earth to a mighty pehing. Sutih is 
the prevalent explanation of what 
caused the massive extinction 
events that dot the fossfl record, 
recording grim episodes when as 
many as nine tenths of all living 
species disappeared more or less 
overnight (that is, in geological 
time, over thousands rather than 
millions of years). 

If so. comets present us with a 
morality tale about how the same 
event can seem very different from 
two points of view. The catastrophe 
that wiped out the dinosaurs looks 
relatively cheerful. It made way for 
our ancestors to evolve, and thus 
granted us dominion over our 
planet But now that we rule, we 
reek no further visitations by celes¬ 
tial doom. An alarmed Nasa is 
thinking of arming missiles to push 
threatening comets off course, lest 
the world be transformed anew. 



Inner and outer space 
ALL that we can ever comprehend 
of the universe must reside within 
our minds. That’s the human 
condition, and the predicament of 
every other intelligent being in the 
universe, too. You may be a diy- 
sized squid so smart that you can 
compose a symphony and balance 
the galactic budget before break¬ 
fast. but your conception of the 
universe will of necessity always 
dwell within your mind. 

This means, of course, that one’s 
model of the universe is smaller — 
lesser, in some sense — than the 
reality. 

But that’s not such a bad thing. 
Models by definition are lesser 
than the reality they represent. The 
amazing thing is not that mental 
models of nature are flawed or 
diminutive, but that they work at 
all. The equations of Kepler. New¬ 
ton and Einstein really do account 
for the trajectories of the Moon and 
the Andromeda galaxy. Nobody 
knows why this should be so. 

Nanotechnology 

IN the age of steamships and 
skyscrapers engineers leamt to 
think big. Now, in the age of the 
microchip and genetic engineer¬ 
ing, they’re learning to think very 


small. Researchers in 
nanotechnology (bom nemos, 
Greek for dwarf) dream of con¬ 
structing powerful computers 
smaller than a living cefl and 
machines smaller than a virus. 

Molecular-scale “nanosubs” 
assembled from individual atoms 
could dear dogged arteries, break 
down cancer-causing oncogenes, 
dean up oil spills, or comb the 
upper atmosphere for pollutants. 
The applications are almost 

Krrmfr ss. 

Preliminary work indicates that 
nanotechnology may indeed be 
feasible. Scientists at the University 
of California, Berkeley, have built a 
working motor smaller in diameter 
than a human hair, equipped whh 
rotating arms the size of Wood cells- 
Researches at IBM haw managed 
to manipulate individual xenon 
atoms. But many difficnift feg re¬ 
main. Molecules are floppy — to 
press diem into service as bearings 
and gear teeth will require die skills 
of a rathe operator combined with 
those of a weaver—and heal makes 
them jitter more violently than an 
auto-assembly plant in an 
earthquake. 

Perhaps here, as in aeronautics, 
navigation, and many other variet¬ 
ies of engineering, answers will be 
found by studying how nature does 
the job. living ceils, alter all. are 
equipped with simple nano- 
ma chines (proteins) controlled by 
computer-tike molecules (DNA). In 
an embryo they build from the 
bottom up, starting with a single 
cdl that replicates and differenti¬ 
ates until the result is a mushroom, 
a dolphin or a human being. Our 
grandchildren may employ similar 
technology to grow computers, 
surgical implements, buildings 
and spaceships. 


ILLOGICAL is the interaction of 
game players’ minds with the 
inflexible laws of mathematical 





probability. Most of us believe, for 
instance; in winning streaks, yet 
mathematicians studying sports 
records conclude that there is no 
such thing. This is true even in 
player-influenced games such as 
cricket and basketball, where we 
might expect that players who 
believe in winning streaks might 
do better when they think they're 
on one. Even more illusory, 
therefore, must be the widespread 


supposition that winning sneaks 
exist in games such as roulette, 
where the player cannot influence 
the outcome 

Yet few of us accept these fads.

Robot servants 

BACK when computers first came 
oh the scene, scientists and sd-fi 
writers alike assumed that they 
would soon be pul to work as the 
electronic brains of household ro¬ 
bots. It didn’t work out that way. 

Computers have proved adept at 
handling abstract challenges such 
as flying spaceships, playing chess 
and solving quadratic equations, 
but housework is too hard. 

It seems that scientists at first 
underrated the amount of brain 
power required to cany out physi¬ 
cal ads. More recently they have 
begun to appreciate that actions are 
governed by higher-brain centres, 
just as is abstract thought, and are 
daunfingly complex. Speech itself, 
arguably the hallmark of human 
intelligence, appears to be pro¬ 
cessed by the brain as but one 
among many complex sequences of 
actions—one that may have arisen 
in response to selection pressures 
involving the throwing of spears 
and stones.

on as merely physical tasks are 
accomplishing what no computer 
— not even the giant machines that 
can beat professors at chess — has 
yet begun to master. - 

An eye on the heavens 
EVERYTHING we see belongs to 
the past. 

Because light travels quickly — 
186.000 raifes per second — we 



seldom notice the delay locally, but 
it becomes more important as we 
look out into space. Light from 
Jupiter takes 35 minutes to reach 
us when that giant planet is nearest 
to Earth, and nearly an hour when 
they are farthest apart This affects 
the observed timing of eclipses of 
Jupiter’s moons. As the Earth 
moves in its orbit around the Sun, it 
sometimes approaches Jupiter and 
sometimes recedes from it- If we are 
moving towards Jupiter, by the 
time the second of a pair of eclipses 
takes place, the light has less 
distance to travel and the eclipse 
therefore is seen early, when the 
Earth is moving away from Jupiter, 
the second of a pair of edipses 
seems to be late. It was by observing 
eclipses that the 17th-century Dan¬ 
ish astronomer Olaus Romer first 
estimated the velocity of light 


We see galaxies as they looked 
millions of years ago. and quasars 

— the furiously burning cores of 
young galaxies — as they were 
billions of years in the past The 
whole tapestry of cosmic history 
awaits our inspection. AH we have 
to do to see better is to build more 
powerful telescopes. 

Tone travel 

THEORISTS tilling the fertile 
gardens of Albert Einstein's gener¬ 
al theory of relativity tell us that 
time travel may indeed be possible 

— not here in the ordinary world, 
where journeys into the past would 
violate fundamental laws of science 
and logic, but in the netherworld 
that lurks within the black holes. 
There, on the slopes of steeply 
curving space, one might fold 
“spacetime loops" spun in such a 
fashion that an astronaut who 
dived into one would emerge in the 
past 

The American physicist J. Rich¬ 
ard Cott III, working with a 
conjecture first published by Kip 
Thorne, described such a scenario. 
“If you fell into a blade hole you’d 
look for a dosed time-like curve, 
because entering one would fore¬ 
stall your doom." Gott remarked. 
“If you made your way to an 
entrance you’d see, say. 11 copies of 
yoarsdf. The first version of your¬ 
self might stry. ‘I've been around 
once.’ the second, ‘I've been around 
twice,' and so on. You plunge into 
the loop, fly around it, and return to 
see yourself entering the black hole. 
Wanting to be helpful, you cry out 
'I’ve been around once.’ You're 
now the first image of yourself that 
you saw when you entered. After 
another trip, again encountering 
your original self, you cafl out ‘I’ve 


been around twice.’ And so on, 
until, after 11 times around, you 
leave the loop, only to be killed a 
short time later when you crash 
into the singularity at the centre of 
the black hole.” 

Gaia: planetary med icine 
IN the words of its originator, the 
British chemist James E. Lovelock, 
the Gaia hypothesis (named for the 
Greek goddess of the Earth) main¬ 
tains “that the entire range ofliving 
matter on Earth, from whales to 
viruses, can be regarded as a single 
entity, capable of manipulating its 
environment to suit its needs’*. This 
is certainly a provocative idea. one 
that among many other things 
suggests that any species that 
insults foe biosphere — us, for 
instance — may expect to be 
rejected by it, or to be damped 


down in something like the way 
that an oyster isolates an intruding 
speck of sand by entombing it in a 
pearl 

But Gaia also leads to talk of 
“managing” the planet and if we 
are to do that we shall have to learn 
a great many hard lessons, and 
swiftly. 

The losers, if we fail, will not be 
life on Earth — the biosphere as a 
whole remains far beyond our 
powers of destruction — but our¬ 
selves. The situation thus harbours 
a delicious if dangerous symmetry. 
It implies that we are likely to get 
exactly what we deserve.

Perhaps they represent 
favourite aunts or grandfa¬ 
thers. I certainly have an 
inexplicable attraction to 
thin, bald men with glasses, 
and many crusty ora quin¬ 
quagenarians who trade their 
wives in often go for a version 
of the same model, only 30 
years younger. 

My own friend Camilla 
had a boyfriend who, after they had 

split up amicably, had a miraculous 
talent for producing girl after gM 
who looked just like her. Camilla 
complained that each tim e she ran 
into her former suitor accompanied

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Footsteps 
in the 
sand 

Tobago has never wooed tourists in great 
numbers, but the island is eveiy bit the 
paradise where Daniel Defoe's castaway 
found peace. James MacManus reports 


T obago is the Cinderella of 
the Caribbean, an island 
long treated with con¬ 
tempt by its ugly, govern¬ 
ing sister, Trinidad, and excluded 
from the tourist boom of the 1980s 
that enriched neighbours to the 
north, such as Barbados. Unlike 
Barbados, there is no nightlife on 
Tobago. When the sun goes down 
there's little else to do but drink 
rum punch. look at the stars and 
listen to the sea. 

This is one reason why those who 
have discovered this quiet and 
gentle island keep 
going back. The 
whole Caribbean 
was like this 30 
years ago. before 
lengthened run¬ 
ways and wide- 
body jets brought 
in hordes of whey- 
faced northerners 
desperate for a 
mid-winter break. 

The population 
of about 40.000 
genuinely welcomes visitors be¬ 
cause they pose no threat to the 
slow, pleasurable lifestyle or the 
luxuriant landscape. As a result, 
there is virtually no crime on 
Tobago. A fisherman there boasted 
to me last month that a woman 
could ride a bicycle the 28 miles 
length of the island in the middle of 
the night without risking anything 
worse than a puncture. 

Unlike the ethnic cocktail in 
Trinidad, the local population is 
almost purely of African descent, 
and seems to have die confidence 
that a strong sense of identity 
confers. There is none of the 
resentment of wealthy tourists that 
is creeping in elsewhere in die 
Caribbean. 

A drive north from the airport ai 
Crown Point, through plantations 
of palm trees and up along the 
central spine of hills — crowned 
with the largest rainforest in die 
Caribbean — shows you how lucky

this island has been. The beauty is 
breathtaking. There are no tourist 
"facilities", villa developments or 
holiday apartment blocks. 

Ill served by hs airline (BW1A) 
and a bankrupt Trinidadian gov¬ 
ernment, Tobago never had a 
dunce of becoming a mass tourist 
destination. Only one luxury hotel 
has been built on the island in the 
last 20 years. The number of 
visitors remains steady at 40,000 a 
year, while Barbados docks in 
600,000. 

[f all this s ounds rather too good 
to be true, I can 
only urge you to see 
for yourself. Daniel 
Deroe never visited 
Tobago, but he 
drew on reports of 
the early English 
and French colon¬ 
isers to create the 
setting for Robin¬ 
son Crusoe. The is¬ 
land still has that 
sense of idyllic in¬ 
nocence. And the 
price of Crusoe’s paradise can be 
very reasonable. Friends with a ten- 
year-old boy and ten-month-old 
baby took, a two-room package deal 
with Kuoni at the Turtle Beach 
hotel for 13 nights half-board in 
January, flight included. at £2,300. 
This hotel is 20 minutes from the 
airport and slung in a long, two- 
storey structure between palm trees 
on a two-mile long beach. 

Here, the fishermen pull in their 
nets every afternoon, there’s a 
beach bar where you can watch 
pelicans scoop fish from the sea as 
the sun and the excellent local beer 
go down. Swimming is safe, except 
when the surfs up. For those with 
young children this is the place. 

The Turtle Beach is a simple 
hotel, with dean, air-conditioned 
rooms all facing the beach. The 
food should be better, given die 
abundance of fish and fresh fruit, 
but a couple of high-powered rum 
punches mitigates this problem.

There are two secrets that will 
make a holiday in Tobago. The first 
is to hire a car and use it both to 
explore the island and escape the 
hotel cooking. Most hotels are on 
die western ride of die island, 
where die Caribbean sea is calm 
and warm. But the Atlantic ride is 
wilder and more beautiful. 

A trip north from the de¬ 
lightful shambles of die 
capital, Scarborough, 
takes you along the west 
coast to Charlotteville. This fishing 
village has a guest house, a good 
beach and a restaurant. Jemma’s 
Sea view Kitchen, serving grilled 
kingfish and local beer for E.4. 

On the way bade, drop in at 
Tobago’s most fashionable hotel 
the Blue Waters Inn. at Speyside. 
where a double room costs about 
£40 a night, without meals. Then 
skip the coast road and drive up 
into the rainforest and explore a 


dozen railages that line the crest of 
die ridge back to Scarborough. 

The second secret is to do the 
obvious things, however touristy 
they sound. Go to the much-hyped 
Pigeon Plant beach, walk to the 
end of the tiny, thatched jetty that 
features in every rum ad you’ve ever 
seen, open a beer and talk fish and 
politics with the locals. Then sign 
up for a trip to the reef in a glass- 
bottomed boat it’s fun and. at £6 
for two hours, not a budget breaker. 

The fishing off Tobago is better 
than anywhere else in the Caribbe¬ 
an. so ft’s crazy not to try ft. Ring 
Iain Milne on 639 0078 (0101 
809 from UK] and book his 32ft 
six-person boat Albatross, for a 
morning’s fishing at about £140 (or 
£240 for die day). He supplies rods, 
reels, bait and soft drinks. The hotel 
will give you sandwiches and anti 
sea-sickness pills. 

Mr Milne is a celebrated figure 
in Tobago, where he is universally 


known as Wabba, a childhood 
nickname which has something to 
do with his inability to roll an V. 
He is also a remarkable fisherman. 
The Albatross is packed with elec¬ 
tronic fish-finding equipment You 
will catch yellow fin tunny and king 
fish for sure, barracuda if you’re 
lucky, and a big blue marlin if the 
gods are smiling and the shade of 
Ernest Hemingway is not too Ear 
over the cosmic horizon. 

If you’re the kind of fisherman 
who likes to keep land in sight, 
Wabba will fish die shallows dur¬ 
ing a two-hour run from your hotel 
to any one of 100 desolate beaches 
around the north of the island The 
catch is grilled on the beach over a 
driftwood fire and served with a 
squeeze of lime juice. And there 
wont be a soul in sight 

Take a swig from a bottie of pre¬ 
mixed punch, lie bade and open a 
copy of Robinson Crusoe. It’s an 
even better read here.

Where ghosts are replicas 

Warsaw is never 

free of its past 
says Matthew

d’Ancona 

W arsaw, a dty of bitter 
uprisings, is rising 
once again. Four 
years after democratic reform 
began. Poland’s capital is 
bracing itself for the influx of 
dollar-rich visitors and busi¬ 
nessmen who will pay for 
regeneration. 

The yearning for change 
and prosperity is everywhere: 
in the pages of The Warsaw 
Voice, on toe construction sites 
and in toe new shopping 
precincts. The spectre of capi¬ 
talism is stalking the ancient 
city on the Vistula, guiding it 
towards a future rich with 
uncertainty. 

Old Poland hands grumble 
that Warsaw is surrendering 
its bleak charm to the West 
and that McDonald’s and sex 
shops will wreck the quality of 
life of its two million citizens. 
In many parts of the dty, 
communist shabbiness has 
simply given way to consumer- 
ist tack. Yet it will take a lot 
more than hard currency and 
hamburgers to shake the nat¬ 
ional obsession with the past 
In fad, the Poles weave 
history into every remark. 
“Here we are in Marshal Jozef 
PQsudski Square, named after 
our national hero.” our guide 
said, as we drove into the heart 
of the dty from the brutalist 
outskirts. “It used to be called 
Victory Square under the com¬ 
munists, and Hitler Square 
before that. And before that? 
Pflsudski Square*'’ 

The inexorable return of the 
past is a matter of amusement 
as well as resignation. Hence, 
perhaps, the Polish genius for 
restoration. No weekend in 
Warsaw is complete without at 
least an afternoon in the old 
town, a warren of tall pastel- 
coloured buildings stretching 
to the crisp winter sky. At the 
centre is the market square, 
where you can buy amber 
trinkets and beautiful prints of 
toe city. But only after a brief 
history lesson in toe square's 
museum do you realise that 
the whole quarter is a miracu¬ 
lous replica, a model of toe old 
town rared by Hitler in 1944 
and rebuilt gradually during 
the communist era.

to meet the faxing, branching 
and satellite television needs of 
the 1990s business class.

A day trip to Chopin’s 
birthplace ar Zelazowa Wola. 
an hour or so outside Warsaw, 
is a less arduous option for the 
weekend visitor. The compos¬ 
es father, Nicholas, lived in 
this small house on the estate 
of the aristocratic Skarbek 
family, which is now a muse- 
um to Poland’s national com¬ 
poser, set in a tranquil park. 

I was struck by the reverence 
that the memorial, where reg¬ 
ular piano recitals are hdd,. 
inspires in the Poles. Chopin, 
a man of Polish birth who 
made France his home, is a 
symbol of their links with the 
west and their cultural resO- 
ience. During the second 
world war. the Nazis bru ta lly 
suppressed his musk and oth¬ 
er expressions of national 

independence. 

On the way, our guide 
mentioned that his own rather 
bad been sent to a concentrar 
bon camp for three years. A 
visit to Warsaw is more than a 
breezy slice of tourism: the 
gnosis of the Holocaust still 
whisper from each building.-' 
But there is hope afound every ■’ 
corner in this strange and 
seductive city. : 


For this breathtaking exer¬ 
cise in virtual reality, Polish 
architects used as a blueprint 
the 18to-centuiy paintings of 
Bernardo Beliotto. many of 
which can be seen in the 
(completely rebuilt) royal pal¬ 
ace, reopened in 
1981. Visitors 
don dippers to 
wander around 
its sumptuous 
corridors, lined 
with portraits of 
the nation's roy¬ 
alty. through toe 
Jagdlonian dy¬ 
nasty to Stanislaw Augustus 
Poniatowski. Poland’s last 
king (1764-95). 

It is as if one has stepped 
into an oil painting from 
which toe oittien rigime court¬ 
iers have departed only mo¬ 
mentarily. What would they 
have made of the Stalinist 


palace of culture and science— 
a Soviet “gift” — which still 
dominates the dty centre? 

The royal palace is also a 
good place for lunch — a 
mountainous plate of Polish 
charcuterie or a bow! of jurek 
soup, which 
seems to have a 
bit of everything. 
in iL Inevitably, 
eating out is 
more of a chall¬ 
enge in Warsaw 
than in a western 
city. But it is 
worth seeking 
out the better restaurants to cry 
the local cuisine, which varies 
from the robust to the exqui¬ 
site 1 had the best bo/sefet ever 
in the Hotel Bristol. 

The Bristol, which played 

host in its heyday to the likes of 

Mariene Dietrich and John F. 
Kennedy, has been renovated

The new battle of Flodden 

Faced with a dwindling farm income. Lord Joicey is attracting *£! 3 J£ r „ 

rural craft businesses to his historic estate. Peter Elson reports 


W hen Lord Joicey want¬ 
ed to change parking 
arrangements on his 
estate in Northum¬ 
berland for visitors to the battlefield 
of Flodden, a woman appeared 
claiming that she was the reincar¬ 
nation of King James IV of Scot¬ 
land (who was killed in the battle) 
and would never sleep again if toe 
work went ahead. 

For more prosaic reasons the 
alterations were shelved, but toe 
15,000-acre estate, set in toe beau¬ 
tiful landscape around the villages 
of Ford and Etal, near Berwick- 
upon-Tweed. contains a few other 
surprises of a more worldly sort 
Faced with toe problems of a 
dwindling, ageing and isolated 
rural population and low agricul¬ 
tural returns. Lord Joicey, aged 68, 
and his eldest son, James. 39, are 
undertaking a scheme to revitalise 
toe 1 ^200-strong community. 

By attracting small businesses 
that are compatible with the coun¬ 
tryside and run by people with 
young families, toe Joiceys are 
creating a year-round demand for 
shops, putik a primary school, a 
post office and regular bus services. 
The only proviso is that these new 
businesses are not dependent on 
the estate or summer visitors. 

The estate is also being promoted 
to tourists, who appreciate the 
area's history, wildlife and splendid 
scenery, which changes from low¬ 
land pasture to forest and moor¬ 
land 1.000ft above sea-level 
Visitors help the local economy over 
the tough winter months. 

Lord Joicey. toe 4to baron, 
whose family fortunes were based 


on Tyneside min¬ 
ing and engineer¬ 
ing in toe last - 
century, was bom 
and brought up on 
toe estate, which 
has been in toe 
family since 1907. 

He took over in 
1953, and says 
“Originally, we had 
big, tenanted forms 
with between 12 
and 20 people 
working on them; 
now farms are run 
by one man. Many 
cottages and bams 
are not needed. 

“Nobody wanted The Joicej 
the villages to die. 
but you need a balanced popula¬ 
tion to keep toe amenities. Income 
from agriculture is much less than 
it was. Our ideas evolved gradually, 
but with conscious planning. The 
villages are livelier, with more 
young voices than 30 years ago." 

James Joicey moved his wife 
Harriet, two young children and 
agricultural translation business 
bom Hampshire 18 months ago to 
take over the daily management 
He says: "Our fundamental philos¬ 
ophy is to keep toe communities 
alive, and I fed I have a responsi¬ 
bility to enhance them. Without us 
fighting to keep the school open, for 
example, children would have to 
travel ten miles.

“To survive today you have to 
know what you axe doing, and we 
are landlords, not shopkeepers. 
Many people want to move to the 
countryside, but toe new businesses 
must have good outside markets. 
Tourism has to work around toe 
forming as I don't want, say. a 
tractor-man prevented from park¬ 
ing at his door fay visitors' cars." 

Airy person wanting to start a 
business on toe estate must produce 
a [dan which Lord J Dicey’s agent, 
Mark Cuddigan, screens for suit¬ 
ability and viability- He says: 
“When you open a jampot, other 
flies soon come to jom you, but it’s 
no good if they go bust in a year. 
There’s been only one failure. We 


have a ‘softiy-sofdy' 
approach to bring¬ 
ing in new arrivals 
to sleepy villages, 
and toe newcomers 
fit in like gloves." 

Control by a sin¬ 
gle landowner 
means care can be 
taken that business¬ 
es do not overlap. 
One joiner deals in 
hardwood furni¬ 
ture. toe other in 
softwood; one nurs¬ 
ery specialises in 
hardy ornamentals, 
toe other in pot 
plants; one eating 
rford Hall place is a restau¬ 
rant, the other a tea¬ 
room. You can rent a lake to 
explore toe country, or hire a horse. 

The Ford & Etal Estate is popular 
for shooting (wild game and par¬ 
tridges) and fishing (sea trout on 
toe river Tifl. a tributary of the 
Tweed). Visitors also come to view 
Flodden Field, scene of Britain’s 
bloodiest battle in 1513 when toe 
English stew at least 10,000 Scots, 
and lost 5.000 troops toemsdves. 

Others visit Lady Waterford 
Hall, the Fond village hall, its 
interior painted with huge biblical 
murals by Lady Waterford (a pupil 
of Ruskin), who used local people as 
her models. In 1972, Lord Joicey 
restored the magnificent Heather- 
daw water nrifl. a building (fating 


partly from toe 13to century. 

Although toe villages of Ford 
and Etal are only about three miles 
apart tourism was difficult to pull 
together as the estate lacked a focus: 
it is like a stalely home without a 
stately home. Etal Manor is Lord 
Joicey*s private residence and not 
open to the public, while Ford 
Castle is lei to toe county coundL 

The Joiceys called in Networks, a 
consultancy run fay Elizabeth An¬ 
derson, who researched and ad¬ 
vised on the estate’s tourism 
potential. The most radical advice 
was the appointment four years ago 
of a commercial and marketing 
manager. Fergus Walters.

Feather report 


Sweet melodies 
of birdland 
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Woodland drummer toe crowned, male lesser spotted woodpecker 




T here is a feeling of spring in 
the woods, with toe yellow 
hazel catkins swinging free¬ 
ly. and toe glossy bluebell leaves 
pushing up through the soft and 
reflecting the silvery light 
The jackdaws that nest in the old 
beech trees with ravaged trunks are 
getting excited. Most of them are 
paired now. and even as the flock 
flies away with a chorus of explosive 
cries, you see that it is loosely 
broken up into couples. When a 
pair land on a bare branch at toe 
top of a tree they sit oosfly side by 
side like doves. 

Jackdaws like to nest in the deep 
boles that develop where a branch 
has been tom off toe trunk, and 
there is a certain amount of fight¬ 
ing gang on now over such desir¬ 
able sites, although they will not 
start filling them up with sticks 
until April. They rain sticks down 
house chimneys sometimes, not 
realising the bottom is so for below. 
On toe Continent jackdaws are 
quite common in towns, always 
flying noiafy round toe Duomo in 
Florence, for instance, but here they 
are rarely seen in London or other 
large cities. 

New sounds in toe wood are loud 
“pee-pee-pee” calls in toe treetops. 
But toe caBs pose a problem, 
because they can come either from 
nuthatches or lesser spotted wood¬ 
peckers. It is not easy to distinguish 
between the calls of the two srpedes, 
especially as they vary quite a lot 
generally, though, the nuthatch’s 
call is more ringing, while the lesser 
spotted woodpecker’s reminds you 
of the warning signal on some 
pedestrian crossings — a weaker, 
dower piping. 

Nevertheless, even before you see 
toe tiny birds you may know what 
you have found The nuthatch has 
another common call, a sort of 
staccato whistiing that sounds like a 
stone being bounced across a 
frozen pond and it frequently 
breaks into this after giving its 
spring cad 

The lesser spotted woodpecker 
may identify itself in a different 
way: besides calling, it also drums 
on toe tree trunk, and it is starting 
to do that now. It is a rather fast, 
high-pitched drumming and can 
be mistaken for a branch creaking 
in the wind 

If you get a glimpse of toe caller, 
you will have no doubt what it is. 
The nuthatch is a blue bird with a 
black line through its eye and white 
and buff underparts, and walks up 
trunks or under boughs without 


even using its stubby tail for 
support The lesser spotted wood¬ 
pecker is striped black and white on 
the back like a miniature zebra 
crossing, and toe male has a red 
crown. It keeps its tail pressed to the 
bark while chmbmg. 

Blue tits are singing in toe 
woodland trees, a few thin notes 
followed by a trill rather like a pack 
of cards being flicked. Two of them 
Will go on answering each other 
from their respective territories for a 
long time. Pairs are also forming, 
toe male and female chasing and 
leapfrogging over each other in toe 
twigs with their crests raised. 

When they are conspicuous like 
this, they may fall prey to sparrow- 
hawks. which can see them for 
away through the bare branches. 
Sometimes one gels a very good 
view of a sparrowhawk when, after 
-dashing through the wood it 
pauses briefly in a tree to 
reconnoitre again. leaning for¬ 
ward, hunched its round wings no 
sooner dosed than they are opened 
again —- and it slips downwards 
and away. 

B ut what is that strange 
babbling in toe trees on the 
edge of toe wood, where toe 
ploughed field begins? It sounds as 
if it might be a float of starlings, tat 
it is more muted and musical, and 
an individual voice occasionally 
rises above it with a few loud, 
fluting notes. 

As one gets nearer, a few birds 
dart away and settle in more distant 
trees, but the babble goes on — and 
now one can 9ee many silhouetted 
shapes in the crowns of toe trees, 
slim, thrush-sized birds with theft- 
heads lifted. 

They are redwings, dose relatives 
of toe song-thrush that have come 
here for the winter, and are now 
singing together before they start 
making their way bade to Scandi¬ 
navia. In ones arid twos, the whole 
Bode moves away evasively, but as 
they ga the creamy eye-stripe and 
the bright red under the wing can 
be seen on some of them. They are 
a sign that down in the Mediterra¬ 
nean, and further south into Africa, 
our own summer vistors are prepar¬ 
ing to come back.

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Ready-made supermarket pancakes do 
not compare with the home-made variety. 
Robin Young offers his own recipe 








T oday, the last Saturday 
before Lent. is Egg Satur¬ 
day. The pre-Lent carni¬ 
val romps on after the 
weekend with Collop Monday 
(when we should be frying our last 
bacon for six weeks) and reaches its 
finale on Shrove Tuesday, when the 
speciality is. of course, pancakes. 

Traditionally. the pancakes were 
supposed to be cooked by the 
children, with begged or borrowed 
ingredients. That, at least, ensured 
that traditional pancake recipes 
were sublimely simple, although 
evidently they are still beyond the 
abilities and patience of many 
modem cooks. 

The essential ingredients are 
supposed to be eggs, symbolic of 
creation; salt or sugar for whole¬ 
someness; flour, for the earth’s 
fruitfulness; and milk for purity. 
Gateway sell Somerfleld Batter 
Mix. which contains all the neces¬ 
sary but eggs and water, and works 
well if spread very thin. 

Nowadays, few people are will¬ 
ing. even if most of the ingredients 

are m ixed for them. __ 

to stand at a hot 
stove top. turning IrlP <5 

out freshly cooked A 

pancakes one by pali 

one.

ents is likely to be considerably 
extended- For example. Safeway’s 
American Style Pancakes, new on 
the shelves this month, contain 
golden syrup, vegetable ofl. soya 
flour, acid sodium pyrophosphate 
and sodium bicarbonate, in addi¬ 
tion to the items already prescribed. 

Safeway’s Scotch. Raisin & Lem¬ 
on. and Fruit & Spice (my favourite) 
introduce whey powder, diphos¬ 
phates. citric add and potassium 
soibate. most of which are also in 
Waitrose's Sultana & Syrup Pan¬ 
cakes. although Tesco’s Syrup & 
Sultana Pancakes (a nice distinc¬ 
tion in retipe formulations) eschew 
the chemicals, insisting upon “un¬ 
bleached, untreated white flour 
and “liquid egg". 

The calibre and consistency var¬ 
ies as widely as the recipes. The 
Safeway American Style are the 
biggest bore, the size of small 
teaplates but twice as thick, and soft 
as fresh filter pads. They come with 
two sachets of “maple-flavour syr¬ 
up” in every pack of four pancakes, 
ensuring that someone will drip 
syrup on the tablecloth while pass¬ 
ing a sachet from plate to plate. 
Maple-flavour syrup is golden syr¬ 
up with flavourings and carameL 
My other complaint against the 
Safeway innovation is that the front 
of the label says nothing about 
heating. One family member there¬ 
fore served them cold (so much for

modem culinary competence), and 
they were horrible. The healing 
instructions are. in fact, hidden 
unannounced inside the pack on 
the reverse of the label and involve 
toasting the pancake and simmer¬ 
ing or microwaving the sauce. 

Waitrose evidently intends its 
customers to go into Lent in grand 
style. It suggests the pancakes 
should be served “toasted with 
butter or cold topped with dotted 
cream". Tesco similarly suggests 
that its Syrup Pancakes are “deli¬ 
cious served hot or cold with jam or 
cream”, while for Syrup & Sultana, 
and Raisin & Lemon flavour, it 
suggests “cream or ice-cream”. 
Tesco’s says its tastiest effort. Choc¬ 
olate & Orange Pancakes, is best 
accompanied with butter. 

Pancake tossers, who like to see a 
creation capable of gracious flight, 
probably would not deign to recog¬ 
nise as pancakes any of the prod¬ 
ucts mentioned so far. They are 
more in the doughty, robust style of 
what I would prefer to call ban¬ 
nocks. griddlecakes or flapjacks.

At Westminster School, the tradi¬ 
tional pancake is more durable and 
less edible than any of these. There 
the tradition known as the Pancake 
Gleaze has the school cook tossing a 
large pancake over a 16ft-high bar 
in the school’s Great HaH. where¬ 
upon the assembled scholars 
“scrimmage" for two minutes to see 
who can secure the biggest helping. 
The boy who assembles the heaviest 
collection of pieces, as weighed on 
the school laboratory scales, is 
rewarded with a guinea (modem 
equivalent, £1.05). 

Westminster’s keenly contested 
pancake is believed to be made with 
plaster of Paris. Polyfilla. or some¬ 
thing similar, and bound with 
horsehair. Nobody suggests trying 
it for tea. 

The supermarket pancakes stand 
firmly in a well-established tradi¬ 
tion of British pan-cookery. It is the 
gluttonous school, whose past mas¬ 
ters indude Peter Dowdeswell. the 
celebrated human dustbin, who 
downed 62 six-inch pancakes (but¬ 
tered. with syrup) in under seven 
minutes in 1977, and Deny Lynch 
and Dennis Thornton, who, assist¬ 
ed by Nick CotterelL prepared a 
I in-thick pancake. 25ft in diameter 
and weighing 3,7271b at Cheften- 
ham in Gloucestershire ten years 
later. They used 5,274 eggs, 92 
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gallons of milk. 1651b of cornflour 
and 14 gallons of ofl. The super¬ 
market suppliers' industrial scale 
operations doubtless dwarf even 
that effort 

The only food retailer offering 
prefabricated pancakes in the thin 
and dedicate French style of the 
classic cr£pes is Marks & Spencer, 
whose Crepes Suzene, with freshly 
squeezed orange juice and Grand 
Marnier sauce, are a well-estab¬ 
lished best-seller. The pancakes 
come neatly folded and piled like 
tawny pocket handkerchiefs, to be 
heated up in 15 minutes in a 
conventional oven, or about 1*2 
minutes in a microwave, and cost 
£1.59 for four. 

New this year are St Michael 
Fresh Banana & Toffee Crepes at 
the same price. These are similarly 
folded pancakes with banana slices 
hidden within, which adds about 
30 seconds to the microwaving 
time. Turn a blind eye to the 
presence of "Stabiliser E415", 
which is just a harmless old gum in 
the gorgeous toffee gloop. If you are 
taking Lent seriously, tty these 
before you go. 


THERE are no fast roles for 
cooking pancakes. Recipes vary 
from one in which Paul Bocuse 
advocates cooking cr&pes for three 
minutes each side to that in which 
Richard Olney suggests ten sec¬ 
onds on the first side and less on 
the second. The best advice is to 
treat the first few pancakes of any 
batch as experimental, ensuring 
you have the balance of batter, 
heat and timing to your Hking.

the gluten, and can make the 
pancakes overty resilient Stir in 
the oil. Leave the batter to stand 
for two hours. 

Thoroughly heat a frying pan. 
Stir the batter. It is not necessary 
to grease a non-stick pan. but 
others should be wiped overwith a 
piece of doth or kitchen paper 
smeared with butter or oil immed¬ 
iately before beginning. Pour a 
small Iadleful of batter (two or 
three tablespoons depending on 
the diameter of your chosen pan) 
and tilt the pan to swirl the mix out 
to the edges, coating the pan 


bottom. Allow about 30 seconds 
for the engpe to brown on the 
underside, then turn it over with a 
palette knife or a toss, and cook 
briefly until lightly coloured on the 
second side. To toss your pancake, 
hold the pan at chest height and 
flkk upwards while pidhng the 
pan towards you. (Practice makes 
perfect). 

Stir the batter before making 
each crepe, and regrease the pan 
lightly as necessary. The second 
side never browns as evenly as the 
first so if you are going to fold the 
pancake do it so the second side is 
hidden within. As they are cooked, 
stack the ertpes on a plate, cover 
and keep warm. 

Crepes which are to be stuffed 
with spiced fruit fruit sauces and 
spreads, or savoury fillings can be 
made in advance and kept in the 
freezer, but I prefer to serve them 
hot from the pan. Dust with icing 
sugar, and flavour with a squeeze 
of lemon, orange or other citrus 
juke. Experiment with other 
flavourings (spices, liqueurs, choc¬ 
olate spread, apricot or strawberry 
jam, etc) as your mastery develops.

wards we had amaretto ice¬ 
cream. chocolate mousse and 
fruit salad. All simple stuff. 

Then, in the evening, 
because we’d had a shooting 
party, we finished up with a 
formal dinner for 22 people at 
Weston Park.

In the summer, there’s noth¬ 
ing we like better than a 
barbecue. My trick is to use 
lots of marinades and special 
sauces — it’s perfectly possible 
to lift the mundane.

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Back to the 
roots with 
a crunch

F rances Bissell digs up some vegetables 
— with sweet, crunchy meal appeal 


DIANA LEADQETTER 
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WHY do even the 
best restaurants in 
Britain persist in 
serving those awful, 
flabby mange touts? 
While staying at a 
country house hotel 
... in Scotland I was 

looking forward to a gala dinner in 
which, surely, the local salmon and 
beef would feature. I was dis¬ 
appointed. FiJo pastry swathed 
everything, and physaliis gar- 
\ nished every empty space on the 
plate. “Seasonal vegetables” turned 
out to be the ubiquitous limp khaki 
pod from Guatemala, and the 
palid spike of baby com from 
Thailand. “New” potatoes were 
simply small imports. Where were 
the bashed neeps? The parsnips?. 
The homegrown potatoes? 

Root vegetables are at their 
sweet, crunchy best at this time of 
year. I like to peel and slice them 
very thinly and use them raw in 
salads, or as crudites with a dip. 
Roots prepared in this way. and 
then dried, can be deep-fried into 
excellent crisps. Carrots, beetroot, 
parsnips and oeleriac make particu¬ 
larly good crisps. 

Roasts, grills and thick stews are 
perfectly matched with root veg- 
: etables; fresh, in season and in¬ 
expensive. More versatile than 
might at first be apparent, root 
vegetables can be roasted, grilled, 
stewed or mashed. Some can form 
the basis for sweet dishes, or soups. 

My favourite “mash" is to cook a 
root vegetable with an equal 
amount of potatoes and the peeled 
doves from a head or two of garlic 
1 might add a couple of bay leaves, 
doves or crushed cardamom pods. 
Olive oil, butter, milk or soured 
cream are good mashed into the 
drained, seasoned vegetables. 

Thinly sliced roots can also be 
used in place of more conventional 
pastas or pastry; celeriac in place of 
lasagna sheets, turnip slices to 
make ravioli, potato and celeriac to 
make versions of tarte tatin. 

If you want something more 
exotic there are many imported 
roots now in our markets and 
supermarkets; yams, taro, edda 
large green oriental radishes, mooli 


or white radishes. Some of these are 
best cooked and mashed, others are 
delicious raw. The one I like best is 
the jicama. or yam bean, the sweet¬ 
est of all the roots. Native to Central 
America, it can be eaten raw as an 
appetiser, thinly sliced, dipped in 
lime juice and dusted with salt and 
powdered chilli. Mix it on a platter 
with slices of apple and kohl-rhabi 
for a light, crisp salad. 

Completely different are the 
comforting, creamy soups you can 
make from root vegetables. The 
best version I have had recently was 
served dulled on Christmas day 
aboard a British Airways flight

Cool as quickly as possible, 
outside the backdoor, on a balcony 
or over a bowl of ice. Wet a ring 
mould and scatter the beetroot in it 
Pour over the cold liquid and 
refrigerate until sei The jdly can be 
prepared the day before required. 

Scrub and boil tiie potatoes and, 
while they are cooking, make the 
dill cream. Strip tire feathery leaves 
from the stems, which can be put in 
with the potatoes. Put tiie leaves in 
a mortar with a pinch of sea salt 
and some pepper. Grind with a 
pestle until you have a paste. Fold 
this into the whipped cream. 

To assemble the salad, turn the 
jelly out on to a platter. Fill the 
centre with potato salad mixed with 
some of the dill cream. Arrange the 
roll mops on top and garnish with 
more dm. 

There are other ways to serve this 
combination. The simplest is to 
dress the chopped beetroot with 
sherry vinegar and walnut oil and 


put it in the bowl. Serve the 
remaining ingredients, roll mops. 

K es and diD cream in separate 
and forget about the jelly. 
This is a dish for beer and akvavit 
rather than wine. 

MY mother-in-law remembers her 
mother, who went to America from 
St Petersburg, making what her 
children called a potato pizza. 
When I visited her last in Pennsyl¬ 
vania. we recreated the recipe, as it 
sounded so good.

Kiwis have mastered the fruit 


L ike or loathe New Zea¬ 
land sauvignon, and 
there are plenty of pal¬ 
ates in both camps, it is new 
world class. Francophiles will 
not want to know that their 
beloved Sancerre and Pouilly- 
Fume, also made from the 
sauvignon grape, have been 
matched and often beaten by 
Kiwi upstarts. But give me the 
choice between a decent New 
Zealand sauvignon for under 
a fiver and supermarket 
Sancerre at £7 plus, and I 
know which 1 would choose. 

I am not alone in my 
growing preference for Kiwi 


Jane MacQuitiy celebrates the sudden success 
of the New Zealand winemakers’ sauvignons 
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sauvignon. The United King¬ 
dom continues to be New 
Zealand’s biggest export mar¬ 
ket by far, taking 65 percent of 
the country’s exported wine. 
And last year, British sales of 
New Zealand sauvignon in¬ 
creased by two thirds on the 
year before, with the result that 
there are few high-street 
chains, or highbrow/ mer¬ 
chants. without this excellent 
antipodean bottle listed. 

Strange, perhaps, that such 
demand should have sprung 
up for a grape variety that 
often reeks of cat’s pee, 
gooseberries or grass cuttings, 
and sometimes of all three 
But well made, reasonably 
cropped, ripe sauvignon — 
and this is where the New 
Zealand version appears to 
triumph over the French origi¬ 
nal — makes a great aperitif, 
goes well with seafood, fish 
and while meat and provides 
a welcome change to the 
ubiquitous chardonnay. 

While the sauvignon grape 
is now the third most widely 
planted variety in New Zea¬ 
land, after chardonnay and 
Mufler-Tburgau, what does 
seem extraordinary is that the 
capable Kiwis are making 
superb, world-class sauvignon 
wine after just 13 commercial 
harvests. For although Matua 
Valley made a trial batch of 
New Zealand sauvignon as 
eariy as 1974, Montana was 
the first to release commercial 
quantities in 1980. 

From the beginning. Marl¬ 
borough sauvignon. even 
\vher .y-roo.'.rvd 'h'—' of 


France, has obvious European 
style, class and finesse. Yet the 
Kiwis took time to realise the 
export potential. 

When I visited New Tear 
land during the 1984 harvest, 
1 was impressed fay .the quality 
of Montana's sauvignon, tast¬ 
ed straight from the tank in 
the vast Marlborough winery, 
and 1984 was not even a good 
vintage there. Admittedly, 1 
also tasted and was homed 
aver by the quality of Mon¬ 
tana’s bottled '82 vintage, one 
of the best sauvignons of the 
decade. It was this wtne, made 
from Montana's first full yield 
of sauvignon grapes, and win¬ 
ner of the export award at the 
1982 wine show, that put New 
Zealand. Marlborough and 
Montana on the world's wine 
map all at once. 

What Montana sauvignon 
did, and still does, was blaze a 


trail for a New Wodd wine 
country, whose zesty. dean, 
intense, aromatic and often 
herbaceous style tends to shine 
through, regardless of variety, 
region, or winemakers' contri¬ 
bution. Montana's achieve¬ 
ment is all the more 
remarkable because it is mak¬ 
ing a great sauvignon in bulk. 
Having started with just 57 
acres of sauvignon wines in 
the mid-1970s, Montana now 
has 300 acres planted in 
sunny, suitable Marlborough, 
whose green rows erf vines, 
even from the air, stretch as for 
as the eye can see. 

Peter Hubscher. Montana’s 
managing director and chief 
winemaker, claims that “good 
winemaking is all about nu¬ 
ances. little wee things". But 
even he admits that “Mem- 
tana’s aim has always been to 
make good wine in vast quan-

tides. We started above the 
medium-sized line and are still 
growing." 

Montana's lead soon en¬ 
ticed other wineries; mostly 
smaller boutique-size opera¬ 
tions, to Marlborough in the 
northeast comer of the South 
Island. The most celebrated is 
David Hohnen's Cloudy Bay, 
made by winemaker Kevin 
Judd. Cloudy Bay's rich, full, 
more complex sauvignon style, 
as opposed to Montana's 
zingy, herbaceous, gooseberry- 
laden wine, is achieved by 
adding a dash of semiOon to 
the blend and allowing tiie 
wine to partly ferment in cask. 

O ther consistently great 
examples of Martbor- 
ough sauvignon, and 
there are plenty to choose from 
as wineries from all over New 
Zealand now source their 
sauvignon grapes from here, 
indude Jackson Estate and 
Hunter's. The latter's sauv¬ 
ignon tends to fall half way 
between Montana's crispness 
and Cloudy Bay’s richness and 
may therefore appeal more to 
newcomers to Marlborough’s 
distinctive sauvignon style. 
Other impressive Maribor- 
sauvignons we see here 
ide Waipara Springs 
deep, verdant style aim 
Wairau River's more floral 
herbaceous style. 

The good news for Marlbor¬ 
ough sauvignon drinkers is 
that 1991, the year now on 
sale here, was probably the 
best the region has ewr expert- 
encedL As the magnificent 
Marlborough 1991s are 
about to be replaced here by 
the less distinguished but still 
delirious "92s, my advice is to 
fcuy x'har you can find. 


The plot for a spicy book 


Recipes that 
bring a taste of 
real India to 
your kitchen 

A first book. The Flavours 
of Gujerat, by three 
cooks working for a 
Midlands spice company is 
winning aedaim. Full of easy 
yet unusual recipes and well 
fllustraied, ft’s a snip at £6.99. 

The idea for the book came 
from Naresh Shah, a director 
of Virani, well known in the 
Indian community as special¬ 
ists in II different types of 
flour and unusual spices. But 
instead of asking a specialist 
writer, he persuaded his wife, 
Ranjan. and two colleagues. 
Saria Maru and Sandhiya 
Shah, to take on the project 
“People have this idea that 
Indian food is complicated 
and takes a long time to 
prepare, but it’s not,” Mr 
Shah says. “We used to get 
people ringing us tip when 
they bought our products from 
toe corner shop, asking howto 
use them. For a while we gave 
out redpes on the phone. Then 
we put one or two on a word 
processor and sent them out 
The demand was so great that 
we thought we might as well 
do a book.” 

The three writers collected 
traditional redpes from family 
and friends and tested every 
one. “The recipes had to be 
vegetarian because none of us 
eats meat." Mis Shah says, 
“but they're exactly as we 
would cook them in our 
homes. We gave tiie redpes to 
our English friends, who had 
never done any Indian cook¬ 
ing before. Whatever prob¬ 
lems they found we amended. 
It took a year to get ft right" 
The key to trouble-free In¬ 
dian cooking is organisation, 
Mrs Shah says. “If you have a 
spice box in which you keep six 
or seven of the spices you use 
most you don’t have to keep 
unscrewing and screwing jars. 
If you screw and unscrew every 
jar you need, by that time 
you've burnt toe onions.” 

Other essentials, such as 
chillies, ginger and garlic, can 
be kept ready for use if you 
crush them in a food processor 
and freeze them in ice-cube 
trays, she says. 

Mr Shah obligingly reveals 
that spices wfll keep for a long

Cloves will keep for a few 
years.” he says. 

A by-product of The Fla¬ 
vours of Gujerat project has 
been to attract a loyal follow¬ 
ing from second generation 
Indian girls. “Nowadays they 
leave school or college and go 
straight out to work, so they 
don’t have the time to pick up 
tips from mum.’' says Mr 
Shah. “They may become 
chartered accountants or solic¬ 
itors, but they're still expected 
to know how to cook."

How to hit the rain for six 



MV PERFECT WEEKEND 


Cricket has come indoors, where ifs faster 


and more fun. Ivo Tennant reports 


A U over the country, hun¬ 
dreds of schools’ sports 
grounds have been dosed 
by local education au¬ 
thorities and sold to property 
developers. For many children at 
comprehensive schools, cricket car¬ 
ried meaning only through 
television... until they discovered 
they could play indoors. ■ 

Cricket indoors? The very idea 
would have been scorned by 
W.G. Grace and the like. In the 
' 990s. it is a godsend for anybody 
who has no recourse to outdoor 
faculties, expensive equipment or 
an entire Saturday afternoon to 
spare. To the purist this may be a 

junk version of the _ 

game; to 90,000 
others, it is an ex¬ 
hilarating in¬ 
vention. 

Indoor cricket 
began in Australia 
during the 1970s. 

Despite the temper¬ 
ate climate. the con¬ 
cept of batting and 
bowling in some¬ 
thing resembling 
an aircraft hangar 
was so attractive 
that by 1989 there 
were 34 centres in 
the country. Any¬ 
body could play at 
any hour without 
risk of injury. There 
was no hard ball.

and the North. Bob Manca, the 
ICF chairman, runs, among oth¬ 
ers. a centre called Stumps in 
Birmingham. Last winter, he en¬ 
listed Mike Gatting to play for one 
of his teams, a shrewd move for all 
parties. Gatting’s enthusiasm and 
ability attracted numerous individ¬ 
uals and the constant practice 
sharpened his own game, helping 
him to regain his Test place. 

To have played proper cricket is 
dearly an advantage. Yet at Ed¬ 
monton. one of only two centres in 
the London area, die i ,300 players 
who compete in 13 leagues range 
from a girl of eight to a 67-year-old 
retired milkman, and a team of 

_ blind players who 

play with a bell 
inside a bail. 

The centre is 
owned by Eric 
Dench, and mem¬ 
bers pay £6 a year, 
teams of eight play¬ 
ers £32 a game. 
Balls, bats and soft 
gloves are provid¬ 
ed; several players 
bring their own. 
Pads and helmets 
are not needed, 
because the yellow 
ball has a soft fill¬ 
ing. Players wearT- 
shlrts. trainers and 
light trousers. 

Whereas proper 
cricket can take all 


no bouncers — and not even any 
sledging (verbal intimidation). 

England had originally given 
cricket to Australia. Now, in the 
mid-1980s, the old dog was being 
taught new tricks. People who had 
never played cricket before were 
attracted to the game, often as 
members of teams raised by col¬ 
leagues at work. Giris went with 
boyfriends and wives discovered 
that they, too. could participate. 
Hitherto" their role at cricket 
matches had been restricted to 
providing the teas. 

The essence of indoor cricket is 
that everybody bats and bowis. 
There is no kicking of heels in the 
pavilion while someone else spends 
an eternity at the wicket. It is a 
game of participation, of speed, of 
enjoyable laughter — and if MCC 
is stuffy- about it. that is of scant con¬ 
cern to the organisers, the Interna¬ 
tional Cricket Federation (ICF). 

The ICF centres — 33 in Eng¬ 
land. one in Wales — are a world 
away from Lord’s. They tend to be 
on unprepossessing industrial trad¬ 
ing estates, where rents are cheap 
and buildings are spacious enough 
to house courts (as they are known), 
with full-length pitches and the 
refreshment bars that have helped 
make this a family sport 

Most centres are in the Midlands 


day — or even five days — an entire 
game of indoor cricket lasts for just 
90 minutes. This is not entirely so 
that a drink or two can be fitted in 
afterwards, although that is consid¬ 
ered an integral pari of the attrac¬ 
tion. One team’s innings lasts 16 
overs, the joy being that even if a 
batsman is out he or she continues 
to bat for four overs. 

Two batsmen bat and run on a 
surface of carpet or Flowtex. If the 
ball is hit into the side netting, the 
striker is credited with a run'. If it is 
hit to the back netting, four runs are 
scored; six if the ball has not boun¬ 
ced. A batsman can be caught off 
the side and top netting, but not off 
the back. For any ball bowled above 
chest height, two runs are awarded 
to the batsman. Above the court sit 
the umpire and scorer. Any miscon¬ 
duct and five tuns are deducted 
from the team's score. Further 
trouble and the offender is sent off. 

In a good game, a total of 75 or 
80 runs is likely to be a winning 
score. Sixteen overs a side might 
not sound a lengthy exertion, but 
given the continuous action and 
dose proximity of spectators, the 
players invariably feel drained. A 
group of England cricketers cer¬ 
tainly did two years ago. when they 
were beaten by a representative 
team of indoor players.

Welcome to a nearly real world 


T otal sensory deprivation 
was what 1 thought the 
bright-eyed boffin said 
he hoped to achieve. But the 
sounds of battle raging 
around me in a dungeon near 
the Tower of London must 
have affected my hearing. 

My son, who was conduct¬ 
ing the interview with more 
technical skill than me, insist¬ 
ed that he had said "total 
sensory immersion”. That is 
tiie aim of virtual reality 
games, which, according to 
the boffin and other experts, 
will boom in 1993- 
Whether you suffer depriva¬ 
tion or immersion depends 
largely on your age. For any¬ 
one over 40, donning a helmet 
with its own screens and 
sounds, strapping a computer¬ 
ised monitor to your waist and 
being plunged into a world of 
monsters can seem like a 
sense-depriving exercise. 

But for younger people, 
especially teenagers, it is the 
latest experience, successfully 
achieving what film-makers, 
computer games specialists 
and the technical wizards of 
Disney World have been at¬ 
tempting for years: entering a 
three-dimensional world 
where you can experience 
adventures you could previ¬ 
ously only have imagined. 

The latest and most sophisti¬ 
cated range of virtual reality 
games was launched in Not¬ 
tingham at the beginning of 
last year. Centres have opened 
at tiie Trocadero in London 
and the Zone in Birmingham, 
and games can also be found 
in various seaside resorts. 

virtual Quest, the newest 
centre to offer the games, has 
just opened on Tower Hill 
Terrace, next to the Tower 
Pageant Jonathan Waidem. 
creator of the games and 
managing director of W In¬ 
dustries of Leicester, which 
provides them, explains his 
philosophy. 

“Our aim is to make the 
game so realistic that players 
become thoroughly immersed 
in it without getting too fright¬ 
ened or losing control of their 
senses,” he says. “We used the 
Nottingham centre almost as 
a research and development 
facility, and. by having the

A belt containing a monitor¬ 
ing system is tied around your 
waist so that the computer can 
react as you turn your body. 
The final piece of equipment is 
a joystick, which ads as your 
weapon but also holds a small 
button which you press when 
you want to move forward. 

Thus a ttire d, you are ready 
to enter the castle, which 
contains a labyrinth of a 
hundred rooms full of skele¬ 
tons, hobgoblins and wolves 
with which you must do battle 
to reach your final goal, pick¬ 
ing up useful items from 
treasure chests and the like as 
you go.

Both the Tower HiD and 
Nottingham centres offer four 
Legend Quest games, in which 
you can choose to become an 
dt a dwarf or a human. You 
climb on to a platform resem¬ 


bling a plastic pulpit and put 
elmer 


on a helmet with two small 
liquid crystal screens in front 
of your eyes. These provide a 
three-dimensional view of the 
computer-generated sur¬ 
roundings. 

The headset contains two 
stereo speakers and some com¬ 


plex tracking circuitry, which 
allows tiie computer control¬ 
ling the game to tell which way 
your head is pointing and to 
update the display according¬ 
ly. It also contains a micro¬ 
phone, programmed to make 
your voice sound like an elf, a 
dwarf, or even a human, so 


O ne four-minute game 
costing £2 will not get 
you very far and Dr 
Waldem’s hope is that the 
game will be more titan a 
“one-off” experience for most 
players. “The idea is that you 
could come here with a group 
of friends, play for a few 
minutes and then go out into 
the real world to work out 
what best to do next before 
playing again,” he says. 

To help you do this, the 
Nottingham centre offers a £5 
membership, which allows 
you to borrow a “smart key” 
that stores your position at the 
end of each game. At Tower 
Hill, membership will also buy 
you the first four-minute 
game, and you buy more time 
at 50p a minute. 

While the subterranean set¬ 
ting in London reminds you of 
the dungeons and dragons 
game which inspired Legend 
Quest, the setting in Notting¬ 
ham is, of course, a forest The 
platforms on which you play 
the game are moulded into 
tree trunks which sit in a 
woodland glade. Suitably- 
dressed attendants explain the 
game to newcomers, and you 
can undertake a two-minute 
trial for £ 1 , while an extra 50p 
win buy yon five minutes’ play 
at the easiest levels. 

The Nottingham centre 
now has 5,300 members, half 
of them aged between 11 and 
16 and the rest over 16. 
Needles to say, only a handful 
are over 40. 



Eye contact headsets provide three-dimensional effects 


It’s great, but can’t 


we go a bit faster? 



T he effect from these 
headsets is incredibly 
realistic (14-year-old 
Linton Dawe writes). The liq¬ 
uid crystal screens work wen 
and don't dicker, and the 
graphics are good. The rooms 
are foil of realistic monsters, 
deveriydesigned puzzles and 
other players. 

Rather than trying to shoot 
them, as in other games, the 
aim here is to co-operate with 
them, which is more 
challenging. 

The headset allows you to 
move around tiie game and 
provides a much better effect 
than flight simulators and 
driving simulators. You can 
even see your hand in front of 
your face, if you lot* in the 
right direction, and the next 


development will be the 
datagtove. which win allow 
you to “fed" the objects you are 
seeing. 

This is the best virtual reality 
game yet, but it’s still not good 
enough* to make you confuse 
the electronicaliy-simulafed 
world with tiie real one. Your 
body movements are limited 
to turning around rather than 
going for a walk, and are 
confined even further by the 
number of wires connecting 
you to the system. 

One problem is speed: tiie 

fact that the system takes even 

a few hundredths of a second 
to react to your movements 
takes it farther from reality, 
because we are all used to 
instant reactions from our 
senses.

ON entering die 
Hindu temple, a 
converted church in 
Handsworth. Birm¬ 
ingham. near the 
scene of the Lozells 
Road race riots of 
1985. I was drawn 
instantly to the white-tiled room in 
the far left-hand comer of the 
temple, in what might once have 
been the porch. 

Two beautiful young girls, with 
long, glossy black hair; dressed in 
ornate, embroidered Indian dress, 
played with yellow flowers at the 
foot of a deity with the head of an 
elephant This was Lord Ganesha, 
son of Shiva the destroyer. The 
scent of incense, which had accom¬ 
panied the consecration and instal¬ 
lation of Ganesha that day, hung 
heavily in the air. 


“Before today he was jusr a statue 
made of brass.” said Kama! Dev 
Pathak. the general secretary of the 
temple. “Now it is not a statue, it is 
a deity. We believe that God 
himself is in there now." 

1 asked my guide; Om Parkash 
Sharma, president of the National 
Council of Hindu Temples, to 
explain the jet black oval stone, the 
Shiv Ling in the centre of the 
temple, guarded by a bronze bull. 
Nandi, die mount of Shiva. “It is 
the shape of the universe,” was all 
he would say. Looking ft up later. In 
the Viking Handbook of Living 
Religions, it turns out to be a 
representation of the deity himself, 
the third in the Hindu trinity of 
Brahma, Vishnu and Shiva. 

Walking back across the carpeted 
nave to the temple entrance, before 
the service began, I was given

deities are the Lord in his various 
incarnations, explained one. who 
also spoke reverently of Jesus Christ 
as the only son of the Lord. But 
temple literature also challenges 
Hindus to prevent their children 
losing their identity by converting 
to Christianity. 

When our prayers began, mostly 
in Hindi. Durga was hidden 
behind red velvet curtains. She was 
being bathed and dothed in a new 
outfit of red and gold. Offerings of 
fruit and sweets were made. 

The priest invoked the blessings 
of Ganesha, the son of Shiva, to 
ensure Shiva’s blessing and protec¬ 
tion. Then we moved on to Durga. 
The senior priest Acharia Dhanna 
Dart Vashishat, recited from the 
Durga Sapt Shari scriptures. The 
junior priest Upinder Prohit per¬ 
formed the rituals. 


bananas and chocolates from a 
cardboard box overflowing with 
fruit These were offerings made to 
the deities installed in alcoves or on 
pedestals around the gold, cream 
and pink temple. Multicoloured 
flags were stretched from arch to 
arch, and women, men and 
children, some barefoot some with 
yellow flowers in their hair, sat on 
the red and gold carpet 

A few men wore western dress 
but most were in kuna. Hindu 
casual dress. The Hindu women 
wore turquoise, pink and gold 
saris, with the Punjabis in sahmr 
(silk baggy trousers) and cardigans. 
On the walls were many quotations 
from die Bhagavadgita. one of the 
most influential Hindu scriptures. 

As the service began, a bdl was 
chimed to drive off evil and attract 
the attention of Durga. the doty we 


were there to worship. Durga is the 
great mother goddess and femi¬ 
nine counterpart of tire three male 
deities. 

We sat cross-legged, lacing 
Durga. and were watched over 
from the right by tbe deity Krishna, 
in his incarnation as a shepherd 
boy with a flute in his arms. 
Krishna is one of the descents, or 
avatartts, of the pre-eminent be¬ 
nevolent god Vishnu, the second in 
tire Hindu trinity. 

Like other worshippers, I had 
removed my shoes and washed my 
hands before entering the temple 
for the service. Two priests were 
responsible for overseeing the cor¬ 
rect performance of the ritual and 
prayers, but they tried to keep a iow 
profile as far as possible. Each 
week, a different family leads the 
worship and prepares the food 


which the congregation eats after 
the service. 

The temple, built in 1967, was 
die first in the West Midlands, one 
of the main centres of Indian 
immigration. In Birmingham 
there are about 51.000 people of 
Indian origin out of an Asian 
population of 130,000 and a total 
population of 961,000. In India, 
Hindus make up four-fifths of tire 
population. . 

The word Hindu is derived from 
the Persian word for India. Unlike 
most religions, Hinduism has no 
founder and is not prophetic. It has 
no essential creeds, doctrine, dog¬ 
ma or practice and is often adapted 
to local conditions. The Hindus I 
met in Birmingham spoke in 
monotheistic terms of one God, 
whom they called Brahma or the 
Lord of Creation. The temple 


Mr Sharma translated for me: 
“He is asking for the protection of 
all the parts of the body and for ail 
the intellect. He is naming each 
part of the body. He is saying: 
'Goddess who appeared in this 
form protect me. Protect my eyes, 
my mouth, my family, protect the 
whole universe.’" 

After the initial prayers, the 
congregation sang evocative and 
melodic Indian hymns, or 
bhajanas, led by a man with a 
harmonium, a woman beating a 
drum and another with a tambou¬ 
rine. While the service appeared 
casual and informal, it is vital in 
Hinduism that the rituals are 
correctly performed. Hindus 
believe all living things have souls, 
and that the soul returns repeatedly 
to different bodies on earth. The 
type of body you inhabit in your 
next life depends on karma, or 
the effect of deeds done in the 
last one. 

The cyde of reincarnation is 
broken when, by spiritual self- 
realisation. the soul escapes to 
moksha. or liberation. Knowledge 
and bhakti, or devotion, can help 
free the soul from its earthly 
imprisonment. Thus devotions well 
done can lead to the final state of 
bliss, sometimes called nirvana. 

The beat strengthened and the 
pace quickened as we approached 
the climax of the service, the aarti 
ceremony, or prayer offering. Mr 
Sharma strode to the front and 
blew hand on a conch, used as a 
trumpet during Hindu rituals, to 
help us concentrate on God As the 
unearthly sound echoed around 
the temple, the velvet curtain drew 
back. Durga was revealed, resplen¬ 
dent in red and gold sflk. dripping 
with gold jewellery and draped 
with yellow flowers. We had no 
sermon; instead there were an¬ 
nouncements of forthcoming 
events, chiefly foe festival of Shiva. 

We all stood for foe offering. The 
singing recommenced, with clap¬ 
ping and dancing. Worshippers 
brought food to the goddess and 
the aarti, a silver dish containing 
five cotton-wool wicks in purified 
butter, was rotated in a clockwise 
direction in from of foe deity. 

Tbe singing grew more intense, 
the conch was blown again, bells 
were rung and the priest prayed. 
We raised our hands as he prayed 
lor world peace and for the whole of 
mankind. 

Durga seemed to smile sweetly 
on us as we departed for foe 
communal meal in foe kitchen next 
door. 

In the lobby. 1 noticed an Air 
India poster advertising “Aum 
Sweet Aum”. Hindus speak of aum 
as a primeval sound, representing 
God in the simplest form. The 
poster said: ” Aum has many mean¬ 
ings. One of them is welcome to foe 
gods."

Strike call for alley cats 


Where to bowl ’em over 


W e must have ap¬ 
peared an unlikely 
team. Julie, my 
younger sister. Jim. Tim and 
Andy, three of her friends 
from Manchester University, 
my mother and myself had all 
trooped down to foe Bellevue 
GXsuperbowl. in Manchester, 
keen to try our hands at a spot 
of tenpin bowling. 

It is boom time in the world 
of bowling. Based on Ameri¬ 
can models, today’s bowling 
alleys look like a cross between 
a shopping mall and a cinema 
foyer — havens of leisure with 
entertainment enough to occu¬ 
py a whole day. As well as 32 
bowling lanes, our particular 
joint was jumping with activi¬ 
ty: video games, pinball ma¬ 
chines. pool tables, burger 
bars and popcorn and ice¬ 
cream stalls. 

We made for the saloon 
doors of foe Brooklyn Bar to 
sup Budweisers and wait for 
our turn to be called over the 
Tannoy. When our lane was 
free, we swapped our shoes for 
soft-soled pumps and 
squeaked down to the start 
We keyed each player's name 
imo foe computerised score¬ 
board. and we were off. 

Julie led the way with a 
nonchalant hop. skip and roll 
action. She acquitted herself 
honourably, knocking down 
nine pins with her two throws. 
You haw two chances per turn 
to wipe out a frame of ten pins, 
and the whole game consists of 
ten frames each. 

1 went next and found foe 
first bundle lay in selecting a 
ball with the correct weight 
and finger-hole size- The lads 
assured me there was no 
advantage to a heavier ball, so 
1 opted “for a puny number 
seven. I managed to topple 
eight pins in one, but trying to 
angle foe follow-up shot put 
me swiftly into foe gutter. 

Arrow marks on the boards 
a short way down the lane 
guide foe eye to foe centre, but 
foe greatest help is the over¬ 
head video screen beside each 
scoreboard, which has a dia¬ 
gram of foe pins to be felled 
and an arrow indicating foe 
optimum point of impact 
My mother, a first-timer to 
the bowling alley, was con¬ 
vinced she would be a dab 
hand at it having spent her 
youth curling on frozen ponds

in Scotland. She was not bad, 
but like me. she found that 
her shots kept veering to the 
left just as they neared their 
target. This is not unusual 
because the first half of each 
lane is oiled to encourage the 
h ails to glide forward, but after 
that any angle or spin starts to 
take effect. 

As my ball and the left-hand 
gutter developed a mutual 
■attraction, Tim stepped in 
with advice: “Tty to keep the 
swing directly under your 
shoulder, and release foe ball 
low down." The ideal line of 
delivery is dose to and parallel 
with your side. But there is. 
apparently, many a sexist joke 
about bowling not being a 
woman’s game, as those with 
ample hips cannot keep to this 
straight line. 

Bouncing the ball is stncuy 
frowned upon, but Andy 
found ft an effective method of 
scattering his pins. Andy, it 
transpired, was no novice; he 
spent last year in America, 
where he was a part-time 
bawling mechanic. So we were 
regaled with anecdotes and 
points of etiquette. For in¬ 


stance. a double palm-flap and 
a hearty “YoT is tbe standard 
recognition of a “strike” 

This strike is what we were 
all aiming for, as ft is the term 
for knocking foe whole frame 
over on the first throw and is 
marked on screen by a gratify¬ 
ing red cross. With a strike you 
have the sum of your next two 
balls added to this score of ten 
points. 


A “spare” is when you 
topple all ten with two 
shots and is marked by 
a red slash,- for this you get foe 
soore of your next ball adaed to 
foe ten points. As these car- 
ried-over points mount up, to 
say nothing of doubles, triples 
or “turkeys" (three successive 
strikes), the possibilities for big 
scores grow and grow. 

Scoring can, therefore, get 
fairly complicated, and it was 
not until the arrival of comput¬ 
erised scoreboards from Amer¬ 
ica in the second half of foe 
1980s that tenpin bowling 
started to make a comeback 
from near extinction in foe 
1970s. The seedy alleys of 
yesteiyear were revamped with 


new technology and swish 
facilities. Renovation seems to 
have paid off: foe number of 
centres in Britain has leapt 
from 45 in 1986 to almost 
200 today. 

This all-age, alklay activity 
is now marketed as nice, dean, 
family fun: there are school 
and youth dub tournaments, 
“housewives’" handicaps and 
senior citizens' leagues. The 
British team competes in 
Europe and is trying to up¬ 
grade foe game’s status. It was 
even a demonstration sport at 
foe Barcelona Olympics. 

“The beauty of tenpin," says 
Peter Smith of the Tenpin 
Bowling Association, “is that 
an eight-year-old can beat his 
dad. It’s a friendly game. It’s 
not about aggressive play but 
about accuracy and foe ability 
to roll foe ball properly." 

The atmosphere at Bellevue 
was certainly friendly, and 
players from the adjoining 
lane were eager to give tips. : 
“It’s all in the wrist action." tbe 
first bloke confided. Then, as I 
was pondering a more meaty ! 
number 12. another chipped 
in: “The weight doesn’t mat¬ 
ter, it’s what you do with your 
feet Lead with foe left foot and 
slide your right foot out behind 
you.” Whether it was the fancy 
footwork or the hefty number 
12 I do not know, but I 
redeemed myself with ray first 
strike. 

By this stage, Jim was 
steaming ahead and, despite 
some sneaky foot-faults, his 
scoreline was peppered with 
scarlet slashes and crosses. He 
alcn manag ed to pull off a 
strike in the final round, thus 
earning an extra turn. The 
maximum score is 300. but 
anything above 120 is consid-' 
ered respectable. Luckily, Jim 
and Andy kept our end up 
with scores of 141 and 127. 

Mother and I came bottom- 
equal with a meagre 5 9 points. 
Perhaps it was those child¬ 
bearing hips. Or perhaps to¬ 
day's students just spend too 
many hours in high-tech lei¬ 
sure traps. Either way, it 
turned out to be an entertain¬ 
ing evening.

All ready to do the deed 


Y ou have found a 
French property that 
you want to buy and 
. you have agreed the 
price; now both you and the 
vendor will be required to sign 
a preliminary contract 
(compromis de vente). You wOl 
be asked to pay a deposit of 
about 10 per cent of die 
purchase price. The contract is 
legally binding on both par¬ 
ties. and the deposit non- 
returnable, except in certain 
, conditions 

Before signing the prelimi¬ 
nary agreement, it is vital to 
know exactly what it contains. 
It is best to take it back to 
Britain and go through it with 
your legal adviser. There are a 
number of British-based solid- 
tors who specialise in French 
conveyancing. Despite the sin¬ 
gle European market, English 
solicitors are not allowed to 
practice in France, unless they 
are members of the French 
bar. Legal firms in this countzy 
offering advice on French law 
have to work in liaison with 
French notains and avocats. 

Most legal firms charge 
about £100 to vet the agree¬ 
ment for you, and then by the 
hour for subsequent advice; or 
a flat fee of between £500 and 
£750 (depending on the price 
of the property and the 
amount of work involved) for 
taking you through the entire 
transaction. 

Although the contract binds 
the buyer to the purchase, it 
still contains a number of 
escape clauses, known as "con¬ 
ditions suspensives". When 
you sign the compromis de 
vente, you will be asked wheth¬ 
er you intend to seek a 
mortgage to pay fork. Even if 
you think you can purchase 
without a loan, it is important 
to retain die borrowing let-out 
clause (douse suspensive de 
prSt) within the preliminary 
contract. 

If die borrowing clause is 
inserted and you are not 
subsequently able to obtain a 
loan for die stated amount, at 
the interest rate you expect to 
pay, you can get out of the 
contract and recover your 
deposit 

Another let-out clause con¬ 
cerns the planning certificate 
(certifkat d'urbanisme). Pro¬ 
vided this clause is inserted 
and a satisfactory certificate 
obtained, you can get out of 
the contract and recover your

deposit if the property is 
adversely affected by any plan¬ 
ning requirement, such as a 
road-widening scheme. Other 
conditions suspensives can be 
inducted in the contract, pro¬ 
vided the vendor agrees — a 
satisfactory structural survey, 
for example, although this 
would be less common. 

The deposit is paid to a 


public official known as the 
notaire , whose job is to ensure 
that the sale transaction is 
carried our legally and accu¬ 
rately.

Notorial fees (including tax¬ 
es) are set by the government 
— usually about 10 to 12 per 
cent of the purchase price on 
properties over five years old,- 
about 3 per cent on newly built 
property. French value-added 
tax. or TVA, levied on new 
homes at 18-6 per cent should 
already be included in the 
price, but do check. 49 

The preliminary agreement 
can be signed in the office of 
the notaire, ot posted from the 
UK. You can send the deposit, 
in the form of a cheque drawn 
on a French bank account, or a 
banker's draft (in French 
francs) from your British bank. 

O n receipt of the 
necessary funds for 
the purchase, the 
notaire will draw 
up the acte de rente (deed of 
sole] for you to sign. Ask for a 
draft copy of the deed of sale 
before completion and check it 
through carefully. On signing 
the acte de rente (always in the£ 
office of the notaire . unlike the- 
compmmis, which can be 
signed anywhere), the proper¬ 
ty belongs to you. Make sure to 
obtain a certified copy of the 
deed of sale from the notaire 
after it has been registered az 
the land registry. 

Buying costs, including 
notorial fees, taxes and about 
4 to 8 per cent for the estate 
agent, amount to between 15 
and 20 per cent of the pur¬ 
chase price (the cheaper the 
property the higher the fees). 

If you sell your French 
holiday home within two years 
of purchase, you must pay 
33.5 per cent of the profit in 
French capital gains tax. Keep . 
any receipts for any restoration A 
work, because these can be set 
against your final tax biB. The 
longer you hold on to the 
property, the less tax you pay. 

A sale is free of French taxes 
after 32 years of ownership. 

You will only escape paying 
the tax on tile sale of your 
French home if you hare been 
a resident in France for tax 
purposes for at least a year and 
have owned the property for at 
least three years — provided 
you have held the property 
available for your use during 
that time, ie it has not been 
occupied by anyone else.

Cultivating a grand passion 

ANDREW LAWBON 



Penelope Hobhouse, one of Britain’s most influential gardeners,who is 


uprooting from the National Trust's TintLnhull after 14 years, describes the 


plans behind the garden she is creating at her new home in west Dorset 


A t the end of this year I 
am moving house, 
and to a garden 
which I am making 
for myself Except for an en¬ 
closed walled area — heavy day 
soil in an old kitchen garden 
that hasn't been worked for 
years — on one side of the 
house and an incomparable 
view of the hills of west Dorset 
on the other, there is nothing 
there: no trees, hedges, 
flowerbeds. This may 
sound thrilling but con¬ 
sidering that much of my 
livelihood comes bom 
designing gardens for 
other people, it is proving 
surprisingly daunting. 

Although I have an 
unspoilt canvas to work 
on, really a designer’s 
dream site, 1 have a 
problem: I don't know 
how I shall enjoy becom¬ 
ing “private" after more 
than 20 years of being 
"open" id visitors. By 
November. I will have 
lived at Tintinhufl in 
Somerset as custodian 
for the National Trust 
for 14 years. 

The public are a con¬ 
stant spur to further ef¬ 
fort: they are encoura¬ 
ging and sometimes 
damping, critical, obser¬ 
vant They also become 
friends, and I shall miss 
them. I sometimes think 
that here at Tintinhufl. 
my husband. John Mat¬ 
ins, who died last Au¬ 
gust and myself garden¬ 
ed for "approval”. With¬ 
out the visitors and the 
watchful eye of the NT 
maybe I won’t want to 
garden at all 
However, of one thing 
I am certain: that with¬ 
out a creative interest in 
ardening, I would have 
ound the six months 
since John died even 
more difficult Fortu¬ 
nately, we shared tHfc 
fanaticism for garden¬ 
ing, and going ahead 
with the plans for the To 
new garden that we had H, 
discussed together has 
been lifesaving. Having to g 
work as if I were doing it for ti 
him seems to have kept me well ir 
and sane. 

At any time, gardening, ir 
whether labouring or thinking si 
and ^planning. seems to be « 
curanve. It is often said that p< 
the satisfaction of growing oi 
things gives gardening an edge al 
over more sterile recreations, al 
For me it is therapeutic, at 
because I become so complete- co 
ly absorbed in what 1 am fa 
doing. 1 find the spit and polish iti

of gardening compelling. I love 
the physical exercise, the fresh 
air, weeding, the smell of grass 
and flowers, producing and 
planting. Then, tired with that, 
I enjoy the challenge of the 
more cerebral side of it all 
Perhaps h is rewarding 
because you cannot ever 
achieve perfection, and the 
garden is never finished. You 
do not have to be a good 




and private level or it can 
become a profession, so that 
gardening efforts — in the 
shape of a garden open to 
visitors, in writing and in 
design work — depend on the 
appreciation of others. 

Often, rhe dividing line be¬ 
tween private and professional 
gardening is crossed almost by 
chance, as it was for me. Also,

gardener to take advantage of 
the healing powers of garden¬ 
ing. only to bea striven 
Of grand passions, garden¬ 
ing seems to be one of the most 
satisfactory and least danger¬ 
ous, unless you indude the 
possibility of becoming a bore 
on the subject. It can be done 
alone or in partnership, at 
almost any age and at compar¬ 
atively linJe cost—that is, if you 
compare it to owning yachts or 
foxhunting. As an occupation 
it can be pursued on a personal 


health and a bit of Iudt. it 
should be possible to potter in 
the garden to a ripe old age. 

As I get older, the overall 
picture, has become more im¬ 
portant to me than individual 
plants. Digging and planting 
is a bit like learning a gram¬ 
mar. once you have learnt it it 
becomes automatic; you just 
gw on with the job and your 
mind is free for other thoughts. 
Plants become the means to 
compose your pictures. 

The intellectual stimulus 
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can comes before or afterwards; 
hat reading is an essential part of 
the gardening. Technical and ref- 
to erence books help you with 
in skills, but the history books and 
the books about the aesthetics of 
gardening should always be 
be- within easy reach, 
nal It is essential to absorb other 
by people's opinions and to visit 

so. good gardens; sometimes they 

cal stimulate disagreement but 
more often they consoli¬ 
date and darify one's 
own gardening ethos. Sir 
George Sitwell’s On the 
Making of Cardens, 
read 20 years ago, was 
seminal for me, as was 
Sylvia Crowe's Carden 
Design, and Russell 
Page's The Education of 
a Gardener. 

Not surprisingly, given 
ray years at Tintinhufl. I 
have a penchant for the 
rhythms found in a clas¬ 
sic Italian garden. Re¬ 
search for writing con¬ 
centrates the mind 
wonderfully, just as ad¬ 
vising other people on 
their gardens makes 
one's approach more dis¬ 
ciplined. I am lucky to be 
both writer and designer. 

Tintinhufl. designed 
by the talented Phyllis 
Reiss in the 1940s and 
1950s. is a magical 
garden. Its layout is es¬ 
sentially geometric and 
formal, with a series of 
enclosed “rooms” linked 
by paths and axial views. 
The planting themes, by 
contrast, are romantical¬ 
ly informal, with beds 
and borders packed with 
interweaving shrubs and 
perennials. The verticals 
in die garden — trees, 
topiary and hedges — 
divide the space and give 
each section a feeling of 
secrecy and mystery. 

Most of tiie features of 
my new garden are in¬ 
spired by something at 
Tintinhufl: a water ca¬ 
nal. an arbour of dipped 
>1 bay. seduded places to 

i sit cross axial pathways. 

This spring, the first 
essential is to lay out the bones 
by getting in trees, paths and 
hedges. Most of the trees will 
have a domestic connotation — 
medium-sized crabs and 
thorns — while the hedges will 
split up the open spaces. 

Garden and house are inex¬ 
tricably linked, as we made the 
design for the garden when we 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion to make the buildings 
habitable. Now, as planting 
begins and paths are laid out, 
the plan has to be fine-tuned. 

The rain we have converted 
was an early 19th-century 
coach house, attached to a 
wiled kitchen garden. The 
adjacent cow byre, a lean-to 
against the outer garden wall, 
is now the drawing-room.

flourish 
under glass 


O ur consezVawiy, which 
is the latest adjunct to 
our house, has quickly 
become an inalienable 
part of the life of air family. About 
thus time of year, during these chill 
days before spring arrives, we fold 
up the children’s snooker table, 
spruce up the plants and enjoy die 
light, bright days and unseasonai 
scents and flowers. It is really lovely 
breakfasting there among the 
plants, and I would recommend a 
gardener with a nest-egg put by for 
a treat, to take advantage of 
recession-priced conservatories. 

My ideal conservatory' — the 
comfortable glasshouse, filled with 
Sowers and foliage, where you can 
lounge, take your early morning 
coffee and read the papers, or while 
away the evening hours as the sun 
goes down — is difficult to achieve. 
Those designed either for plant or 
people comfort are much easier. 

My recipe for a plants-and- 
people hybrid conservatory involves 
a tiled floor and an absence of 
curtains, soft blinds or cushions 
except for die few on the sofas, 
which are vacuumed frequently. 
The reason for this is that fabrics 
can make good homes for pests. 
Now that there is plenty of flower 
and foliage, the result is not the 
least bit Spartan. 

We chose a wooden-framed con¬ 
servatory for its warmth of charac¬ 
ter. but it requires repainting every 
few years, and we shall have to grit 
our teeth and get on with the job 
this summer. Ours came with its 
separate parts treated with an 
undercoat of microporous paint, 
over which we put two topcoats 
when the building was folly erect¬ 
ed. I chose white to match the 
house, but the next repainting will 
be done in green (my husband’s 
preference), which matches die 
traditional front doors of all the 
Rothschild cottages in this area, 
and does.not glare, as white does in 
brilliant sun. ■

with more modem houses, are 
usually supplied with durable.

baked dry-powder coating. Un- 
painied aluminium, used for 
green-houses, wifl oxidise on its 
surface, forming a white patina but 
will also last for years without 
maintenance, while the modem 
synthetic material uPVC is also 
practically maintenance free. 

Glass roofing is the best of the 
available options. Although the 
polycarbonates are being im¬ 
proved. all the roofs I have inspect¬ 
ed look very scratched after a few 
years. Glass needs to be of a special 
toughened quality. Double glazing 
is expensive but it means slightly 
less heat-loss in winter and. more 
importantly, fewer problems with 
condensation. 

I am glad we followed advice to 
add a little coloured paint to the 
Artex used on the inside brickwork. 
It is hardly noticeable but satisfacto¬ 
rily cuts down dazzle. Another 
thing we learnt was to make roof 
windows a priority in our specifica¬ 
tion. These are essential to good 


ventilation and, despite the ex¬ 
pense, are a necessity, not a luxury. 

Since conservatories are a fa¬ 
voured point of entry for thieves, 
make sure that doors and windows 
have locking fittings. Some inge¬ 
nious fittings can lode the window 


BEST BUYS 


THE first outdoor sowings mark 
the real beginning of the new 
season. Make sure you have spring 
onion (White Lisbon) and radish 
seed (Crystal Ball or French Break¬ 
fast) for early sowings. You can 
begin to sow from this week in 
light soils in a warmish situation. 
However, leave the sowing for a 
week or so if the soil in your area is 
heavier. Do not throw out old 
radish seeds: they can last-for ten 
years or more if stored in a dry, 
cool place. Sow both crops thinly 
so that they do not require thin¬ 
ning later on. 


in a halfopen position. This allows 
the air to circulate, while also giving 
reasonable security. 

Plants thrive if they can have a 
spell outdoors in summer so, apart 
from very large specimens and 
those growing up trellises, we try to

give ours a spell on the terrace. 
Each year, in February or March, 
small plants may need to be 
repotted, and those in larger pots 
should have some of the compost 
replaced with fresh material and 
the roots trimmed tack if necessary. 


WEEKEND TIPS 


• Continue planting fruit trees 
and bushes, preparing the ground 
first, removing all weeds and 
adding a handful ofbonemeal to 
the soil. 

• Prune winter-flowering 
jasmine (Jasminum nudifiorum) 
now the flowers havefaded. 

% Avoid walking on frosted or 
water-logged lawns. 

• Divide clumps of snowdrops 
and replant when flowers have 
faded but leaves are still green. 

• Sow sweet peas in deep seed 
trays or individual pots. 


Some plants, such as citrus and the 
buddleia-Hke Nicodemia. need to 
be pruned around now. 

On the whole, people prefer 
hotter conditions than plants, tat it 
is nearly always expensive to heat 
conservatories. However, most 


plants wffl survive the winter at 
foirfy low temperatures, especially it 
they are kept on the diy side, in tne 

cold Northumberland climate, the 

conservatory at Wallington Hall 
has sheltered an ancient fuchsia, 
whose trunk has now reached a 
mighty 23cm diameter. Radiators 
or, even better, underfloor heating 
are ideal in domestic tircum- 
stances. Beware systems that switch 
off at night, which is fine for you. 
tucked up in bed, but hopeless for 

the conservatory ^ plants suffering 
their coldest conditions. 

Our wood stove is highly unso¬ 
phisticated, so we hedge our bets 
with a night storage heater, 
switched to the latest possible heat- 
release setting, backed up with a 
Jemp thermostatically controlled 
fan-heater. I prefer fan-heatere 
because they create air circulation 
and a dry rather than damp heat 
So far, this system has worked well: 
it is reasonably economical and, 
although the winter temperatures 
are a bit chin, all the plants survive. 

A max-min digital thermometer 
startled me with its revelations of 
the incredible temperature fluctua¬ 
tions in February or March. 

In the high temperatures of 
summer, the priorities are to pro- , 
vide water and humidity. Watering 1 
the small pots twice a day is not as 
onerous as it seems. I go around 
with the watering can in the early 
morning and at dusk and. especial¬ 
ly on days when I’m exceptionally 
busy. I have come really to enjoy 
this daily dialogue with my plants.

A trip too often 
to the Wells 


P inero may not have been 
Wilde, and his Trelawny 
not The Importance of 
Being Earnest; but both 
have the power to charm and 
amuse. Did not even Shaw, the 
mortal enemy of the great white 
father of late-Victorian “society 
drama”, dedare that his backstage 
comedy had “a certain delicacy 
which makes me loth to lay my 
critical fingers on it"? 

That is why I do not feel, as some 
dearly do, that the arrival of a 
second Trelawny on the South 
Bank within days of a first one 
dosing on Shaftesbury Avenue is as 
disgraceful as a Royal Shakespeare 
Company revival of Which Witch. 
Indeed, I expected the National to 
teach the West End a lesson in 
fluency and sophistication. 

That does not fully happen. If the 
production at the Comedy was 
bright and brittle, and sometimes 
gave die impression that Pinero's 
family of thespians had not been 
introduced to each other, John 
CalnJ’s revival seems slow and even 
laborious. Part of the fault may 
belong to a playwright who could 
be awfully painstaking when it 
came to setting up situation. But 
that hardly excuses a first act whose 
sentimental merriment is supposed 
to be in marked contrast to the

wintry happenings of the second. 
Here, the comparison between, 
theatrical exuberance and Mayfair 
frigidity might be one between 

Januaiy and February. 

The first-act party is for Rose 
Trelawny, flower of the mid-Victori¬ 
an theatre, who is leaving Sadlers 
Wells to marry the nob Arthur 
Gower. Then John Napier's cosy 
parlour disappears, and on shunts 
the glacial tableau he has designed 
for the second act Arthur’s grand¬ 
father and great-aunt snoozing 
beneath fluted columns while all 
else perch in awed silence. With 
Robin Bailey adding a menacing 
edge to bleats and wails rather 
similar to those Midtael Hordern 
brought to the role of the tyrannical 
Sir William Gower, and Helen 
McCrary's Rose seething in furious 
protest, die scene is more plausible 
than at the Comedy. Yet it too tends 
to drag. 

Things look up after die interval, 
when a disillusioned Rose returns 
to the Wells, a rejected Arthur runs 
off to become an apprentice actor, 
and reconciliation occurs during 
the first rehearsal of a new play by 


their friend, Tom Wrench; but not 
as much as the talent on display 
promises. After all. here is Michael 
Bryant comically flaunting himself 
as a ham actor. Nicola Redmond 
exuding callow grandeur as an 
actress on the make, and Adam 
Kotz flinging about in frustration 
as Wrench, the character Pinero 
based on the pioneer of “cup-and- 
saucer** realism, T.W. Robertson. 
Above all. here's a fine performance 
from the little-known Helen 
McCrary- a Trelawny who moves 
from joy to restless exasperation, 
from triumphant confidence to 
unostentatious grief, witb an emo¬ 
tional authenticity that makes Sa¬ 
rah Brightman at the Comedy look 
a pretty artificial Rose. 

What is wrong? Is the Olivier too 
forbidding a space for so genial an 
exercise in theatrical nostalgia? Or 
has Caird. who directed so many 
good things for the RSC, brought 
some of that company's more 
questionable traits to the National 
notably a tendency rather earnestly 
to look for sub-text and depth in 
places where they are as elusive as 
diamonds in a sandpit? Whatever 
the answer, it will take a third 
revival to get Trelawny right

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Flat champagne? A rather disappointing Frayn revival 


IT IS nearly two decades since 
Michael Frayn’s comedy 
about an Oxbridge college re¬ 
union first delighted audi¬ 
ences and won awards. Its 
combination of character hu¬ 
morously observed and franti¬ 
cally farcical situations looks 
forward to the delirious joy of 
Noises Off. Michael Rudman, 
an old band with the play, 
now directs it on his new patch 
at Sheffield: and it must be 
said that 18 years on, the 
comedy betrays a certain me¬ 
chanical flatness. 

The production is discreetly 
in period, to judge by the 
men's subtly flared trousers 
and the dialogue anticipating 
the end of the century in 20 
years'time. This gives adue to 
the unease that both style and 
substance generate. Is it a 
period piece ot not? There is 
no reason why the high jinks

of a mainly privileged Ox¬ 
bridge world should seem 
dated. Oxbridge still exists, 
and stiH somehow confers 
privilege on its acolytes by 
mere contact But there seems 
something very heartless in 
the mockery of the frightful 
little prole, derided for his 
grey ness and his accent 
Heartless and inaccurate. 
Such people can end up as 
prime ministers. 

The militant young don 
who supports the college staff's 
industrial action arouses an 
almost romantic nostalgia. 
Today his ruthlessly manage¬ 
rial counterpart would have 
very different priorities. Con-

versely, the cabinet minister's 
gibbering panic at the threat 
of a sexual scandal which 
might destroy him and the 
government and the pound, 
has an added edge — given 
the recent preoccupations, and 
the power, of the press — that 
kills the joke sione dead. 

If the play's social assump¬ 
tions seem almost cosily inno¬ 
cent. Frayn's ear for the 
absurdities of polite conversa¬ 
tion remains as sharp as ever. 
The opening scene charts the 


arrivals of college members for 
a reunion after 20 years. 
Contemporaries of varying 
abilities and temperaments 
skirt one another with wary 
geniality, uttering those won¬ 
derfully meaningless plati¬ 
tudes with which the British 
paw the ground, mark time 
and sniff each other out 
There is a danger dial 
viewed from the new egalitari¬ 
an society, the punting classes 
blur into an unvaried upper- 
class caricature. If memory 
serves, the original cast offered 
more differentiated characteri¬ 
sations. though Sheffield gets 
off to a gopd start with Simon 
Williams and Nicky Henson. 


Two expert comic actors, they 
play together as ministerial 
smoothie and successful sur¬ 
geon with snap, style and 
obvious pleasure. Give them '-K 
20 more years and then 
Pinter’s No Man's Land. 

The director distances the 
play from us by going for 
stylised and sometimes — as 
with Phil Fox’s whoopingly 
camp clergyman — broad 
performances. Alison Fiske, as 
the undergraduate pin-up 
turned titled pillar of respect¬ 
ability. has warmth and vul¬ 
nerability where the original. 
Penelope Keith, had comic 
fluster. Her shorter stature 
makes her assumption of two 
male disguises in the frenzied 
dimax of chase, concealment 
and confused identities, look 
veiyartifidal indeed.

Turning back the 
decades in style 


S o far. foe notion that foe 
1990s are turning into a 
rerun of the 1970s has 
produced plenty of Laughs but 
little of substance. We have 
seen Rolf Harris gingering up 
“Stairway to Heaven" with his 
wobble-board on Top of the 
Pops, Erasure pretending to 
be Abba, and girls in ludi¬ 
crously flared trousers, that 
sort of thing. But not much to 
trouble the rock analysts of the 
future when they look back 
with a view to chronicling the 
development of serious musi¬ 
cal trends. 

Now, with the release of an 
outstanding debut by The Aut¬ 
eurs. there is. at last, an album 
which takes its inspiration 
from foe 1970s yet boasts a 
vision and intrinsic merit that 
bears comparison with the 
best music from any decade. 

Audaciously tided New 
Wave (Hut Recordings 
HUT7). it creates a quasi¬ 
fantasy world of the sort in 
which Bowie’s Ziggy Stardust 
used to exist Dotted with 
references to stars, satellites, 
stardust and even a starchild. 
the songs offer a rogues’ 
gallery of characters — a

showgirl bride, a housebreak¬ 
er. a murderous valet, a pair of 
idiot brothers—all sprung like 
strange genies from the imagi¬ 
nation of singer, songwriter 
and guitarist Luke Haines. 

Haines, who used to play in 
a group called foe Servants.

started foe Auteurs with bass¬ 
ist Alice Readman and drum¬ 
mer Glenn Collins little more 
than a year ago. Their dev¬ 
elopment since seems unnatu¬ 
rally rapid these days. Bur then 
Haines dearly has a natural 
gift for producing heart-tug¬ 
ging melodies which he sings 
in a quavery English voice 
directly descended from foal of 
Ray Davies of foe Kinks. 

The Auteurs toured with 


Suede last year, and while foe 
Auteurs* music is of a more 
delicate and melodic persua¬ 
sion. if there is to be a palace 
revolution of 1970s-Influ¬ 
enced music, then this album 
unquestionably qualifies them 
to play the rale of the Gash to 
Suede's Sex Pistols. 

In contrast to foe free- 
flowing. romantic spirit of 
New Wave, there is a smug, 
calculated tone to Saint 
Etienne's new album. So 
Tough (Heavenly HVNLP6). 
Reaching the shortlist of last 
year’s Mercury Music Prize 
with their 1991 album Fox 
Base Alpha has dearly not 
curbed foe trio's appetite for 
fluffy pop themes wrapped in 
packages thar arc too artfully 
knowing for their own good. 

Saint Etienne have been 
called “electro-bedsit futur¬ 
ists”, which means that they 
play dever but ultimately sop¬ 
py pop songs while indulging 
a magpie mentality to foe hilt, 
plundering snippets of speech 
from movies and documenta¬ 
ries and throwing in foe odd 
sound effect or loopy guitar 
phrase to reaffirm their pos¬ 
ition near the cutting edge.

One inspired man and his piano 


N eedless to say, Decca's 
five new Svyatoslav 
Richter releases are 
gems: invaluable documents 
giving insight into the work of 
one of foe great pianists, who 
yet has recorded comparative¬ 
ly little of the solo repertoire. 
Their provenance varies: most 
are live performances. 

Volume One. a double al¬ 
bum that preserves a concert 
Richter gave in February 
1989 at foe Yamaha Hal! in 
Vienna (Decca 436 451-2), 
sounds rather as though it was 
taped on a substandard 
Walkman (though foe record¬ 
ing is digital] by some naughty 
fellow in the twentieth row; 
creaks and coughs abound, 
and the piano seems distant. 
No matter, for once accus¬ 
tomed to the ambience and to 
a piano that sometimes 
sounds in need of loving care 
and attention, the listener can 


without difficulty discern an 
utterly majestic reritaL 
The second disc is particu¬ 
larly impressive: a delicate but 
rich-toned reading of We¬ 
bern’s Variations, Op 27. a 
bristling one of Barfok's Three 
Burlesques, suitably exotic in¬ 
toxicating accounts of two 
pieces from Szymanowski's 
Metopes (L’lte desSirenes and 
Calypso), and Hindemith's 
unexpectedly powerful Suite of 
1922. with its pugnacious 
final Ragtime and its reso¬ 
nances of foe America of foe 
day. The fust disc is devoted to 
Russian composers: Prokof¬ 
iev's Second Sonata, Op 14. 
vigorous and dramatic and in 
its slow movement dark and 
disturbed and restless: Stravin¬ 
sky's Piano-Rag-Music, sur¬ 
prisingly heavily weighted, 
and a matching pair of Shos¬ 
takovich's Preludes and 
Fueues. the F ffar major and

foe restrained but enormous C 
minor. This last piece demon¬ 
strates as well as anything 
Richter’s marvellous grasp of 
architecture. He, more than 
any other pianist, sees a piece 
as a complete shape; foe end is 
implicit in the beginning. 

The remaining four issues 
— all single discs — are mostly 
taken from a series of con cere 
that Richter gave in foe Teatro 
del Bibbiena, Mantova, in 
1986 and 1987, sometimes 
turning up as scheduled, 
sometimes not typically keep¬ 
ing everyone — and especially 
foe Deoca team — on tenter¬ 
hooks until he felt like playing. 

Two discs are given over 
entirely to sonatas by Haydn 
(Decca 436 454-2 and 436 
455-21. Parts of the second of 
’hese Sonatas ’ 24 32 and 


46. seem to have been made 
during a thunderstorm: Sona¬ 
ta No 2 is accompanied by 
some fierce rumbles and the 
sound of torrential rain beat¬ 
ing on foe roof. Presumably 
Decca was not responsible for 
originating foe recording, for 
it is analogue even though it 
dates from 1986, and no loca¬ 
tion is specified. But on both 
discs — the other indudes 
Sonatas 40. 4 1,44.48 and 52 
-- Richter’s playing brings out 
all the colour and imagination 
in these works, which offer an 
unprecedented variety of ideas 
and moods. Riduer. of course, 
understands this well; sheer 
instinct and the unrivalled 
clarity of his fmgerworic and 
tone colours bring him doser 
to 18th-centuiy style than, one 
might think. 

One of the remaining two 
discs (436 456-2) is devoted to 
Schumann: Four Fugues. 


Op 72 (where the cerebral 
textures are made wondrously 
transparent), foe G minor 
March from Op 76. the Op 7 
Toccata. Blumenstfick. Op 19 
and NachtstOcke. Op 23. The 
other gives us Brahms’s 
stormy Sonatas. Op 1 and 2 
(436 457-2). On both Richter 
balances poetry and virtuosity 
to perfection. He understands 
foe mysterious interplay be¬ 
tween harmony and mdody in 
Schumann, said he shapes 
phrases lovingly. Meanwhile 
he relishes foe extravagant 
passions of Brahms as much 
as its warmth, taming both of 
these vast organisms into co¬ 
gent and thoroughly convinc¬ 
ing pieces. 

We have to put up with 
applause here and there, but 
in the face of such a towering 
art this is no sacrifice.

Raw live show 
of deep blues

H orn arrangements by 
Benny Golson and 
Hank Crawford, and 
guest appearances fay Lionel 
Hampton, PI as Johnson and 
Buddy. Guy among others: 
Loo Rawfs has no shortage of 
high-calibre musicians sup¬ 
porting on his new project A 
consummate performer who 
has made all too few appear¬ 
ances in this country recently, 
he has found it difficult to 
reproduce foe raw energy of 
his live shows when he enters 
the studio. Portrait of the 
Blues (Manhattan 799548-2) 
makes a deeper impression 
than either of his recent Blue 
Note outings. 

With Steve Khan's guitar 
growling in foe background. 
Rawls makes a swaggering 
entrance on “1 Just Want to 
Matte Love to You”, one of two 
Willie Dixon numbers. A duet 
with Phoebe Snow on “A 
Lover's Question” never quite 
catches fire, and Hampton's 
fleeting contribution to "Satur¬ 
day Night Fish Fty" is routine 
enough, but Rawls soon gets 
back on course with foe help of 
Golson and Crawford's charts. 

His voice has lost none of its 
velvet sheen. He is at his most 
compelling when he is not 
forced to compete with a heavy 
backbeat There are times 
when you cannot help think¬ 
ing that all he really needs 


behind him is a quiet unob¬ 
trusive trio. Jf 

After mixed results with an 
overbearing fusion trio. Mi¬ 
chel Pefrncdani goes solo on 
Promenades with Duke (Blue 
Note 7805902), in which 
Ellington themes are dissected 
with microscopic precision. 

The variations are inexhaust¬ 
ibly inventive, particularly in 
foe recasting of foe skeletal 
melody of "African Flower”. 

Yet as with Joe Hender¬ 
son’s acclaimed set of Billy 
Strayhom tones last year, foe 
romantic essence of foe origi- , 
rials often goes untappoi. * 
Ellington’s fens may well feel 
that foe master did it all with 
rather more wit and economy 
on Piano Reflections. 

Petrucriani’s best work to 
date can be found on Power of 
Three, a 1986 collaboration 
with Wayne Shorter and foe 
guitarist Jim Hafl. Among 
musicians, Hafl enjoys a for¬ 
midable reputation as an ac¬ 
companist who stays two or 
three steps ahead of his part¬ 
ners in any situation. 

All Hall’s skills are on 
display in Live at Village West 
(Concord CCD-4245) an en¬ 
chanting low-key series of 
duets with foe bassist Ron 
Carter, taped in 1982. The . 
dialogue seldom falters, and * 
best of all neither man feels 
obliged to fill foe silence

THE identity crisis 
is not such a fash¬ 
ionable condition as 
it used to be. A few 

years ago. if you 

weren't having an 
identity crisis, you 
were nobody. This 
week, however, it was possible to 
observe some quite severe identity 
problems just sitting at home and 
watching the tatty. especially if you 
were able to see the two-part 
Diana: Her True Story (Sunday 
and Tuesday. Sky One), or French 
and Saunders (Thursday, BBC2), 
or Without Walls: /"Accuse Dame 
Edna Everage (Tuesday, Channel 
4). or The Michael Jackson Inter¬ 
view (Monday, BBC2). Through¬ 
out all these crazy mixed-up 
programmes, the plaintive cry of 
“Who’s that? Surely it’s not — V 
rang out repeatedly in my house, 
followed by low whimperings of 
confusion. 

The worst crisis hit when I was 
showing highlights from Michael 
Jackson to a neighbour. “ Look." I 
said, "this is quite amazing." And l 
spooled forward to the point where 
the spooky white-faced Jackson 
talks about his mother and dad. 
“My mother is perfection,’* he 
piped, in that strange soft girlie 
voice, just as a still photograph of a 
dark-skinned man and a lighter¬ 
skinned woman appeared on the 
screen. I freeze-framed the picture 
triumphantly. 

“See?" I yelled, a mad glint in my 
eye. “D’you see?" 

“See what?” stud my neighbour. 

“He wants to be his mother*" I 
shouted. “His mother loots exactly 
like him! Look, even the stray lock 
of hair down her face, the same 
eyebrows, everything! It’s his moth¬ 
er he’s turning into!" 

“But that's not his mother, it’s 
him."

“That's a picture of Michael 

Jackson and his dad." 

“is hr 

I felt weightless, suddenly. I 
gaped. For heaven’s sake. I had just 
spent several hours establishing 
beyond a shadow of doubt that 
Michael Jackson’s new white face 
was identical to Michael Jackson’s 
new white lace in a photo. I 
wondered whether it was time to 
baQ out of this TV reviewing 
business before serious damage 
was done. 

The trouble is that superficial 
resemblance can serve all soils of 
purposes on television, and occa¬ 
sionally one gets confused. For 
example, when French and 
Saunders dress up as Shakespeare 
Sister, as they did this week, 
obviousty the purpose is just to get a 
laugh. Simple as that Later in the 
series we are promised a House of 
Eliott sketch, in which they appear 
as Bea and Evie wearing exact 
replicas of House of Eliott dothes, 
replicating the House of Eliott hair¬ 
styles. and cunningly saving buck¬ 
ets of money by filming the entire 
thing on House of Eliott sets. What 
they do with all this hard-earned 
verisimilitude is almost immateriaL 
The joke is funny already. 

Yet sometimes when you see 
lookallkes, you are not supposed to 
laugh. On Without Walls, Rory 
Bremner dressed up as Dame 
Edna Everage, and the viewer was 
quite emphatically instructed not to 
laugh, because it wasn’t funny. The 
thesis of this utterly uncalled-for 
/Accuse was that Dame Edna no 
longer has a satiric edge, and has 
become an unleashed monster, 
vicious and out of control. Do I 
hear you say “So what?” That’s 


funny, so did I. Do I also hear you 
say that Rory Brenner's impres¬ 
sion of Dame Edna isn't terribly 
good? Well, I said that too. 

While Bremner certainty had 
some good points to make about 
his fellow artiste, a /.Accuse was 
quite thewrong way to make them. 
With its expat witnesses, its oratory 
and its incriminating dips, 
/Accuse is die arts-programme 
equivalent of a public stoning, and 
is usually reserved for people who 
are safety dead. Bremner didn’t 
even follow tbe usual rubric of die 
series, which is to attack the 
reputation rather than die artist 
His assault was totaltyarf hominem 
(although in a spooky, ad feminam 
kind of way. of course^. and he 
conducted it very much as though it 
were a public duty rather than a 
matter of opinion. In the context of 
all this, then, his impersonation of 
Edna was simply mean. 

W hy all this stuff about 
impersonators? Wefl. 
it was, of course, the 
big question hanging 
over die mini-series Diana: Her 
True Story — would tbe superficial 
resemblance between actors and 
originals be a bonus or a handicap? 
In other words, would Darid 
Threlfall (as the Prince of Wales) 
diligently talking out of the side of 
his mouth, like Popeye, convince 
the viewer that this story was die 
truth (no! not that!), or just make us 
laugh uncontrollably? In die event, 
1 am pleased to say, there was no 
contest French mid Saunders 
couldn’t have done it better. Diana: 
Her True Story was skin-deep 
drama pushed to its shallowest 
limit with Prince Charles not only 
conversing with rhubarb, but ap¬ 
parently allowing the rhubarb to 
write hK lines. 

To be fair, the pleasurable shock

of recognition (“Why, isn’t that 
Princess Anne!") is a very snail 
dramatic effect on which to bu3d a 
four-hour d rama packed with dia¬ 
logue that the audience knows 
already (“monstrous carbuncle”, 
and so on), so I suppose you've got 
to hand it to them, they did it 
Based on Andrew Morton’s book, 
of the same name. Diana: Her 
True Story might best be described 
as Rebecca with flagAvavers. Young 
timid inexperienced girl marries 
older man with higher social 
standing; gets terrorised by tbe 
servants; feels trapped indoors; 
goes crazy with jealousy of man’s 
former love (Rebecca/Camilla): in¬ 


curs husband’s wrath by wearing 
in ap prop r iate flouncy dock to first 
lag party: occasionally breaks orna¬ 
ments. There are also subtie differ¬ 
ences of plot, of course, because at 
Rebecca’s finale, Manderiey Mares 
dramatically a gainst a night sky. 
and — but hang on. perhaps the 
resemblance is a bit too sinking, 
after afl. 

Curiously, however, other strik¬ 
ing resemblances in Diana: Her 
True Story were a bit thin on the 
ground. It is one of tbe main 
paradoxes of this kind of lookalike 
exercise, actually, that the casting 
director is damned if he does, 
damned if be doesn’t and pilloried 


for half measures in between. 
Which is just another reason, 
surety, why ft is not worth doing. 
So, while David ThreHall’s Prince 
of Wales was a foU-Mown caricature 
(wefl done, but still ludicrous), die 
glimpsed Princess Margaret was a 
mere chintzy-frock-and-tiara job (a 
hoot), and die Queen Mother a tiny 
whispering anty-hafred woman in 
ruffled blues, whom no amount of 
cat-calls from die viewer, apparent¬ 
ly. could persuade to desist 
The confusions and feetings of 
disbelief surrounding this piece 
were numerous- Who. I wondered 
(for ages), was that Mysterious Old 
Cove who seemed to be hanging 


around the Queen all the tune, and 
gatecrashing important family din¬ 
ners? It’s him. I kept saying: he’s 
there again. Well, blow me. it 
turned out to be the Duke of 
Edinburgh. 

If it seems perverse to judge 
Diana: Her True Story by its 
appearances. I would reply that vjr 
only fair to take it on its own terms. 
I hope, by the way. that I have not 
given the impression that I didn’t 
enjoy it There were some excellent 
lookalike frocks, and even some 
interesting lookalike newspapers, 
with tities such as The Informer and 
The Echo . And the corgis, one and 
afl. were exceOent

IN 1989. Jon 
Marsh’s face 
stopped being 
just a conve¬ 
nient place to 
keep a nose, 
and a neat way 
of tying up a 
few nerve endings, and be¬ 
came instead an icon — that 
fiashlir blur of features turned 
into a visual shorthand for 
lurve and peace and people 
getting together right now. 

It was just after the Add 
summer of love, see everyone 
was looking for new heroes — 
preferably ones that didn’t 
mind sculling around in flota¬ 
tion tanks for their videos and 
nearly falling out of trees for 
photo shoots- And Marsh had 
these big blue eyes, and half a 
dozen cracking songs about 
peace and lurve and getting 
together right now, and the 
kind of long long hair Vidal 
Sassoon weeps about in his 
sleep. Obviously he and his 
band, the Beloved, were going 
to be famous. 

Their music wore the mood 
of the time effortlessly: “Hello’' 
got them on Top of the Pops; 
the slinksome “Time After 
Time" saw a few thousand 
posters of Marsh and fellow 
Beloved person Steve Wad- 
din gton Sellotaped to discern¬ 
ing teenagers’ walls, and the 
beautiful “Sun Rising" en¬ 
sured them a particularly 
sumptuous place in heaven. 

“Sun Rising” was a cold- 
sweat drift through the begin¬ 
ning of the dawn; people 
wandered oft blasted from the 
dance floors, and out into the 
cold new day with "Sun Ris¬ 
ing" playing on an endless 
loop in their heads. It was a 
glide through the euphoria 
created in escaping sleep all 
night and, ugh. it was on an 
Alpen advert as well 

The Beloved were every¬ 
body’s favourite “left field 
pop/dance type band", as 
Marsh describes them. And

then? And then they promptly 
did absolutely nothing at all, 
on a regular basis, for about 
three years. 

Oh. sure, there was a remix 
album — Blissed Out — but I 
daresay Glenda Jackson could 
knock out a remix album 
without too much effort No. 
the Beloved stubbornly did 
nothing for three years, and 
the world was left to chew on 1 
its fingernails, then its knuck¬ 
les, and finally the stumps of 
its arms until "Sweet Harmo¬ 
ny". the new single, bobbed 
up in the Top Ten a few weks 
back. looking suspiciously 
perky and perfect, and trailing 
a new album. Conscience, 
behind it 

So where, by Jupiter, have 
they been all this time, and 


what has Marsh done to his 
once flowing tresses? “It’s a 
fairly straightforward story." 
he says. His eyes are vety blue, 
but his hair is very short 
"Steve left the band because, 
wefl. we’d ceased to be reliant 
on each other. We had a big 
lunch and decided it was afi 
over, and IVe not really seen 
him since. And then I got 
married to Helena and she 
ami, well, we started recording 
this album.” 

Marsh is. indeedy. fairly 
goopy over his new wife and 
band member. He'd fended 
her for ages before, but when 
they were introduced by a 
mutual friend at a nightdub 
"ft was equal measures of lust 
and love on both sides”. And 
from this rare and perfect love 


was fashioned the recent sin¬ 
gle “Sweet Harmony", the 
video for which was banned 
from our television screens. 
This was because it featured 
"loads of naked birds" as one, 
now ex-, friend of mine put it. 
The women had their nipples 
discreetly covered with mask¬ 
ing tape, and ft was all 
supposed to be very innocent 
and beautiful, but it was. none 
the less, kept from view. 

"I think it was the combina¬ 
tion of the lyrics and the 
images.” Marsh says thought¬ 
fully, chewing on a red pepper. 
His hair is now very short “i 
mean, the lyrics run ’Let’s 
come together, right now. oh 
yeah, in sweet harmony’. 
Thar’s a dubious coupling for 
many. Really ft’s just as well 
we weren’t sampling The 
Beatles ’Come together, right 
now. over me*. That would 
definitely have been advocat¬ 
ing some kind of mutual 
experience, which I don’t 
think the Broadcasting Stan¬ 
dards Council would have 
looked on too kindly” 

So the video wasn’t some 
kind of arrogant gesture for 
loads of notoriety and publici¬ 
ty? “Oh, God, no.” Marsh 
says. “I don’t think I could be 
voy arrogant now at alL I 
visited ultra-arrogance, I’ve 
been there once. And when 
you've been there, you don't 
want to go back again in a 
hurry. You bum it out 
cauterise it leave no trace. I’m, 
hopefully, a well-balanced and 
feirty pleasant person to be 
with now.” He grins. 

So. Jon. Finally. Why did 
you cut your lovely hair? 

"Oh. I went on holiday and 
it was too hot so I had it 
snipped. No great mystety 
there." he says. 

So now we know.
